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PRINTED  INFORMATION 

§1.  Information  in  regard  to  the  card  distribution  work  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  will  hereafter  be  issued  in  two  forms.  The 
relatively  permanent  printed  matter  pertaining  to  the  work  will 
be  incorporated  in  a  Handbook.  A  new  edition  of  this  will  be 
issued  only  when  the  changes  in  the  regulations  as  to  card  distri¬ 
bution  have  become  so  numerous  and  important  that  a  restate¬ 
ment  of  them  is  required  for  the  economical  administration  of 
the  work.  New  regulations  as  to  the  work,  information  as  to  the 
additions  to  the  stock  of  cards,  suggestions  as  to  use  of  the  cards, 
and  additional  miscellaneous  information  of  any  kind  found 
necessary,  will  be  published  in  successive  issues  of  this  Bulletin. 

The  Bulletin  will  be  issued  at  irregular  intervals  whenever 
required. 

In  order  to  have  in  convenient  form  all  the  information  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  intelligent  ordering  and  use  of  the  cards,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  latest  issue  of  the  Handbook  be  kept  in  a  tempo¬ 
rary  binder  and  that  successive  issues  of  the  Bulletin  be  kept  in 
the  same  binder. 

OBSERVING  PRINTED  REGULATIONS 

In  the  present  developing  state  of  the  card  distribution  work 
the  issue  of  bulletins  for  temporary  purposes  seems  unavoidable. 
Librarians  who  wish  to  order  the  cards  intelligently  must  note 
carefully  all  the  regulations  in  the  Handbook  and  the  supplemen¬ 
tary  information  contained  in  the  Bulletin.  The  Handbook  and 
Bulletin  will  be  supplied  gratis  to  all  who  contemplate  the  order¬ 
ing  of  cards.  Mistakes  made  in  ordering  cards  for  lack  of  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  information  given  in  the  Handbook  and  the  successive 
issues  of  the  Bulletin  cannot  be  made  good  except  by  furnishing* 
new  cards  at  regular  prices. 

THE  HANDBOOK  OF  CARD  DISTRIBUTION 

§2.  Advance  sheets  from  the  Handbook,  containing  full  direc¬ 
tions  as  to  the  ordering  of  cards,  subscriptions  to  cards  and  proof- 
sheets,  prices,  suggestions  as  to  the  use  of  the  cards,  etc.,  are 
being  prepared,  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be  ready  for  dis¬ 
tribution  by  July  15th. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§3.  The  chief  change  in  the  price  of  cards  so  far  as  current 
orders  are  concerned  is  the  addition  of  A  cent  to  the  cost  of  the 
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first  card  in  the  case  of  orders  sent  in  by  autnor  and  title.  This 
change  will  be  made  in  filling  all  orders  on  and  after  July  1st. 
Other  minor  changes  will  not  be  put  into  effect  until  the  advance 
sheets  of  the  Handbook  are  in  the  hands  of  subscribers. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS  TO  CARDS  AND  PROOFS 

§4,  The  advance  sheets  of  the  Handbook  will  contain  full  di¬ 
rections  as  to  such  subscriptions.  Full  subscriptions  to  proof 
must  extend  from  July  1st  to  June  30th  of  the  following  year. 
The  price  is  $30  per  year,  with  a  rebate  of  15  per  cent  on  cards 
purchased  by  serial  number,  up  to  the  full  value  of  the  proof.  All 
subscriptions  to  proof  other  than  for  the  full  fiscal  ^ear  named 
will  be  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per  month.  The  initial  deposit  for  sub¬ 
scription  to  proof  must  not  be  less  than  $3.00.  Libraries  already 
having  this  amount  to  their  credit  need  not  at  once  make  an  addi¬ 
tional  deposit  for  proof.  Subscriptions  to  cards  may  begin  at 
any  date  or  at  any  serial  number  desired.  The  present  free  dis¬ 
tribution  of  proof  will  be  discontinued  after  July  20th.  Sub¬ 
scribers  to  proof  for  the  current  fiscal  year  must  regard  the  proof 
issued  between  July  1st  and  July  20th  as  a  part  of  their  subscrip¬ 
tion.  No  discount  can  be  made  on  the  ground  that  the  proof  ha.s 
already  been  received  free  or  was  not  received  currently.  Li¬ 
braries  which  have  already  received  one  copy  free  will  not  be 
entitled  to  a  second  copy. 

ACCOUNT  SLIP  IN  PACKAGE 

*5.  Some  libraries  have  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the  account 
slip  included  in  the  package,  so  as  to  insure  that  the  slip  will  be 
at  hand  when  it  is  desired  to  check  the  cards.  Such  inclusion 
will  slightly  diminish  clerical  work,  and  the  slip  will  be  included 
hereafter  unless  evidence  is  received  that  it  is  better  on  the  whole 
to  have  it  sent  separately. 

ROUTINE  FOR  ORDERING  AND  USING  THE  CARDS 

x  6.  One  of  the  chief  difficulties  in  the  use  of  the  cards  seems  to 
lie  in  the  failure  of  libraries  to  hit  upon  a  satisfactory  routine  for 
ordering  and  using  the  printed  cards  which  wifi  adapt  itself  to  tne 
established  routine  of  the  library.  The  Card  Distribution  Section 
wishes  to  obtain  further  information  from  those  who  have  special 
difficulty  in  this  matter  and  from  those  who  have  solved  the  prob¬ 
lem  to  their  satisfaction. 

USE  OF  THE  CARDS  FOR  ANALYTICALS 

<S>7.  It  appears  that  there  is  considerable  variation  in  the  use  of 
the  cards  for  analytical.  Further  information  is  desired  from 
those  who  have  been  especially  successful  or  unsuccessful  m 
using  the  cards  for  analytical. 
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§  1.  The  purpose  of  these  catalogs  is  to  facilitate  the  recataloging  of 
libraries  with  L.  C.  cards  by  enabling  them  to  order  the  cards  by  serial 
number. 

LIMITATIONS  TO  THEIR  USE. 

The  expense  of  transporting  and  handling  the  catalogs  will  be  consid¬ 
erable.  Except  in  the  case  of  the  catalog  for  American  history,  the  area 
covered  by  each  is,  at  present,  comparatively  small.  The  time  required 
in  the  transportation  and  use  of  the  catalogs  is  an  important  item  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  A  catalog  will  not  be 
loaned  unless  the  number  of  cards  ordered  from  it  is  likely  to  be  con¬ 
siderable.  For  the  above  reasons,  libraries  are  requested  to  consider 
carefully,  before  applying  for  the  use  of  a  traveling  catalog,  whether 
the  usual  method  of  ordering  cards,  on  slips  by  author  and  title,  is 
not  sufficient  for  their  purpose.  In  this  connection  the  scope  of  the 
present  stock  of  L.  C.  cards,  as  given  in  the  Handbook,  should  be 
carefully  noted ;  also  the  statements  below  as  to  the  four  catalogs  now 
in  preparation. 

CATALOGS  IN  PREPARATION. 


§  2.  The  following  traveling  catalogs  will  be  ready  by  September  30th  : 

1.  General  Catalog. 

About  85,000  cards,  representing  all  the  printed  cards  now  in  stock. 
For  details  as  to  the  scope  of  the  stock  see  the  Handbook,  p.  37-46. 

2.  American  history. 

About  25,000  cards.  This  section  being  now  completely  recataloged, 
the  collection  of  printed  cards  is  representative  of  the  collection  of 
books  on  this  subject  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  with  the  exception  of 
unfinished  serial  publications.  Besides  the  general  history  and  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States,  this  class  includes  local  history  and  descrip¬ 
tion.  In  addition  to  the  United  States,  it  covers  British,  Central,  and 
South  America  and  the  outlying  islands.  It  does  not  include  the  consti¬ 
tutional  history  of  the  United  States,  nor  American  biography. 

3.  Bibliography. 

About  3,000  cards,  representing  works  in  bibliography  and  library 
science  which  have  come  by  copyright  since  June,  1898,  and  by  pur¬ 
chase  since  January  1,  1901  ;  also  a  selection  of  the  books  in  most  com¬ 
mon  use,  of  various  dates,  from  the  shelves  of  the  bibliographical 
section  of  the  Library. 

4.  Law. 

About  1,200  cards.  Covers  cards  for  copyright  books  received  since 
June,  1898,  and  books  received  by  purchase  since  January,  1901.  In¬ 
cludes  cards  for  books  on  common  law,  constitutional  law,  and  history 
and  theorv  of  law. 
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METHOD  OF  TRANSPORTATION. 

g  3.  Catalogs  nos.  1  and  2  will  be  sent  in  metal  cases,  each  case  con¬ 
taining  about  10,000  cards  and  weighing  approximately  150  pounds. 
Nos.  3  and  4  will  be  sent  in  ordinary  trays.  Owing  to  the  bulk  of  nos. 

1  and  2,  they  will  be  sent  by  freight.  The  freight  from  the  Library  of 
Congress  to  the  first  library  using  the  catalog  will  be  paid  by  that 
library.  The  freight  from  the  first  library  to  the  second  must  be  paid  by 
the  second  library,  and  so  on.  The  freight  from  the  library  last  using  the 
catalog  back  to  the  Library  of  Congress  will  be  paid  by  the  Library  of 
Congress.  Any  library  will  be  at  liberty  to  have  one  of  the  catalogs 
forwarded  to  it  by  express,  if  the  time  saved  will  warrant  the  extra 
expense.  Nos.  3  and  4  will  be  forwarded  to  the  first  library  under  L.  C. 
frank,  but  they  must  be  forwarded  to  the  next  library  by  express  paid 
by  the  latter.  "  From  the  library  last  using  them  they  will  be  franked 
back  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

RECORD  CARDS. 

§  4.  In  order  to  keep  track  of  the  traveling  catalogs,  record  cards  will 
be  placed  in  the  last  drawer  of  each  catalog.  These  are  to  be  filled  out  as 
indicated  by  the  form.  One  record  card  should  be  mailed  at  the  time  the 
catalog  is  received  and  another  when  it  is  forwarded  to  the  next  librai  > . 

TIME  DURING  WHICH  CATALOG  MAY  BE  RETAINED. 

§  5.  In  order  that  the  catalogs  may  make  a  reasonably  long  circuit 
and  yet  be  returned  to  the  Library  of  Congress  at  frequent  intervals, 
it  will  be  essential  for  libraries  to  use  the  catalogs  quickly.  It  is  hoped 
that  they  can  be  used  within  the  following  periods:  No.  1,  three  weeks; 

nos.  2-4,  one  week. 

MAKING  UP  ORDERS. 

§  6.  Orders  from  traveling  catalogs  are  to  be  made  up  in  the  same 
way  as  those  from  the  proof  sheets.  In  order  to  avoid  extra  charges, 
they  should  be  arranged  in  increasing  order  of  the  serial  numbers. 
They  may  be  sent  in  on  slips  (one  serial  number  on  each  slip)  or  sheets, 
as  preferred.  Slips  are  slightly  preferable  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  Card  Distribution  Section. 

TIME  REQUIRED  FOR  FILLING  ORDERS. 

§  7.  For  very  large  orders  made  up  from  no.  1,  two  weeks  may  be 
required ;  in  other  cases  one  week  will  usually  suffice. 

REQUESTS  FOR  THE  CATALOGS. 

8  8.  In  order  to  economize  in  the  matter  of  transportation  charge^  as 
well  as  in  the  time  required  for  transportation,  circuits  will  be  arranged 
for  the  catalogs  whenever  possible.  Libraries  making  application  tor 
either  of  the  catalogs  before  September  30th  will  be  included  in  the  first 
circuit,  except  in  case  the  library  applying  happens  to  be  far  removed 
from  other  libraries  desiring  to  use  the  catalog  in  question..  Applica¬ 
tions  received  later  than  September  30th  can  be  included  in  the  first 
circuit  only  when  the  application  comes  from  a  library  which  happens 
to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  a  portion  of  the  circuit  not  yet  covered  by  the 

catalog  desired. 
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SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK. 

(May  1,  1903) 

§  1.  In  order  that  this  bulletin  may  contain  a  complete  statement  as  to  the 
scope  of  the  stock  of  printed  catalog  cards  now  at  the  Library  of  Congress, 
the  matter  contained  on  p.  37  of  the  Handbook  is  here  restated.  Classes 
1—4,  repeated  from  the  Handbook,  represent  books  covered  by  the  stock  on 
September  1,  1902.  Classes  5-7  represent  additional  sections  of  the  Library 
now  brought  within  the  scope  of  the  stock  by  recataloging. 

1.  Books  received  by  copyright  since  June,  1898. 

As  the  printing  of  catalog  cards  did  not  begin  until  June,  1898,  only  part 
of  the  copyrighted  books  for  1898  are  represented.  Consequently,  if  cards 
are  not  in  stock  for  a  book  copyrighted  in  1898,  it  is  assumed  that  the  book 
was  copyrighted  in  the  earlier  part  of  1898  and  no  further  investigation  of 
the  case  is  made. 

Books  are  constantly  being  reprinted  by  American  publishers,  with  change 
of  date  of  publication,  which  are  not  recopyrighted ;  the  date  given  on  the 
title-page  can  not  therefore  be  relied  on  to  show  whether  the  book  is  within 
the  scope  of  the  stock.  When  order  slip  is  made  out  from  the  book,  the 
copyright  date  should  also  be  consulted.  If  the  copyright  date,  or  one  of 
them,  is  not  as  late  as  1898,  the  title  should  not  be  included  in  the  order. 

2.  Non- copyrighted  books  received  by  gift  or  purchase  since  January ,  1901. 

As  the  Library  of  Congress  obtains  by  purchase  and  gift  only  a  part  of  the 

non-copyrighted  books  currently  published,  no  assurance  can  be  given  that 
cards  will  be  in  stock  for  a  certain  book  falling  in  this  class.  The  chances 
for  obtaining  cards  are  especially  good  for  books  on  the  following  subjects : 
(a)  Bibliography  and  library  science  ;  (b)  History  (including  biography  and 
genealogy)  of  any  country  in  the  Western  Hemisphere ;  (c)  Books  on  Colum¬ 
bus,  Burns,  Dante,  Goethe,  and  Shakespeare. 

3.  Bibliography  and  Library  Science. 

The  collection  on  this  subject  is  only  partially  recataloged,  but  cards  will 
be  made  at  once  for  any  book  now  in  the  Library  for  which  cards  are  ordered, 
and  any  book  of  considerable  importance  not  found  to  be  in  the  Library  is 
quite  sure  to  be  purchased  and  cataloged. 
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4.  American  history  ( i .  e.  the  history  of  all  countries  in  the  Western  Hemi¬ 
sphere') 

The  books  now  recataloged  under  this  head  do  not  include  the  following, 
and  such  should  not  be  included  in  orders  unless  they  were  copyrighted  as 
recently  as  1898,  and  so  fall  within  the  scope  of  class  1. 

(a)  American  constitutional  history  and  works  on  American  govern¬ 

ment,  general  and  local. 

(b)  American  biography  and  genealogy. 

(c)  Religious  history  of  America. 

(d)  Washingtonia  {i.  e.  books  on  Washington  the  city  and  Washington 

the  man) 

5.  History  of  England ,  and  of  the  British  Isles  as  a  whole ,  including  de¬ 
scription  and  travel. 

The  books  now  recataloged  under  this  head  do  not  include  the  following, 
and  such  should  not  be  included  in  orders  unless  they  have  publication  date 
1901  or  later,  and  so  come  within  the  scope  ox  class  2  . 

(a)  Constitutional  and  institutional  history. 

(b)  Religious  history. 

(c)  Army  and  navy  histories. 

(d)  Biography  and  genealogy. 

(e)  History,  both  general  and  local,  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  Wales. 

6.  History  of  Austria-Hungary. 

7.  Mathematics. 

STANDING  EXCEPTIONS  FROM  THE  SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK. 

g  2.  i.  Unfinished  publications  of  all  kinds  (periodicals  and  works  appear¬ 
ing  in  parts).  Cards  will  not  regularly  be  printed  for  these  until 
the  periodical  or  work  is  completed  or  changes  its  name  or  form 
so  much  as  to  render  it  desirable  to  make  a  separate  entry  for  the 
earlier  form.  An  open  entry  card  will,  however,  be  printed  for 
the  first  number  or  part  of  an  unfinished  publication  received  by 

copyright. 

2.  Less  important  trade  catalogs  and  advertising  pamphlets  and  leaflets. 

3.  Less  important  pamphlets  and  leaflets  of  any  class  which  aie  not 

wanted  on  the  shelves  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 

ADDITIONAL  TRAVELING  CATALOGS. 

g  3.  A  traveling  catalog  will  be  made  for  either  of  classes  5-7  if  request 
for  the  same  is  received  from  a  number  of  libraries  having  large  collections 

i  id  this  class 

Librarians  applying  for  traveling  catalogs  should  state  approximately  the 
number  of  titles  which  they  have  in  the  class  covered  by  the  catalog.  The 
regulations  in  regard  to  the  loan  of  these  catalogs  are  given  in  Bulletin  no.  2. 
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ORDERS  BY  SERIES  FOR  CARDS  FOR  BOOKS  AND  MONOGRAPHS 

IN  SERIES* 

§  1.  The  Card  Section  is  now  prepared  to  handle  more  advantageously 
orders  by  series  for  cards  for  books  and  monographs  in  series. 

§  2.  Those  ordering  cards  according  to  the  terms  of  this  bulletin  should 
distinguish  carefully  between  cards  for  monographs  in  series  and  those  for 
articles  in  ordinary  periodicals.  The  cards  issued  for  monographs  in  series 
cover  the  monograph  as  a  whole  and  are  the  same  in  form  as  cards  for  books 
in  series.  The  Library  of  Congress  does  not  issue  analytical  cards  for  arti¬ 
cles  in  periodicals. 

§  3.  The  statements  in  this  circular  are  intended  to  apply  only  to  general 
orders  for  cards  for  the  whole  series,  for  a  considerable  portion  of  it,  or  for 
a  portion  with  continuation.  Cards  for  individual  volumes  in  a  series  should 
be  ordered  by  serial  number  or  by  author  and  title,  in  the  usual  manner. 

§  4.  The  scope  of  the  stock  of  printed  cards  for  books  and  monographs 
in  series  is,  as  a  rule,  the  same  as  for  other  books ;  it  may  be  defined  as 
covering,  on  January  1,  1904,  the  following  classes  of  publications  in  the 
Library  of  Congress : 

(0)  Books  of  any  date  which  are  classed  in  the  recataloged  sections,  viz: 
American  history,  English  history,  Bibliography,  and  Mathematics. 

(£)  Books  copyrighted  in  the  United  States  which  have  been  published 
since  July,  1898. 

(V)  Books  received  by  purchase  since  January,  1901. 

§  5.  Numerous  series  of  monographs  constitute  exceptions  to  the  general 
scope  of  the  stock,  because  they  have  been  treated  as  periodicals  and  sent  to 
the  shelves  without  being  cataloged.  Consequently  cards  which  would 
otherwise  be  in  stock  for  them  are  not  in  stock ;  and,  the  publications  now 
having  been  shelved,  it  is  advantageous  to  delay  the  cataloging  of  them  until 
they  are  reached  in  recataloging  the  section  in  which  they  are  classed. 

§  6.  The  exceptions  noted  in  §  5  which  tend  to  diminish  the  scope  of 
the  stock  for  publications  in  series  are  offset  to  some  extent,  however,  by  the 
following,  which  tend  to  increase  it: 
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(#)  A  considerable  number  of  series  have  been  cataloged  entire  as  pur¬ 
chased,  or  as  found  convenient  in  the  general  work  of  recataloging  the  library. 
A  list  of  the  more  important  of  such  “additional  recataloged  series”  will  be 
published  in  a  later  bulletin. 

(£)  It  has  been  decided  that  hereafter,  when  cards  for  any  series  are  desired 
by  numerous  libraries,  the  series  will  be  cataloged  entire,  unless  there  is  some 
special  reason  for  delaying  the  work,  such  as  that  noted  in  §  7.  The  titles 
of  several  important  series,  largely  outside  the  scope  of  the  stock,  which  are 
now  being  recataloged,  will  be  included  in  the  list  of  “additional  reca,taloged 
series”  mentioned  above. 

§  7.  In  July,  1903,  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  A.  L.  A.  Publish¬ 
ing  Board  whereby  printed  cards  were  thereafter  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  for  the  current  issues  of  48  series  of  monographs  for 
which  cards  had  formerly  been  issued  by  the  Publishing  Board. 

§  8.  Commencing  with  January,  1904,  it  has  been  decided  that  all  mono¬ 
graphs  in  series  which  the  Library  receives  shall  be  cataloged  with  printed 
cards  as  promptly  as  practicable,  and  that  orders  for  cards  for  publications  in 
series  shall  receive  as  careful  attention  as  orders  for  cards  by  title  or  subject. 

§9.  In  view  of  the  work  contemplated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Docu¬ 
ments  in  the  cataloging  of  the  U.  S.  Government  documents,  nothing  will 
be  done  by  the  Library  of  Congress  at  present  toward  the  recataloging  of 
series  of  monographs  published  by  departments  of  the  U.  S.  Government. 
Cards  will,  however,  be  supplied  for  current  issues  in  these  series  until  the 
work  of  printing  cards  has  been  taken  up  by  the  Superintendent  of  Docu¬ 
ments. 

^  10.  As  cards  have  thus  far  been  ordered  by  series  only  to  a  limited 
extent,  it  is  probable  that  further  experience  will  lead  to  improvements  in 
the  method  of  ordering.  The  Card  Section  will  be  pleased  to  receive  at  any 
time  suggestions  looking  to  such  improvements.  The  method  of  ordering 
outlined  below  is  recommended  merely  as  being  based  on  experience  to  date : 

( a )  Make  out  a  No.  33  slip  in  the  form  shown  below  for  each  series  for 
which  cards  are  desired,  providing  that  it  is  a  current  series,  a  seiies  included 
within  the  scope  of  the  stock,  or  in  a  list  of  “additional  recataloged  series.” 
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(b)  Indicate  by  a  hyphen  placed  after  a  number  that  cards  in  stock  and 
current  cards  are  wanted  for  publications  in  the  series  after  and  including  that 
number. 

(V)  If  cards  are  wanted  for  the  entire  series  so  far  as  published  and  for 
future  issues  in  the  series  as  well,  this  will  be  sufficiently  indicated  by  i— ; 
but  if  cards  are  wanted  for  less  than  the  whole  series,  indicate  by  inclusive 
numbers  the  volumes  for  which  they  are  desired,  except  in  so  far  as  the  order 
can  be  covered  by  the  method  explained  in  b  above. 

( d )  Indicate  the  number  of  cards  wanted  for  each  publication  in  the  series 
by  a  number  or  formula  placed  at  the  upper  right  corner  of  the  slip. 

(V)  Indicate  on  the  left  margin  the  number  of  the  week  in  the  year  (ascer¬ 
tained  from  the  “calendar  card”)  up  to  which  your  library  is  willing  to  wait 
to  obtain  cards  missing  within  the  limits  of  the  order.  The  sign  oo  should  be 
used  to  indicate  that  it  can  wait  indefinitely.  If  cards  for  recent  publications 
cannot  be  waited  for  so  long  as  those  for  earlier  publications,  use  two  num¬ 
bers,  and  indicate  at  the  right  of  the  earlier  week  number  the  portion  of  the 
series  for  which  cards  are  desired  within  the  shorter  period.  The  period  for 
which  missing  cards  can  be  awaited  should  be  indicated  in  each  case ;  other¬ 
wise  only  cards  actually  in  stock  or  in  process  of  being  made  (as  indicated 
by  checks  “C,”  “Out,”  or  “R”)  will  be  sent,  excepting  current  cards 
sent  in  continuation  of  the  order. 

(/)  Give  name  of  library  and  date  of  the  order  at  the  lower  edge. 

(g)  In  designating  publications  in  series,  use  the  continuous  numbering 
(“whole  number”)  of  the  series  in  preference  to  any  other.  When  the  con¬ 
tinuous  numbering  is  used,  the  designations  “volume,”  “number,”  “part” 
(or  their  equivalents)  maybe  omitted ;  but  if  there  is  no  continuous  numbering, 
give  the  designations  in  the  vernacular  or  as  they  occur  on  the  publications. 

(/*)  If  the  publications  in  a  series  are  not  numbered  and  cards  are  not 
desired  for  the  entire  series,  give  title  of  the  first  and  last  volume  in  the  series 
for  which  cards  are  desired  or  indicate  in  some  definite  way  the  volumes  for 
which  cards  are  wanted. 

§  n.  In  ordering  cards  by  series  it  is  not  possible  to  indicate  the  number 
of  cards  wanted  with  the  same  exactness  that  is  possible  when  cards  are 
ordered  by  a  method  which  lists  each  publication  in  the  series.  Libraries 
which  think  it  very  important  to  obtain  exactly  the  number  of  cards  needed 
will  probably  prefer  to  order  by  author  and  title  or  serial  number  in  the  usual 
way,  or  by  the  method  outlined  in  the  following  section ;  but  those  which 
decide  to  give  a  general  order  by  series  must  choose  between  a  simple  num¬ 
ber  and  a  number  combined  with  one  of  the  formulas  “-f-  s,”  or  “ -j-  x.” 
These  formulas,  are  designed  to  cover  cards  wanted  for  subject  entries  with 
provision  for  the  fact  that  subject  headings  are  indicated  on  but  a  part  of  the 
L.  C.  cards.  The  method  of  using  them  is  explained  in  the  Handbook, 
p.  21-23. 
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§  12.  Libraries  which  find  it  necessary  to  indicate  the  number  of  cards 
wanted  more  specifically  than  it  is  possible  in  a  general  order  by  series  can 
order  cards  for  publications  in  series  which  are  already  in  print  by  the  number 
of  the  publication.  In  such  orders  the  figures  denoting  the  number  of  cards 
wanted  should  follow  the  number  of  the  publication,  with  a  slanting  line 
between.  Thus  i  /4,  2  73,  3/5  will  be  understood  to  mean  that  4,  3,  and  5 
cards  are  wanted  for  publications  Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  respectively. 

§  13.  The  price  of  cards  ordered  by  series  (see  §  3)  will  be  the  same  as 
for  cards  ordered  by  serial  number,  viz.,  2  cents  for  the  first  card  for  each 
publication  in  the  series  and  ^4  cent  for  each  additional  card  for  the  same 
publication,  furnished  at  the  same  time  with  the  first. 

g  14.  Those  not  already  subscribers  to  the  L.  C.  printed  cards  who  wish 
to  purchase  cards  for  a  series  with  continuation  should  make  a  deposit  of  a 
sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  cards  for  publications  thus  far  issued  in  the 
series  and  leave  a  margin  against  which  cards  supplied  in  continuation  of  the 
order  may  be  charged.  If  order  is  for  a  complete  set,  if  continuation  is  not 
desired,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  is  not  desired  to  deposit  money  in  advance, 
the  cost  of  the  set  should  be  ascertained  before  sending  money,  so  that  the 
exact  sum  may  be  sent. 

§  15.  Cards  sent  out  in  continuation  of  orders  by  series  will  be  sent  usually 
on  Saturday  of  the  week  during  which  they  are  received  in  the  Card  Section. 
They  will  be  sent  with  the  weekly  accumulation  of  cards  for  titles  held. 

§16.  The  usual  period  must  be  allowed  for  obtaining  books  and  mono¬ 
graphs  and  preparing  the  printed  cards  for  them  (see  Handbook,  p.  30).  If 
cards  are  not  received  with  reasonable  promptness,  libraries  are  requested  to 
notify  the  Card  Section.  If  no  notice  has  been  received  to  the  effect  that 
cards  for  a  volume  in  the  series  can  not  longer  be  waited  for,  the  cards  will 
be  sent  when  ready. 

g  i7.  Certain  series  of  transactions  of  foreign  societies  and  publications  of 
foreign  governments,  received  by  the  Library  of  Congiess  through  the  In¬ 
ternational  Exchange  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  are  received  months 
and  occasionally  years  after  publication.  Libraries  which  order  cards  for 
current  publications  in  such  series  will  be  notified  that  there  will  be  delay 
in  furnishing  the  cards  and  informed  that  orders  will  be  accepted  only  on 
the  understanding  that  they  will  wait  for  cards  the  length  of  time  ordinarily 
required  for  them  to  reach  the  stock. 

§  18.  In  checking  orders  for  cards  by  series  the  ordinary  checks  used  for 

author  and  title  orders  will  be  used  (see  Handbook,  p.  30). 

g  i9#  The  Library  of  Congress  has  found  it  impracticable  thus  far,  except 
in  a  few  cases,  to  issue  printed  series  cards  giving  the  list  of  the  publications 
included  in  a  series.  Whenever  a  series  card  is  printed  for  any  series,  libra¬ 
ries  ordering  cards  for  publications  in  this  series  will  be  notified  that  a  series 

card  can  also  be  obtained.

CATALOG  CARDS  FOR  BOOKS  TO  BE  INCLUDED  IN  THE 
NEW  EDITION  OF  THE  A.  L.  A.  CATALOG 

§1.  The  new  edition  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  of  books  for  small 
libraries,  which  is  being  prepared  for  the  St.  Louis  Exposition, 
is  expected  to  be  ready  for  distribution  in  May,  1904.  It  will 
probably  contain  about  5,000  different  entries,  representing  about 
8,000  volumes.  Subscribers  to  the  L.  C.  printed  cards  will  be 
notified  when  the  publication  is  ready  for  distribution,  and  full 
information  will  be  given  as  to  methods  of  ordering  printed  cards 
from  it. 

§2.  The  Library  of  Congress  will  print  during  March  and  April 
catalog  cards  corresponding  to  titles  in  this  new  edition  of  the 
A.  L.  A.  Catalog.  A  sample  of  the  form  of  card  which  will  be 
issued  for  this  selection  of  books  is  enclosed  herewith. 

§3.  The  statements  in  the  following  sections  of  this  bulletin 
refer  only  to  cards  for  books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog,  edi¬ 
tion  of  1904. 

§4.  Subject  entries  for  a  dictionary  catalog  will  be  suggested 
on  all  the  cards,  instead  of  being  limited  as  heretofore  to  those 
which  fall  within  the  reclassified  sections  of  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress.  As  these  cards  are  expected  to  be  used  extensively  in  the 
smaller  libraries,  it  has  been  decided  to  print  on  them  in  many 
cases  subject  headings  shorter  and  simpler  than  those  which  are 
required  for  the  catalogs  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  In  the 
assignment  of  subject  headings  the  A.  L.  A.  list  of  subject  head¬ 
ings  will  be  followed  quite  closely. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  words  “subject  entries”  are  omitted 
and  the  entries  simply  numbered  with  Arabic  figures. 

§5.  Such  “added  entries”  as  will  be  used  in  the  public  catalog 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  are  indicated  on  the  cards.  They  are 
placed  after  the  subject  entries  and,  to  render  them  easily  distin¬ 
guishable  from  subject  entries,  are  numbered  with  Roman  nu¬ 
merals. 

§6.  The  serial  numbers  on  the  cards  will  be  those  resrularlv 
used  on  the  L.  C.  cards.  Cards  which  are  merely  reprints  of 
those  now  in  stock  will  have  the  original  serial  number.  Those 
which  represent  books  now  cataloged  for  the  first  time  will  have 
numbers  assigned  from  the  regular  series  of  1904. 

§7.  The  number  of  cards  needed  for  the  main  entry  and  for  the 
suggested  subject  and  added  entries  is  indicated  on  the  cards 
after  the  serial  number,  the  two  being  separated  by  a  slanting  line. 
The  same  number,  indicating  number  of  cards  needed,  will  also 
be  affixed  to  the  corresponding  entry  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog. 
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Librarians  who  order  cards  by  author  and  title  for  books  in  the 
A.  L.  A.  Catalog,  in  advance  of  the  publication  of  the  catalog, 
can  obtain  the  number  of  copies  indicated  on  any  card  by  filling 
out  and  returning  the  enclosed  standing  order  blank  marked

§9.  About  one-half  of  the  cards  for  books  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Cata¬ 
log  were  already  in  stock  in  the  Card  Section.  The  original 
cards  will  be  kept  in  stock  and  can  be  furnished  until  the  original 
stock  is  exhausted.  They  will  afterwards  be  furnished  only  in 
the  new  form.  Librarians  who  have  a  preference  for  either  the 
regular  form  of  L.  C.  card  or  for  the  form  shown  by  the  enclosed 
sample  should  indicate  their  preference  by  filling  out  the  enclosed 
form  marked  “Form  of  card,  A.  L.  A.  Catalog.

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AN  ACCOUNT  OF  TIIE  CATALOGS,  CLASSIFICATIONS, 
AND  CARO  DISTRIBUTION  WORK  OF 
TIIE  LIBRARY  OF  CONGRESS.1 

THE  OLD  CATALOGS 

§1.  LTntil  1864  the  catalogs  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  like 
those  of  other  American  and  European  libraries  of  the  period, 
were  in  book  form.  Catalogs  covering  the  collection  were 
printed  at  intervals  of  about  ten  years  on  the  average.  Be¬ 
tween  the  printing  of  one  catalog  and  the  printing  of  another 
several  supplements  or  lists  of  accessions  were  issued. 

In  the  printed  catalogs  of  1802,  1804,  and  1808  the  books 
were  divided  into  classes  according  to  size,  and  those  of  each 
class  were  numbered  in  the  order  of  the  accession  of  books  of 
that  size.  This  arrangement  corresponded  to  that  of  the  books 
on  the  shelves.  The  entries  were  shortened  to  an  average  of 
about  a  half  dozen  words. 

In  the  catalog  of  1812  the  entries  were  divided  into  eighteen 
classes.  Under  each  class  they  were  subdivided  by  size  and 
then  alphabetized  by  the  surnames  of  authors,  or  by  the  first 
word  in  the  case  of  title  entries.  In  this  and  the  earlier  cata¬ 
logs  authors7  surnames  only  were  given  and  articles  were  not 
disregarded  in  the  entry  or  arrangement  of  titles. 

The  catalog  of  1815  is  the  most  notable  of  the  collection.  It 
was  in  effect  a  catalog  of  the  library  of  Thomas  Jefferson 
which  had  been  bought  in  1814  to  replace  the  one  burned  by 
the  British.  It  was  compiled  by  Jefferson  himself.  In  it  the 
entries  were  divided  according  to  Bacon’s  scheme  for  the 
classification  of  knowledge,  into  forty-four  classes  or  chap¬ 
ters.  Under  the  class  the  books  were  arranged  alphabetically 
and  an  alphabetical  index  of  authors’  names  for  the  whole 
catalog  provided. 

Jefferson’s  classification,  with  some  modification  and  an 
increasing  number  of  subdivisions,  was  retained  in  the  catalog 
of  1830,  1839,  1849,  and  1861.  The  catalog  of  1830  had  no 
author  index,  but  it  was  reprinted  in  1831  with  a  supplement 
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and  an  author  index  to  the  whole.  An  author  index  was  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  catalog  of  1839,  but  not  m  those  ot  1849  and  1861 
By  1861  the  number  of  classes  and  subclasses  had  increas  - 
so  that  the  entries  in  the  catalog  of  that  date  were  dis  n  >u  ec 

111  The  siSle  chapter  of  a  catalog  covering  Ancient  history 
printed  in  1854,  is  notable  as  being  the  result  “  experiment 
conducted  by  the  Smithsonian  institution  and  the  Library  ot 
Congress  in  preparing  a  catalog  from  stereotype  octs, 
according  to  the  plan  of  Prof.  Charles  C.  Jewett.  The  ulti¬ 
mate  aim  of  the  plan  was  to  inaugurate  a  system  of  cooper a- 
tive  cataloging  between  the  Library  of  Congress  and  otliei 
American  libraries.

The  catalog  of  1864  was  the  last  complete  author  catalog- 
issued.  In  it  the  classed  arrangement  was  abandoned  and  the 

In  1870-80  an  attempt  was  made  to  issue  another  printed 
book  catalog  covering  the  collection.  Two  volumes,  including 
titles  alphabetized  between  A  and  Craigm,  were  printed.  The 
work  of  preparing  the  manuscript  proceeded  slowly  on  account 
of  the  care  exercised  in  the  work  and  the  small  force  available 
for  it.  The  titles  were  usually  given  in  full,  and  the  expense 
of  issuing  the  volume  was  large.  The  result  was  that  the 
appropriation  for  printing  the  catalog  was  found  to  be  totally 
madeouate  Accordingly  the  work  was  abandoned.  In  oidei

Although  much  ingenuity  was  shown  m 
maintaining  an  approximate  alphabetical  arrangement  of 
iT  s  within  twelve  vears  the  pasted-slip  catalog  had  become 
so  co’nTesTed  that  the  addition  of  further  titles  was  judged 
impracticable.  It  was  until  very  recently  consulted  occasion- 
Tk  and  referred  to  as  a  check  on  cards  missing  from  the  offi- 
3  card  catalog  of  the  Library. 
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Concurrently  with  the  formation  of  the  pasted-slip  book 
catalog  the  Old  official  catalog  of  the  Library  was  in  course 
of  compilation.  This  was  compiled  for  the  most  part  by  part¬ 
ing  on  cards,  4^  by  7  inches,  entries  clipped  from  the  catalog 
of  1864,  from  the  subsequent  annual  list  of  accessions,  and 
later  from  the  Catalog  of  copyright  entries.  The  titles  of 
accessions  not  available  in  printed  form  were  written  in  the 
usual  way.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  entries  in  this  cata¬ 
log  are  full  and  accurate,  with  the  result  that  the  cards  are 
often  used  as  copy  for  the  printed  cards.  The  Old  official 
catalog  was  kept  up  until  the  end  of  1899.  (For  further 
information  as  to  the  old  catalogs  see  Johnston,  W.  D.,  His¬ 
tory  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  1800-1860.) 

THE  NEW  CARD  CATALOG 

§2.  Beginning  with  July,  1898,  fifty  copies  of  the  entry  for 
each  book  received  by  copyright  were  printed.  With  these 
cards  the  compilation  was  begun  of  three  dictionary  catalogs, 
viz,  the  Public  catalog,  the  New  official  catalog,  or  Second  offi¬ 
cial  catalog,  intended  for  the  use  of  the  Catalog  division,  and 
the  Third  official  catalog,  designed  to  be  placed  eventually  at 
the  Capitol.  The  accessions  of  the  Library  received  by  pur¬ 
chase  and  gift  continued  to  be  cataloged  on  the  large  cards 
and  filed  in  the  Old  official  catalog  until  the  end  of  1899.  Dur¬ 
ing  1900  ms.  author  cards  for  these  were  made  for  the  Second 
official  catalog  and  typewritten  copies  of  the  same  for  the 
Public  catalog. 

In  the  first  part  of  1900  the  entries  in  the  catalog  of  1864 
and  the  twelve  supplements  issued  between  1864  and  1876, 
about  160,000  titles,  were  mounted  on  cards  and  filed  in  the 
Public  catalog.  Since  January,  1901,  at  which  date  the 
Library  began  to  print  cards  for  all  books  cataloged  or  recata¬ 
loged,  practically  the  same  entries  are  inserted  in  the  three 
catalogs. 

Some  of  the  entries  required  for  a  complete  dictionary  cata¬ 
log  are  not  at  present  inserted  in  the  three  catalogs.  Full 
subject  entries  are  usually  made  only  for  books  classified 
according  to  the  new  scheme  and  for  books  in  biography. 

The  difference  in  the  scope  of  the  three  catalogs  may  be 
indicated  as  follows : 

.  Excepting  typewritten  cross  reference  cards,  the  Third  offi¬ 
cial  catalog  contains  nothing  but  printed  cards.  It  is  the  same

THE  CLASSIFICATION 

§3.  During  the  first  decade  of  the  existence  of  the  Library 
of  Congress  the  books  were  classified  by  size  into  folios,  octa¬ 
vos,  and  duodecimos.  In  the  catalog  of  1812  the  books  were 
divided  by  subjects  into  eighteen  chapters,  with  subdivisions 

of  the  chapters  by  size  of  volumes. 

When  in  1815,  Jefferson’s  library  became  the  Library  ot 
Congress,  the  classification  used  by  Jefferson  was  adopted. 
This  was  an  adaptation  by  Jefferson  himself  of  Bacon  s  well- 
known  scheme  for  the  classification  of  knowledge,  resulting 
in  the  division  of  the  library  into  forty-four  chapters.  The 
classification  thus  inaugurated  was  retained  with  some  changes 
and  an  increasing  number  of  subdivisions  down  to  1898,  when 
a  new  classification  began  to  be  applied.  (For  additional 
information  on  the  old  system  of  classification  see  Johnston, 
W  D  ,  History  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  1800-1864.) 


o 


The  new  system  of  classification  is  devised  from  a  compari¬ 
son  of  existing  schemes  (including  the  “ decimal”  and  the 
4  ‘  expansive  ”)  and  a  consideration  of  the  particular  condi¬ 
tions  in  this  library,  the  character  of  its  present  and  probable 
collections,  and  its  probable  use.  It  is  assumed  that  the 
departments  of  history,  political  and  social  science,  and  cer¬ 
tain  others  will  be  unusually  large.  It  is  assumed  that  inves¬ 
tigators  will  be  freely  admitted  to  the  shelves. 

The  system  devised  has  not  sought  to  follow  strictly  the 
scientific  order  of  subjects.  It  has  sought  rather  convenient 
sequence  of  the  various  groups,  considering  them  as  groups 
of  books,  not  as  groups  of  mere  subjects.  It  has  sought 
to  avoid  technical,  foreign,  or  unusual  terms  in  the  desig¬ 
nation  of  these  groups.  It  has  selected  for  the  symbols  to 
denote  them:  (1)  for  the  classes,  a  capital  letter  or  a  double 
letter;  (2)  for  the  subclasses,  these  letters  combined  with  a 
numeral  in  ordinary  sequence.  Provision  for  the  insertion 
of  future  groups  is  :  (1)  in  intervening  numbers  as  yet  unused ; 
(2)  in  the  use  of  decimals. 

The  main  classes  are  as  follows :

C.  History,  auxiliary  sciences. 

D.  History  and  topography  (except  America).

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SHELFLISTS 

U  The  slielflists  are  written  on  sheets  32  x  25  cm  The 
entries  are  made  in  strict  order  alphabetical  or  chronological, 
as  the  case  may  be,  with  liberal  provisions  of  space  between 
them  at  the  start  for  additions,  varying  according  to  subject. 
Up  to  50  entries  of  single  works  may  be  made  on  a  page,  while 
a  single  serial  entry  may  fill  a  whole  page.  Additions  may 
also  be  entered  for  a  time  on  the  verso  of  the  preceding  sheet, 
opposite  the  regular  place.  When  that  space  is  exhausted 
the  entries  are  copied,  being  transferred  to  several  new  sheets 
with  fresh  provision  of  room  for  new  entries.  The  sheets  are 
kept  loose  in  covers,  forming-portfolios  of  convenient  size  '  or 
handling.  These  covers  are  preferred  to  temporary  binders, 
because  sheets  may  be  withdrawn  or  replaced  without  any 
delay  saving  much  time  when  additions  are  made  frequently. 

After  catalog  cards  have  been  printed  for  a  classified  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  library  a  printed  card  shelflist  or  classified  catalog 
is  formed  for  reference  use  by  filing  these  cards  in  systematic 

order. 

THE  L.  C.  PRINTED  CARDS 

§5.  The  following  are  some  of  the  general  characteristics  of 
the  cards  i 

1  One  form  of  card  only  is  printed  for  a  book,  viz,  the  main- 
entry  card.  All  the  cards  needed  for  secondary  entries  are  to 
be  made  from  this  main-entry  card  by  the  addition  of  head- 

2.  So  far  as  practicable,  the  real  name  of  the  authoi  is  given 
in  full,  with  dates  of  birth  and  death. 

3.  The  title  of  the  book  is  usually  given  in  full. 

4.  The  paging  of  the  book  and  its  bibliographical  peculiar¬ 
ities  are  carefully  indicated. 

5.  Contents  are  usually  reproduced  when  they  contain  sev¬ 
eral  works  by  the  same  author  or  works  by  several  authors  or 
works  on  several  subjects,  especially  if  the  collective  title  does 

not  sufficiently  describe  them.  . 

6.  Notes  are  given  when  necessary  to  explain  the  title  or  to 

correct  any  misapprehension  to  which  it  might  lead,  or  to  sup¬ 
ply  essential  information  or  bibliographical  details  not  stated 

in  the  title,  imprint,  or  collation.  .  _  „  ,  T 

As  will  be  seen  from  examination  ot  any  tile  ot  the  U  v. 
cards,  numerous  changes  have  been  made  in  the  form  of  these 
cards'  in  the  five  years  during  which  they  have  been  issued. 
Changes  and  additions  have  been  made  whenever  it  was 
thought  that  they  would  render  the  cards  more  effective,  the 
following  are  the  principal  changes  and  additions  made  to 

date. 


(a)  author’s  name  in  the  heading 

Type  changed  from  roman,  spaced,  to  black  face  in  May, 
1901 ;  increasing  effort  made  to  secure  full  names  and  dates 
of  authors. 

(b)  author’s  name  in  the  title 

After  July,  1901,  the  author’s  name  was  repeated  in  the 
title,  pursuant  to  a  decision  of  the  A.  L.  A.  committee  on 
cataloging. 

(c)  COPYRIGHT  NOTE 

In  December,  1901,  at  the  request  of  libraries  subscribing 
to  printed  cards,  the  two-line  note  containing  information  as 
to  copyright  was  shortened  to  the  single  word  “copyright” 
and  placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  card. 

(d)  SUBJECT  HEADINGS  FOR  DICTIONARY  CATALOGS 

Previous  to  September,  1901,  no  subject  entries  were  sug¬ 
gested.  From  September,  1901,  to  August,  1902,  subject  head¬ 
ings  were  suggested  on  cards  for  copyrighted  books  and  for 
books  in  reclassified  sections  of  the  Library.  Since  August, 
1902,  subject  headings  have  been  suggested  on  cards  for  books 
in  reclassified  sections  only,  with  an  exception  in  the  case  of 
cards  issued  for  books  in  the  new  edition  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Cata¬ 
log.  Subject  headings  are  indicated  on  all  the  cards  for  books 
listed  in  this  catalog.  Of  the  140,000  cards  in  stock  about 
55,000  have  subject  headings  indicated  on  them;  about  30,000 
are  for  books  in  fiction  and  other  form  classes  which  require 
no  subject  headings;  the  remaining  55,000  cards  have  no  sub¬ 
ject  headings  indicated  on  them,  because  they  represent  books 
which  at  the  time  of  the  printing  of  the  entry  were  still  classi¬ 
fied  according  to  the  old  system. 

(e)  ADDED  ENTRIES 

Since  March,  1904,  the  necessary  added  entries  have  been 
indicated  on  all  cards,  names  of  joint  authors,  editors,  etc., 
being  given  in  full  when  practicable.  To  distinguish  added 
entries  from  subject  entries  they  are  given  in  a  second  series 
and  numbered  with  roman  numerals. 

(f)  NUMBER  OF  CARDS  WANTED 

To  facilitate  the  ordering  of  cards  for  books  listed  in  the 
new  edition  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog,  the  number  of  cards 
needed  for  cataloging  the  book  in  a  dictionary  catalog  of 
medium  fullness  is  indicated  after  the  serial  number. 
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(g)  TABLE  OE  CONTENTS 

To  save  space  on  the  card  it  was  decided  March,  1901,  to 
give  table  of  contents  in  one  paragraph  and  usually  m  then- 
natural  order  instead  of  rearranging  them.  At  the  request  o 
libraries  subscribing  to  cards,  black-faced  figures  have  been 
used  since  March,  1903,  for  volume  numbers  m  table  ot  con- 

tents. 

(h)  CLASS  MARKS 

The  class  marks  of  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  given 
uniformly  on  cards  for  books  in  the  reclassified  sections  ot 
the  Library,  but  on  no  others.  The  class  marks  for  the  ex¬ 
pansive”  and  “decimal”  systems  have  been  given  on  cards 
for  books  in  the  new  edition  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog. 


(i)  serial  Dumber 

Most  of  the  cards  printed  for  copyrighted  books  during  the 
years  1898-1901  were  dated  and  numbered  to  correspond  to 
the  order  of  their  entry  in  a  certain  number  ot  the  Catalog 
of  copyright  entries.  In  December,  1900,  and  the  early  part 
of  1901,  various  short  series  were  started  by  way  of  experi¬ 
ment.  After  July,  1901,  all  these  different  series  of  number¬ 
ing  were  abandoned  and  all  cards  printed  were  numbered  con¬ 
secutively  in  a  single  series  throughout  the  year,.  the  series 
for  each  year  being  designated  by  the  final  figures  m  the  date. 
For  example,  the  four-hundredth  card  printed  m  1902  is  num- 

bered  2-400. 


As  the  earlier  cards  are  reprinted  they  are  changed  to  the 
later  form,  so  far  as  practicable;  consequently  the  stock  ot 
cards  tends  to  become  more  uniform.  While  variations  m  the 
form  of  the  card  are  admitted  to  be  objectionable  experience 
seems  to  show  that  they  do  not  essentially  impair  the  effective¬ 
ness  of  a  catalog  made  up  from  the  L.  C.  printed  caids.  Sue  1 
a  catalog  is  believed  to  be  far  more  satisfactory  to  the  users 
of  it  than  any  catalog  made  from  handwritten  or  typewritten

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CARD  DISTRIBUTION  WORK 

§6.  When  the  Library  of  Congress  began  to  print  cards  in 
July,  1898,  extra  copies  were  printed  with  a  view  to  future 
distribution  of  these  to  other  libraries.  In  December,  1900, 
a  branch  of  the  Government  printing  office  was  installed  in 
the  Library,  and  in  January,  1901,  cards  began  to  be  printed 
for  all  the  current  accessions  to  the  Library  and  for  all  books 
reached  in  the  process  of  recataloging  the  Library. 

In  the  latter  part  of  October,  1901,  a  circular  was  sent  out 
announcing  that:  (1)  The  Library  of  Congress  would  sell 
copies  of  any  card  which  it  had  printed  or  might  print  in  the 
future  to  libraries  which  cared  to  purchase  them;  (2)  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  advancement  of  bibliography  and  library  economy, 
and  to  facilitate  the  ordering  of  printed  cards  by  number, 
copies  of  the  cards  would  be  deposited  in  twenty-five  of  the 
leading  libraries  of  the  country;  (3)  to  further  facilitate  the 
ordering  of  cards  by  number  proof  sheets  of  cards  in  process 
of  printing  would  be  distributed  to  leading  libraries,  library 
commissions,  and  departments  of  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  work,  orders  for  cards  were 
restricted  to  libraries.  At  present  no  restriction  whatever 
is  made,  except  that,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  cards  them¬ 
selves,  a  fair  price  will  be  charged  for  the  time  required  to 
select  and  ship  them.  Cards  may  be  ordered  in  any  way  that 
identifies  those  desired  with  reasonable  exactness. 

In  order  that  orders  of  various  kinds  might  be  handled  to 
advantage,  special  catalogs  had  to  be  compiled  from  the 
printed  cards  in  stock.  An  author  catalog  was  first  compiled 
and  methods  devised  for  holding  in  it  orders  for  cards  for 
books  not  yet  received  or  in  process  of  recataloging.  Provi¬ 
sion  was  next  made  for  orders  by  subject,  by  rearranging  a 
set  of  the  cards  in  the  form  of  an  alphabetico-classed  catalog 
made  up  of  broad  classes  from  which  orders  by  subject  could 
be  advantageously  filled.  The  latest  addition  to  the  working 
catalogs  of  the  Card  section,  is  made  up  of  all  the  cards  con¬ 
taining  a  series  note.  By  the  help  of  this  catalog  orders  for 
cards  for  books  and  monographs  in  series  can  be  advanta¬ 
geously  filled. 

To  facilitate  the  recataloging  of  libraries  with  the  printed 
cards,  traveling  catalogs  have  been  compiled  of  cards  cover¬ 
ing  sections  of  the  Library  of  Congress  which  have  been 
recataloged,  also  a  traveling  catalog  of  the  whole  collection 
of  cards,  and  others  for  certain  topics  not  yet  recataloged. 
These  catalogs  are  sent  to  libraries  by  freight,  express,  or 
mail,  according  to  the  size  of  the  catalog.  They  enable  libra¬ 
ries  using  them  to  find  out  in  advance  whether  cards  are  in 
stock  for  certain  books  and,  if  so,  to  order  copies  by  the  serial 
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number  of  the  card  instead  of  being  obliged  to  write  out 

author  title,  and  imprint  facts  for  the  book.  ... 

The  order’s  now  currently  received  for  cards  may  be  divided 
into  five  classes,  according  to  the  method  of  ordering  . 

(1)  ORDERS  BY  AUTHOR  AND  TITLE 

Author  title,  and  imprint  facts  necessary  to  the  identifica¬ 
tion  of  the  book  are  copied  from  the  title-page  of  the  book  or 
from  some  list  and  submitted  as  an  order  tor cards.  Ab 
three  fifths  of  the  cards  sold  are  ordered  m  this  way.  1 
smaller  public  libraries  find  this  method  of  ordering  the  most 

PrExpenence  has  shown  that  such  orders  can  be  made  out 
rapidly  and  yet  with  accuracy  sufficient  toi  the  puipo.e 

intended. 

(2)  ORDERS  BY  SERIAL  NUMBER 

As  each  card  contains  a  serial  number,  cards  can  be  ordered 
bv  number  whenever  it  is  possible  to  obtain  access  to  a  copy 
of  the  card  or  to  the  proof  sheets  of  cards  m  process  of  print¬ 
ing  The  L.  C.  serial  numbers  can  now  be  obtained  from 
following  sources:  (a)  Depository  catalogues  (see  p.  11), 
(b)  proof  sheets  of  catalog  cards  m  process  of  printing;  (c) 
t ravelin0'  catalogs;  (d)  bibliographical  publications  which 
h,"  5  L.C.  card  LUer,  Cached  .The  follow, ngBrve 
L.  C.  numbers  so  far  as  practicable;  Catalog  of  the  A.  L.  . 
Library,  1904;  “Best  books  of  the  year,  issued  by  the  Aew 
York  state  library;  “Buying  list,”  issued  by  the  Wisconsin 
library  commission;  “Accessions  to  the  department  library 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  agriculture;  M  ritmgs  m  Amei  - 
can  history,”  compiled  by  E.  C.  Richardson;  “Cumulative 
book  index,”  published  by  H.  W.  Wilson,  Minneapolis;  Cata¬ 
log  of  copyright  entries,  issued  by  the  Copy  light  offici . 

(3)  ORDERS  BY  SUBJECT 

This  method  of  ordering  is  used  chiefly  by  specialists,  com¬ 
mercial  firms,  bibliographers,  and  libraries  having  special 

collections. 

(4)  ORDERS  BY  SERIES 

Cards  may  be  ordered  for  any  series  or  portion  of  a  series 
of  publications  which  is  within  the  scope  of  the  stock,  and 
cards  will  be  sent  for  current  issues  in  the  series,  it  desired. 

(5)  BY  SUBSCRIPTION 

For  the  benefit  of  libraries  which  desire  to  obtain  from  the 
cards  suggestions  as  to  books  to  be  purchased,  or  to  use  them 
for  bibliographical  purposes,  as  well  as  a  means  of  oi  deiing 
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additional  cards  by  number,  certain  selections  of  cards  are 
sold  on  subscription,  e.  g.,  “ cards  for  new  books,”  “ cards  for 
the  more  important  new  books,”  etc.  Subscription  to  cards 
on  any  subject  is  also  provided  for. 


The  percentage  of  cards  which  will  ordinarily  be  obtained 
from  orders  by  author  and  title  depends  on  the  character  of 
the  library.  In  the  case  of  orders  from  small  public  libraries 
the  average  is  about  90  per  cent.  The  percentage  is  less  for 
larger  libraries  which  buy  a  considerable  percentage  of  for¬ 
eign  books.  It  is  still  smaller  for  college  libraries,  and  is 
smallest  of  all  for  university  libraries,  which  buy  a  large  per¬ 
centage  of  foreign  books  in  highly  specialized  lines. 

The  cards  can  be  used  to  special  advantage  by  libraries  just 
starting  and  by  libraries  recataloging,  because  the  cards 
needed  by  them,  which  are  already  in  stock,  can  be  ordered 
in  large  installments,  and  the  manuscript  cards  made  there¬ 
after  can  be  varied,  if  desired,  to  correspond  with  the  printed 
cards  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  experi¬ 
ence  of  libraries  now  subscribing  to  cards  seems  to  prove  that 
it  is  advantageous  also  for  libraries  to  use  the  printed  cards 
for  current  accessions  even  when  no  recataloging  is  contem¬ 
plated.  Libraries  have  found  that  the  ordering  of  printed 
cards  and  the  fitting  of  them  to  the  catalog,  although  some¬ 
what  difficult  at  first,  can  be  reduced  to  a  routine  requiring 
much  less  skilled  labor  than  good  manuscript  cataloging. 

The  affixing  of  the  L.  C.  card  numbers  to  titles  in  the  new 
edition  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog,  as  well  as  to  titles  in  other 
bibliographical  lists,  such  as  those  named  on  p.  10,  seems 
likely  to  considerably  facilitate  the  ordering  of  cards  by 
smaller  libraries. 

Up  to  June  28,  1904,  355  libraries  and  28  individuals  and 
firms  had  subscribed  to  the  cards.  The  sale  of  cards  during 
April,  1904,  slightly  exceeded  $1,000.  The  total  sale  of  cards 
during  the  thirty  months  from  the  beginning  of  the  work  in 
November,  1901,  to  the  end  of  April,  1904,  amounted  to  ap¬ 
proximately  $15,000.

Information  as  to  ordering  and  using  the  L.  C.  catalog 
cards  has  been  published  in  the  Handbook  of  card  distribution 
and  Bulletins  1-6  of  the  Card  section  Three  additional 
bulletins  are  in  press,  viz:  Bulletin  8,  ‘/Additions,  changes 
and  restatements  affecting  the  regulations  as  to  oi deling 
cards” ;  Bulletin  9,  “List  of  subscribers  to  the  printed  catalog 
cards  of  the  Library  of  Congress”;  Bulletin  10  “Simplified 
directions  for  ordering  and  using  the  L.  C.  catalog  cards. 
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The  matter  contained  in  the  remainder  of  this  bulletin  constitutes  a  verbatim 
reprint  of  the  circulars  and  memorandum  issued  in  October  and  November  of 
1901,  initiating  the  card  distribution  work.

DISTRIBUTION  OF  CATALOG  CARDS 


The  Library  of  Congress, 
Washington ,  D.  C.,  October  28,  1901. 

The  Library  of  Congress  is  iioav  prepared  to  furnish  a  copy 
or  copies  of  any  of  the  catalog  cards  (a)  which  it  is  cur¬ 
rently  printing;  (b)  which  it  has  heretofore  printed,  so  far  as 
copies  of  these  can  be  supplied  from  stock. 

The  Library  is  currently  printing  cards  for  the  following 
classes  of  accessions : 

(a)  Books  currently  copyrighted  under  the  laws  of  the 
LTnited  States. 

(b)  Miscellaneous  material,  both  current  and  noncur¬ 
rent,  so  far  as  acquired  by  it. 

(c)  The  printed  books  in  its  present  collection  as  these 
are  reached  in  the  process  of  reclassification. 

The  cards  already  printed  have  included  the  following : 

(a)  Copyrighted  books  since  July  1,  1898. 

(b)  Miscellaneous  accessions  since  January  1, 1901,  and 
in  part  since  January  1,  1900. 

(c)  The  two  groups  in  the  existing  collection  already 
reclassified  to  wit :  Bibliography  and  library  science ; 
American  history.  (The  group  next  to  be  dealt  with 
is  Political  and  social  science.) 

Samples  of  the  printed  cards  are  inclosed  herewith.  They 
are  author  cards  merely.

3  The  Library  of  Congress  takes  proofs  of  all  its  caicL 
upon  galley  strips.  Copies  of  these  strips  will  be  sent  cur¬ 
rently  to  any  library  ordering,  or  likely  to  order,  a  consider¬ 
able  number  of  these  cards.  This  distribution  will  have  to 
be  limited,  at  the  beginning  at  least,  to  not  more  than  2o 
libraries.  A  set  of  the  strips  will,  however,  be  sent  currently 
to  every  state  library  commission,  with  the  expectation  that 
the  commission  will  undertake  to  receive  requisitions  tor 
cards  from  the  smaller  libraries,  will  consolidate  them,  and 
will  forward  them  as  orders  to  the  Library  ot  Congress,  ihe 
cards  can  then  be  distributed,  either  through  the  state  com¬

Any  library  not  receiv¬ 
ing  nor  having  access  to  the  strips,  nor  choosing  to  emp  o> 
as  a  check-list  the  Copyright  bulletin  or  the  Publishers 
weekly,  will  be  at  liberty  to  send  its  orders  m  the  form  ot  a 
brief  memorandum  on  sheet  or  slip.  The  description  must, 
however,  be  sufficiently  precise  for  absolute  identification,  to 
wit  •  Author,  brief  title,  number  of  volumes,  date,  publisher, 
and  place  of  publication— in  short,. the  imprint.  In  the  case 
of  a  current  book  the  information  ordinarily  sent  to  a  dealer 

in  ordering  will  be  sufficient.  ,  » 

In  fact,  libraries  desiring  these  cards,  for  all  or  most  ot 
their  accessions,  might  do  well  to  forward  to  the  Librai  \  o 
Congress,  at  the  time  of  placing  the  order  with  the  dealer,  a 
duplicate  (carbon  copy)  of  their  order-sheet. 
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Orders  for  cards  on  sheets  must  be  on  sheets  of  standard 
letter  size;  on  slips,  must  be  of  the  size  of  the  33°  catalogue 
card.

PRICE 

Under  the  existing  law  the  Librarian  of  Congress  will  act 
merely  as  the  agent  for  the  public  printer  in  receiving  orders 
and  subscriptions  for  the  cards.  The  law  requires  payment 
in  advance.  The  normal  charge  can  be  determined  only  after 
experience.  In  the  meantime,  in  order  to  initiate  the  under¬ 
taking,  it  is  necessary  to  fix  a  charge  which  shall  serve  for 
the  present.  The  following  rates  have,  for  this  purpose,  been 
determined  upon : 

(a)  For  one  copy  of  any  card,  2  cents. 

(b)  For  each  additional  copy,  five-tenths  of  1  cent. 

(c)  For  each  additional  copy  of  any  one  card  where, 

the  order  is  received  before  the  title  goes  to  print, 
four-tenths  of  1  cent  per  copy. 

Thus,  the  cost  per  title  will  be : 

1.  To  a  library  requiring  one  copy  of  a  card,  2  cents. 

2.  To  a  library  requiring  two  or  more  copies,  2  cents 

for  the  first  copy ;  one-half  cent  for  each  additional 
copy  where  the  order  is  received  subsequent  to 
printing. 

3.  To  a  library  placing  an  order  for  two  or  more  copies 

of  a  card,  before  printing,  2  cents  for  the  first  copy 
and  four-tenths  of  1  cent  for  each  additional  copy. 

Fractions  of  a  cent  in  any  final  accounting  will  be  reckoned 
as  a  whole. 

PAYMENT 

Subscribers  can  not  determine  whether  their  orders  will 
reach  the  Library  in  advance  of  printing.  They  can  not,  there¬ 
fore,  determine  the  precise  amount  to  remit  with  their  orders. 
They  may  follow  one  of  these  courses  : 

1.  If  they  remit  with  each  order,  the  remittance  should  cover 
the  higher  charge  (2  cents  for  the  first  copy;  five-tenths  of  1 
cent  for  each  additional  copy).  Any  balance  in  their  favor 
will  be  duly  credited. 

2.  They  may  deposit  in  advance  with  the  Librarian  of  Con¬ 
gress  a  lump  sum.  They  will  receive  a  receipt  and  credit  for 
this,  and  any  work  done  for  them  will  be  debited  against  it. 
This  method  is  recommended  as  decidedly  more  simple  and 
convenient.

The  above  arrangement  is  to  take  the  place  of  any  and  all 
arrangements  heretofore  proposed  for  the  distribution  o 
these  cards  by  the  Publishing  board  of  the  American  library 
association,  in  cooperation  with  the  Library  of  Congiess. 

Various  details  with  reference  to  the  distribution  can  be 
settled  only  after  information  as  to  what  and  how  many  libra¬ 
ries  are  likely  to  subscribe.

MEMORANDUM 


Distribution  of  Printed  Catalog  Cards  by  the  Library  of 

Congress 

The  following  extract  from  a  statement  recently  given  to  the 
press  by  the  Librarian  of  Congress  may  additionally  conven¬ 
ience  your  consideration  of  this  matter : 

4  ‘  Practically  all  American  libraries  to-day  have  card  cata¬ 
logs.  In  these  every  book  appears  under  its  author,  under  the 
subjects  of  which  it  treats,  and  sometimes  under  its  title  if 
the  title  differs  from  the  subject.  Some  books  have  to  appear 
in  perhaps  only  two  places,  others  in  forty  or  fifty  where 
there  are  many  authors  and  many  subjects  treated  by  them. 
On  an  average,  a  book  appears  in  from  three  to  five  different 
places.  Now,  the  cards  that  libraries  have  used  were  in  the 
first  instance  written;  then  they  came  to  be  typewritten,  and 
and  in  recent  years  they  have  in  some  libraries  come  to  be 
printed.  Printing  is  possible,  of  course,  only  for  the  larger 
libraries  which  are  handling  a  large  number  of  books  and 
making  elaborate  catalogs — the  New  York  public  library 
prints,  the  Boston  public  library,  the  Harvard  college  library, 
the  John  Crerar  of  Chicago,  and  e\^en  the  Carnegie  at  Pitts¬ 
burg. 

“The  Library  of  Congress  has  for  some  time  been  printing. 
It  has  now  within  its  walls  a  branch  plant  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  printing  office. 

COST  OF  CATALOGING 

“Now,  the  cost  of  getting  any  particular  book  into  the  card 
catalog  is  far  greater  than  the  public  has  any  notion  of. 
There  are  various  elements  of  cost.  There  is  the  work  of  the 
cataloger,  who  is  an  expert;  then  there  is  the  work  of  the 
transcriber,  if  yon  multiply  copies  of  the  card  by  transcrip¬ 
tion  or  by  typewriter.  If  yon  print,  there  is  the  cost  of  com¬ 
position  and  presswork.  The  stock  would  cost  the  same 
whether  yon  transcribe  or  print.  But  the  two  most  costly 
factors  are  the  work  of  the  cataloger,  the  expert,  and  the 
work  of  the  compositor  or  transcriber.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  on  the  average  the  total  cost  of  getting  a  single  book  into 
a  library  catalog  is  from  25  to  35  cents.  Not  a  single  volume 
of  course.  A  book  may  be  in  a  hundred  volumes  and  yet  repre- 
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sent  onlv  one  title  to  be  handled ;  it  may  be  in  one  volume  and 
represent  twenty  subjects  to  be  handled;  bnt  on  the  average 
the  cost  is  from  25  to  35  cents  for  each  book,  or  what  the 
librarians  refer  to  as  a  ‘  title.  ’ 

MULTIPLYING  EXPENSE 

“Now,  the  interesting  thing  is  that  until  now  libraries  have 
been  in  effect  duplicating  this  entire  expense  multiplying  it, 
in  fact,  by  each  one  undertaking  to  do  the  whole  work  indi¬ 
vidually  for  itself.  There  are  thousands  of  books  which  are 
acquired  by  hundreds  of  libraries— exactly  the  same  books, 
having  the  same  titles,  the  same  authors  and  contents,  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  same  processes.  But  each  library  has  been  doing 
individually  the  whole  work  of  cataloging  the  copies  received 
by  it,  putting  out  the  whole  expense.  Forty  years  ago  Pro¬ 
fessor  Jewett,  then  librarian  of  the  Smithsonian  institution, 
conceived  the  notion  of  a  central  bureau  which  might  attend 
to  these  processes,  the  most  expensive  part  of  them,  once  toi 
all,  and  make  available  its  results  to  the  various  libraries 
receiving  identical  material;  but  the  project  never  came  to 

anything.  .  _  ,  u 

“  There  have  been  distributions  of  printed  cards  on  a  small 

scale  or  covering  special  subjects.  The  United  States  depart¬ 
ment  of  agriculture  distributes  its  card  indexes  to  subscribers 
paying  the  cost  of  the  extra  copies  provided  for  the  purpose, 
and  is  thus  making  generally  available  in  convenient  form, 
at  a  nominal  cost,  information  of  great  value  to  investigators. 
The  American  library  association  (not  as  a  scheme  for  profit, 
since  it  is  not  a  commercial  body,  but  merely  as  a  measure 
of  professional  cooperation)  has  issued  cards  indexing  cer¬ 
tain  scientific  serials,  and  even  cards  cataloging  certain  cur¬ 
rent  books.  But  the  association  has  no  library  nor  any  corps 
of  expert  catalogers.  For  the  material  to  be  cataloged  it  had 
to  depend  upon  voluntary  gift  or  loan  from  the  publishers. 
The  cards  issued  did  not  cover  enough  titles  to  interest  a  large 
library ;  they  covered  too  many  to  interest  a  small  one.  Yet 
a  subscription  had  to  be  required  for  the  entire  series.  Theie 
were  never  more  than  a  hundred  subscribers. 

“Since  the  Library  of  Congress  moved  into  the  new  build¬ 
ing  expectation  has  turned  to  it.  It  has  already  the  largest 
collection  of  books  on  the  Western  hemisphere;  it  is  increas¬ 
ing  more  rapidly  than  any  other  single  collection.  It  receives 
without  cost  two  copies  of  every  book  entered  for  copyright 
in  the  United  States.  It  receives  these  on  or  before  the  date 
of  publication,  and  thus  in  advance  of  any  other  library.  It 
receives  an  enormous  mass  of  material  through  exchange. 
And  it  is  buying  a  mass  of  other  books,  current  and  noncur¬ 
rent,  which  includes  a  large  portion  of  material  in  current 
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acquisition  by  the  other  libraries  of  the  United  States.  It  is 
classifying  and  cataloging  this  material  on  its  own  account. 
It  is  printing  the  results  in  the  form  of  cards.  It  is  reclassi¬ 
fying  and  recataloging  its  existing  collection  (excluding  dupli¬ 
cates,  over  700,000  books  and  pamphlets)  and  is  printing 
these  results  also  on  cards.  These  cards  are  of  the  standard 
form,  size,  type,  and  method  of  entry.  The  Library  has  been 
in  consultation  for  over  a  year  past  with  a  committee  of  the 
American  library  association — a  committee  of  experts — in 
order  to  arrive  at  standards,  and  we  have  now  arrived  at 
what  might  be  called  a  standard  in  all  these  respects.  The 
card  we  use  is  called  the  ‘postal  size,’  about  3  by  5  inches. 
There  is  another  size  (also  standard)  in  use  in  some  libraries 
called  the  ‘index  size/  about  2  by  5  inches.  The  entry  on  our 
card  is  so  located,  however,  that  in  almost  every  case  the  ‘  postal 
size’  can  be  cut  to  the  ‘index  size’  without  sacrificing  any  of 
the  text  essential  to  the  catalog.  What  the  Library  prints  is 
an  author  card.  It  prints  by  way  of  memorandum  on  the 
card  the  subject-headings  that  it  will  use  on  the  copies  des¬ 
tined  for  subject  cards.  The  cost  to  it  of  the  first  author  card, 
including  the  work  of  the  cataloger,  is  doubtless  over  30  cents 
for  each  book.  But  a  second  copy  of  the  card  can  be  run  off 
for  a  fraction  of  a  cent. 


EXTRA  AUTHOR  CARDS 

“Now  it  is  receiving  this  urgent  appeal:  To  permit  other 
libraries  to  order  extra  copies  of  the  cards  which  will  cover 
books  that  they  are  acquiring,  just  as  they  are  permitted  to 
secure  extra  copies  of  the  card  indexes  of  the  Agricultural 
department,  or,  indeed,  of  any  Government  publication,  pay¬ 
ing  the  cost  plus  10  per  cent. 

“Should  this  course  be  adopted,  the  Library  of  Congress 
would  be  expending  no  greater  expert  labor  than  before,  the 
Government  would  be  fully  reimbursed  for  the  additional 
mechanical  work  and  material,  and  the  other  libraries  of  this 
country  would  be  saved  an  expense,  which  in  the  aggregate 
is  now  an  enormous  expense,  of  duplicating,  indeed,  of  multi¬ 
plying  many  times  over,  the  outlay  on  the  two  factors  of  cost 
which  are  the  largest  factors — the  work  of  the  cataloger  and 
the  work  of  the  transcriber  or  compositor.  Between  1891 
and  1896  there  were  7,000,000  volumes  added  to  4,000  libraries 
in  the  United  States.  These  may  have  represented  500,000 
different  ‘books’  or  ‘titles.’  The  cost  to  catalog  these  once, 
at  35  cents  a  title,  would  have  been  but  $175,000.  They  were 
cataloged  many  times  over;  how  many  times  can  only  be 
guessed,  for,  of  course,  some  books  were  acquired  by  only  one 
library,  others  by  hundreds  of  libraries.  Assuming  that  on 
the  average  each  book  was  cataloged  only  six  times,  the  total 
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cost  to  the  4,000  libraries  was  $1,050,000.  Could  they  have 
acted  as  a  unit,  having  the  books  cataloged  and  the  cards 
printed  at  some  central  bureau  and  multiplying  copies  to 
supplv  the  need  of  each,  the  total  cost  would  certain  ^ 
been  kept  within  $300,000.  The  saving  effected  during  this 
short  period  alone  would  therefore  have  been  two-thirds  ot 
the  total;  on  the  basis  assumed,  over  $700,000. 

u  American  instinct  and  habit  revolt  against  multiplication 
of  brain  effort  and  outlay  where  a  multiplication  of  results 
can  be  achieved  by  machine.  This  appears  to  be  a  case  where 
it  may — not  every  result,  but  results  so  great  as  to  effect  a 
prodigious  saving  to  the  libraries  of  this  country,  llie 
Library  of  Congress  can  not  ignore  the  opportunity  and  die 
appeal!  It  is,  as  I  have  said,  an  opportunity  unique,  presented 
to  no  other  library,  not  even  to  any  other  national  library. 
For  in  the  United  States  alone  are  the  library  interests  active 
in  co-operative  effort,  urgent  to  ‘standardize’  forms,  methods, 
and  processes,  and  willing  to  make  concession  of  mdividua 
preference  and  convenience  in  order  to  secure  results  oi  the 
greatest  general  benefit. 

DISTRIBUTION  TO  BEGIN  IMMEDIATELY 

6  6  The  distribution  of  cards  for  the  current  publications  mav 
begin  at  once.  A  ery  likely  it  will  cover  also  the  publications  of 
the  present  calendar  year,  so  that  the  undertaking  will  be 
coeval  with  the  century.  The  cards  first  issued  will  doubtless 
be  those  for  the  current  American  copyrighted  books.  These 
are  listed  in  full  in  a  publication  compiled  at  the  Library,  but 
issued  by  the  Treasury  department,  entitled  ‘The  Weekly 
catalog’  of  books,  etc.,  ‘entered  under  the  copyright  law.  A 
library  subscribing  to  this  can  check  in  each  number  the  titles 
for  which  it  desires  cards  and  forward  the  number  as  an  oidei. 
There  need  be  no  requirement  of  a  subscription  to  the  full 
series.  Any  card  asked  for  can  be  furnished,  and  the  charge, 
according  to  our  best  estimate,  will  not  exceed  a  cent  a  caid. 
The  subscriptions  received  will,  under  the  law,  be  covered 

into  the  United  States  Treasury. 

‘  ‘  The  Library  is  now  printing  cards  at  the  rate  ot  zUU  titles 
a  day,  or  60.000  a  year.  The  copyrighted  books  form,  of 
course,  but  a  small  fraction  of  these.  Thousands  of  tlie  otheis 
will  be  of  interest  to  other  libraries  and  sought  by  them. 
Those  of  them  which  represent  books  that  they  possess  or  are 
about  to  acquire  will  save  them  expense;  those  that  do  not 
will  still  contain  for  them  bibliographic  information  of  value. 
The  Library  of  Congress  will  itself  include  a  large  percentage 
of  the  books  to  be  found  in  any  other  particular  collection  m 
the  United  States.  The  remainder  will  certainly  be  included 
in  the  contents  and  accessions  of  a  half-dozen  of  the  other 
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great  libraries.  Co-operation  may  enable  the  titles  of  these 
also  to  be  brought  into  the  scheme  of  distribution,  so  that 
finally  there  shall  actually  be  a  centralization  of  this  work. 

“The  possible  and  actual  use  of  the  printed  cards  is  not 
confined  to  the  main  catalogs,  nor  indeed  to  the  catalogs  at 
all.  They  can  be  used  in  catalogs  of  special  subjects,  in  the 
‘shelflist’  of  the  library,  and  in  various  different  records. 
Indeed,  over  a  dozen  different  uses  have  been  planned  out 
for  them  by  librarians,  or  in  part  adopted.” 

“What  will  become  of  the  catalogers!” 

“The  catalogers  are  perhaps  the  most  enthusiastic  for  the 
project.  Cataloging  is  a  work  of  many  processes.  The  cen¬ 
tralization  will  eliminate  only  two,  and  these  the  initial.  It 
will  free  some  human  energy.  In  the  smaller,  more  popular 
libraries  this  will  be  available  for  direct  service  to  readers, 
of  which  there  can  never  be  sufficient.  In  the  libraries  for 
research  the  service  freed  will  be  available  for  advance  cata¬ 
loging  and  analytical  work  and  for  other  bibliographic  work 
indispensable  to  the  full  efficiency  of  the  library,  but  which 
now  can  little  be  afforded  owing  to  the  necessary  expense  upon 
these  two- elementary  processes.” 


USES  OF  PRINTED  CARDS 

Libraries  rising  manuscript  or  typewritten  cards  are  Pam¬ 
pered  more  or  less  by  the  necessity  of  practicing  economy  in 
the  entry  itself,  in  the  number  of  entries,  and  in  the  variety  ot 
catalogs  maintained.  They  are  apt  to  have  to  abridge  titles ; 
to  omit,  perhaps,  the  editor,  translator,  or  title  entry;  to 
restrict  the  number  of  subject-headings ;  to  content  them¬ 
selves  with  but  one  copy  of  the  catalog;  to  forego  special  caid 
catalogs  of  special  departments  or  collections.  To  the  cost 
of  multiplying  copies  by  hand  or  typewriter  is  added  the  cost 
of  additional  revision  necessary  to  guard  against  new  errors 
in  the  transcripts. 

These  difficulties  have  been  largely  overcome  by  the  use  ot 
printed  cards  which  insure  a  full  entry  under  every  head  and 

absolute  accuracy. 

In  the  Library  journal  for  April,  1901,  various  uses  were 
mentioned  to  which  printed  cards  could  lie  put,  and  ai  e  put 
in  one  library  employing  them.  Among  them  are  these : 

(1)  Added  entries  are  made  in  the  public  catalogs  much 
more  freely  than  cross  references  could  be  if  the  printed  cards 
were  not  in  use. 

(2)  An  official  catalog  is  kept,  consisting  ot  one  copy  ot 
e  a  ch  c  a  r  d 

(3)  A  complete  copy  of  the  catalog — i.  e.,  one  copy  of  each 
card — is  given  to  each  of  six  other  libraries  of  the  vicinity. 

(4)  A  duplicate  catalog  is  kept  of  the  bibliographical  sec¬ 
tions.  .  .  _ 

(5)  A  list  of  books  in  the  reading  room  is  kept  up  in  card 

form.  _  .  , 

(6)  A  list  is  kept  of  serial  publications,  both  current  and 

otherwise,  i.  e.,  either  suspended  or  dead. 

(7)  A  list  of  current  serial  publications  is  kept,  including 
both  periodicals  and  books  issued  in  parts  or  volumes,  i.  e., 
‘  ‘  continuations.  ” 

(8)  Special  lists  on  particular  subjects  are  made  up  tor 

individual  readers  whenever  wanted. 

(9)  Various  other  files  are  kept  in  the  charge  of  different 
members  of  the  staff,  covering  subjects  of  specific  value,  as, 
for  the  cataloging  force,  lists  of  bibliographies,  indexes,  etc. 
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DISTRIBUTION  OF  CATALOG  CARDS 

(Second  circular) 


The  Library  of  Congress, 
Washington,  I).  C.,  November  30,  1901. 

The  response  to  the  first  circular  issued  hy  the  Library  of 
Congress  preliminary  to  the  commencement  of  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  printed  catalog  cards  to  libraries  was  so  general  and 
satisfactory  that  the  Librarian  is  led  to  believe  that  a  second 
circular,  giving  additional  information  and  correcting  mis¬ 
apprehensions,  will  not  be  untimely. 

Opportunity  is  here  taken  to  thank  the  librarians  of  the 
country  who  have  so  quickly  responded  with  trial  lists  of 
titles  for  cards  and  suggestions  as  to  improvement  in  the 
method  of  distribution  and  the  form  of  entry  on  the  card. 
Some  of  these  suggestions  have  already  been  adopted ;  others 
will  be  used  later. 

Effort  is  being  made  to  put  the  entries  on  the  card  in  a  form 
as  clear  and  simple  as  possible.  Librarians  will  please  note 
that  in  the  enclosed  sample  card  for  a  copyrighted  book  the 
statement  as  to  copyright  has  been  much  shortened  and 
4 ‘Library  of  Congress”  prefixed  to  the  class  number,  thus 
indicating  that  the  card  is  from  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
explaining  that  the  characters  following  constitute  the  shelf 
number  for  that  book  at  the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  classification  scheme  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  in 
so  far  as  it  is  finished,  viz,  for  Bibliography  (including  Library 
science)  and  American  history,  will  be  printed  by  the  end  of 
1901  and  a  copy  furnished  to  all  subscribers  for  cards  who 
desire  it. 

An  advance  edition  of  the  A.  L.  A.  cataloging  rules,  as  far 
as  revised  by  the  Advisory  committee  of  the  Association  and 
approved  by  the  Publishing  board,  will  be  printed  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  for  distribution  to  subscribers  to  catalog 
cards.  The  cataloging  rules  of  the  Library  of  Congress  agree 
with  these  in  all  essential  points.  Variations  will  be  pointed 
out.  These  rules  will  be  ready  for  distribution,  it  is  expected, 
in  the  early  part  of  1902. 

DELAY  IN  FILLING  ORDERS 

Orders  for  the  cards  were  invited  at  once.  The  work  of  dis¬ 
tribution  is,  however,  only  just  being  organized.  It  seemed 
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best  to  invite  immediate  orders  in  order  to  judge  of  the  char¬ 
acter  and  volume  of  the  work  and  as  an  aid  m  determining 
the  proper  organization,  and  for  certain  other  special  leasons. 
There  will  be,  however,  a  delay  in  filling  the  early  orders, 
which  must  not  be  regarded  as  necessarily  incident  to  the 
system  of  distribution. 

SIZE  AXD  PERFORATION  OF  THE  CABDS 

The  samples  enclosed  with  the  first  circular  differed  slightly 
in  size  of  card  and  in  the  location  and  size  of  the. perforation 
from  the  present  standard  card.  This  was  an  inadvertence. 
The  cards  we  shall  actually  furnish,  printed  hereafter,  will 
correspond  with  the  sample  herewith  enclosed.  The  older 
cards,  which  are  not  exact  size,  are  fortunately  all  too  lng  1, 
and  will  be  cut  to  exact  size  before  being  sent  out.  lhe  dilter- 
ence  in  size  and  location  of  the  perforation  on  these— a  matter 
of  one-half  to  1  mm.— is,  we  believe,  too  slight  to  interfere 
with  the  working  of  the  cards  in  the  drawers. 

CLIPPING  CARDS  TO  THE  NO.  32  OR  INDEX  SIZE 

As  stated  in  the  first  circular,  the  no.  33  cards  used  for  the 
Printed  catalog  cards  can  be  clipped  in  almost  every  case 
without  sacrificing  any  of  the  text  essential  to  the  catalog  ; 
bnt  as  this  clipping  must  in  any  case  be  done  carefully  card 
by  card,  and  as  libraries  would  ordinarily  wish  to  transfer 
subject  headings  cut  way  to  the  back  of  the  card,  the  Libiai\ 
of  Congress  will  not  attempt,  at  present  at  least,  to  clip  t  e 
cards  for  libraries  rising  the  index  size.  It  is  believed  that 
a  satisfactorv  cutting  and  punching  outfit  for  doing  the  work 
by  hand  will  be  found  comparatively  inexpensive  and  a  desira¬ 
ble  acquisition  for  any  library. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS 

As  stated  in  the  first  circular,  the  price  of  the  first  card 
ordered  for  a  title  is  2  cents.  For  each  additional  card  ordered 
the  price  is  one-lialf  cent  or  two-fifths  cent,  accoiding  as  the 
order  is  submitted  before  or  after  the  title  goes  to  press.  Sub¬ 
scribers  to  cards  will  please  note  in  addition  to  this  that  a 
second  order  for  cards  for  the  same  title  will  he  charged  at 
the  same  rate  as  the  first,  viz,  2  cents  for  the  first  card,  one- 
half  cent  for  each  additional  card.  This  interpretation  of  the 
rule  is  necessary  because  the  cost  of  handling  (selecting  and 
mailing)  the  cards  is  as  great  for  the  second  order  as  foi  the 
first  The  minimum  price  of  two-fifths  cent  per  card  for 
extra  cards,  if  order  is  given  before  title  goes  to  press,  applies 
only  to  standing  orders  for  large  classes  of  cards,  e.  g.,  cards 
for  American  history. 
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PROOF  SHEETS  OF  CATALOG  CARDS 

The  demands  for  the  proof  sheets  of  catalog  cards  in  the 
course  of  printing  at  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  so 
numerous  and  urgent  that  it  is  very  probable  that  in  addition 
to  the  copies  distributed  to  libraries  subscribing  largely  to 
the  cards,  other  copies  will  be  issued  at  a  subscription  price. 
Possibly  the  whole  distribution,  except  by  way  of  exchange, 
may  have  to  be  placed  on  a  priced  basis.  The  arrangement 
for  subscriptions  can  not  be  effected  at  once,  but  will  probably 
be  by  the  first  of  January  next. 

It  seems  probable  that  small  libraries  forming  a  group  in 
convenient  proximity  might  secure  benefit  by  subscribing  for 
a  full  set  of  the  proofs  to  be  used  in  common.  Experiment 
will  also  be  made  in  classifying  the  titles,  so  as  to  admit  of 
a  subscription  for  proofs  covering  a  certain  department  of 
literature ;  e.  g.,  American  history  or  Science. 

A  sample  of  proof  as  now  issued  is  enclosed  herewith. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  ORDERING  CARDS 

Ways  of  ordering. — As  suggested  in  the  first  circular,  sub¬ 
scribers  can  order  cards  already  in  stock  by  any  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  methods : 

(1)  Checked  numbers  of  the  weekly  Catalog  of  copyright 
entries  issued  since  June  1,  18981 

(2)  Checked  numbers  of  the  Publishers ’  weekly  issued 
since  June  1,  1898. 

(3)  Any  printed  catalog  or  list  of  books  which  contains 
titles  in  the  field  covered  by  the  catalog  cards  now  in  stock. 

(4)  Copies  of  order  sheets  prepared  for  book  dealers. 

(5)  Lists  of  titles  made  out  especially  as  an  order  for  cards. 

(6)  Checked  copies  of  the  proof  sheets  issued  by  the  Library 
of  Congress  since  November  1,  1901. 

(7)  Titles  clipped  from  the  proof  sheets. 

(8)  Lists  of  printer’s  serial  numbers  copied  from  the  proof 
sheets  (see  table  on  p.  4  following). 

(9)  Standing  orders  for  all  cards  that  appear  on  a  certain 
subject. 

Orders  must  specifically  identify  the  hook. — Attention  is 
again  called  to  the  fact  that  in  order  to  insure  promptness 
and  accuracy  in  filling  orders  every  title  of  a  book  submitted 
as  an  order  for  cards  must  specifically  identify  the  hook.  In 
other  words,  it  should  contain:  (a)  Author’s  surname  in  full; 
first  forename*  in  full  (or  indicated  by  an  unmistakable  abbre¬ 
viation),  if  possible;  initials  of  middle  names,  if  possible, 
(b)  Short  title  made  up  of  first  word  in  title  (not  an  article) 
and  other  significant  words,  (c)  Date,  (d)  Publisher,  (e) 
Edition,  if  other  than  the  first,  (f)  Volumes,  if  more  than 
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one.  (g)  Place;  if  more  than  one,  give  first,  (h)  Blank  space 
at  right  margin  of  sheet  for  insertion  of  the  printer’s  serial 
number.  Orders  in  which  a,  b,  c  are  furnished  will  be  filled 
to  the  best  of  our  ability,  but  mistakes  arising  from  the  lack 
of  either  d,  e,  f,  or  g  can  only  be  corrected  at  the  price  of  a 
new  set  of  cards.  This  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  librarians 
who  order  cards  by  methods  3,  4,  and  5,  as  given  above. 

Number  of  cards. — Orders  should  distinctly  state  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cards  wanted.  As  stated  in  the  first  circular,  subject 
heading  are  now  suggested  on  all  copyrighted  books,  Bibli¬ 
ography  (including  Library  science),  American  history,  and 
each  new  group  as  reclassified;  but  for  other  groups  and  for 
the  cards  already  printed  subject  headings  can  not  be  relied 
upon  as  a  guide  to  the  number  of  subject  cards  wanted.  The 
following  specifications  as  to  the  number  of  cards  wanted, 
used  separately  or  in  combination,  will  cover  this  point  satis¬ 
factorily!  (a)  i  i  Send  number  of  cards  indicated  on ^  older 
sheet”  (this  is  the  most  satisfactory  method),  (b)  “Send 
one  (or  two  or  three  as  desired)  card  for  all  titles  unless  a 
different  number  is  called  for  on  order  sheet.”  (c)  .  Send 
one  (or  two  or  three  as  desired)  card  for  all  titles  with  the 
addition  of  as  many  cards  for  each  title  as  there  are  subject 

headings  indicated  on  the  card.” 

Form  of  order  sheet. — The  following  form  of  order  sheet, 
taken  with  slight  changes  from  one  already  received,  is  recom¬ 
mended  as  containing  all  the  items  necessary  for  “specifically 
identifying  the  book.”  The  items  are  in  general  arranged  m 
order  of  their  importance  as  a  means  of  identification.  The 
column  at  the  right  should  be  left  blank  for  addition  of  serial 
numbers  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  Use  sheets  20  x  25  cm., 
or  8  x  10  inches.

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Order  slips. — No.  33  slips  or  cards,  each  containing  one 
title  with  all  the  imprint  items  added  which  are  shown  in  the 
form  above,  are  better  than  order  sheets,  as  they  can  be 
arranged  by  serial  number  as  well  as  alphabetically.  They 
have  also  the  great  advantage  over  the  order  sheets  that  in 
the  case  of  titles  which  are  to  be  held  for  cards  to  be  printed 
they  can  be  filed  without  recopying.  (See  form  below  under 
“Titles  held  for  cards.”) 

Lists  should  he  arranged  alphabetically. — In  the  case  of 
order  sheets  made  out  especially  for  cards  it  is  recommended 
that  they  be  arranged  alphabetically  by  authors.  Lists  sub¬ 
mitted  on  no.  33  cards  should  also  be  arranged  alphabetically. 

Stamping  order  sheets  and  slips. — Every  separate  slip  sub¬ 
mitted  as  an  order  for  cards  should  have  name  of  library 
stamped  on  it.  The  same  is  true  of  order  sheets  unless  all 
the  sheets  for  an  order  are  firmly  fastened  together.  In  the 
latter  case  only  the  first  sheet  need  be  stamped. 

Ordering  by  number. — For  the  convenience  of  those  order¬ 
ing  by  serial  numbers  there  will  be  found  in  the  right-hand 
column  of  the  table  of  series  of  cards  now  in  stock  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  (given  below)  the  serial  number,  or  the 
essential  portions  of  it,  as  an  order  number.  Orders  giving 
lists  of  serial  numbers  only,  or  furnished  by  checking  or  cut¬ 
ting  up  the  serial-numbered  proof  sheets,  can  be  filled  more 
quickly  and  accurately  than  any  other. 

Standing  orders. — The  Library  of  Congress  being  as  yet 
imperfectly  classified,  except  as  to  the  sections  of  Bibliogra¬ 
phy  and  American  history,  it  will  be  possible  in  most  cases  to 
select  cards  for  works  on  particular  subjects  only  in  so  far 
as  the  character  of  the  works  can  be  judged  by  the  title  on  the 
card.  Standing  orders  must  state  very  specifically  for  what 
class  of  books  cards  are  wanted.  The  following  is  an  example 
of  a  satisfactory  statement:  “I  wish  to  have  the  Library  of 
Congress  send  me  copies  of  all  the  cards  which  it  now  has  for 
books  on  any  phase  of  the  colonial  history  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  of  all  those  which  may  appear  hereafter  for  books  on  that 
subject.  I  wish  to  limit  the  collection  to  books  which  are 
mainly  concerned  with  the  subject  in  some  of  its  aspects,  but 
in  case  of  doubt  should  prefer  to  have  the  cards  for  the  doubt¬ 
ful  titles  included.  Send  at  the  end  of  each  month  cards  cur¬ 
rently  appearing.  Send  cards  already  printed  all  at  once,  as 
soon  as  they  can  be  conveniently  selected.  ’  ’ 

TITLES  HELD  FOR  CARDS 

For  the  present,  distribution  can  be  effectual  only  as  to 
cards  for  copyrighted  books.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
render  it  fully  effectual  for  these.  If  for  any  reason  cards 
for  copyrighted  books  can  not  be  furnished  at  once,  the  titles 
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for  these  will  be  checked  “C”  in  the  lists  and  the  library 
ordering  will  be  notified  when  the  cards  will  probably  be  ready. 
Cards  will  be  sent  as  soon  as  they  are  printed  unless  or dei 
to  the  contrary  is  received.  In  the  case  of  noncopyrighted 
books,  no  positive  assurance  can  be  given  for  the  present,  bu 
libraries  will  in  some  cases  be  notified  by  an  0^  chec  or  an 
“R”  check  on  their  list  that  the  book  has  been  ordered  01 
‘ 4  received  ’  ’  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  Library  of  Con- 
o-ress  will  hold  titles  of  noncopyrighted  books,  whether  checked 
“  0  ”  or  “  R  ”  or  left  unchecked,  for  cards  only  on  condition . 

(a)  That  the  titles  be  written  each  on  a  no.  33  card  or  slip; 

(b)  that  each  slip  be  stamped  with  the  name  of  the  library 
and  the  number  of  some  week  in  the  year  up  to  the  end  ot 
which  titles  may  be  held  for  cards.  The  following  form 
(reduced  to  i  height  to  economize  space)  is  recommended  toi 
ordering  cards  in  all  cases,  and  especially  when  it  is  desire 
to  have  titles  held  for  cards:

SERIES  OF  CATALOG  CARDS  NOW  IN  PRINT  AT  THE  LIBRARY  OF 

CONGRESS 

The  series  of  cards  listed  in  the  following  table  cover .  The 
accessions  of  copyrighted  books  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
since  June  1, 1898';  the  accessions  of  miscellaneous  books  since 
January  1,  1901 ;  the  portions  of  the  Library  now  recataloged 
or  in  process  of  recataloging,  viz,  Bibliography  (including 
Library  science)  and  American  history.  The  number  of  the 
series  previous  to  June  1,  1901,  and  the  diversity  m  the  serial 
numbering  were  due  partly  to  exigencies  of  printing,  part  } 
to  experiment.  Since  June  1, 1901,  excepting  Maps  and  Music, 
all  the  series,  including  that  for  recataloged  books,  have  been 
turned  into  one,  numbered  consecutively  from  the  end  ot  the 
English  series  3277  to  date.  All  the  series  are  primarily 
distinguished  by  years,  and  the  year  number  must  always  be 
o-iven  in  ordering  by  number.  These  are  shortened  m  the 
serial  designation :  98  for  1898,  99  for  1899,  00  for  1900,  1  for 
1901 , 2  for'  1902.  The  date  of  the  month,  printed  until  recently 
on  the  cards  for  each  copyrighted  book,  and  indicating  the 
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date  of  the  Catalog*  of  copyright  entries  in  which  this  title 
appeared,  is  of  no  significance  in  ordering  by  number,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  “Copyright  series,  weekly  numbered,”  and 
the  “Miscellaneous  series”  of  December,  1900.  In  the  latter 
case  the  month  alone,  designated  by  12,  is  used.  The  charac¬ 
ters  M  1,  M  2,  M  3,  M  4,  which  appear  on  each  card  after  the 
serial  number,  are  an  arbitrary  token  used  to  indicate  the 
number  of  cards  printed  for  the  title.  Previous  to  November 
15th,  1901,  they  signified:  M  1,  100;  M  2,  60;  M  3,  25;  M  4,  15; 
since  that  date,  M  1,  200;  M  2,  100;  M  3,  60;  M  4,  15.  In  the 
absence  of  any  printed  finding  lists  of  cards  already  in  stock 
or  of  copies  of  the  proof  sheets  issued  previous  to  November 
1,  ordering  by  numbers  will  be,  of  course,  so  far  as  the  major¬ 
ity  of  libraries  are  concerned,  confined  largely  to  the  current 
series.  It  has  seemed  worth  while,  however,  to  print  the  entire 
table,1  for  the  convenience  of  depository  libraries  and  those 
having  access  to  their  catalogs.

SPECIAL  SETS — Nos*  3  and  4* 

§  1.  The  Library  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  prepared  catalog  cards  for  articles  in  three  standard  periodicals 
devoted  to  agricultural  topics.  These  cards  will  be  printed  and  sold 
by  the  Library  of  Congress.  A  sample  of  the  cards  is  enclosed  here¬ 
with.  Subject  entries  will  be  suggested  on  all  cards  for  these  sets  in 
the  way  shown  in  the  sample. 

§  2.  These  cards  will  be  sold  in  “author  entry”  sets,  and  “complete” 
sets,  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  the  first  copy  of  any  card  and  half  a 
cent  for  each  additional  copy  of  the  same  card  furnished  at  the  same 
time.  An  “author  entry  set”  includes  one  copy  only  of  each  separate 
card  printed.  A  “complete  set”  includes,  in  addition  to  the  author  set, 
enough  additional  copies  of  each  card  in  the  author  set  to  cover  the 
subject  entries  indicated  on  that  card. 

§  3.  The  periodicals  which  have  been  analyzed,  the  approximate 
number  of  cards  required  for  the  articles  in  each,  and  the  price  of 
the  sets  are  given  below.  The  figures  as  to  number  of  cards  and  the 
price  of  the  same  cover  the  issues  of  the  periodicals  to  the  end  of  1903. 

Annales  de  la  science  agronomique,  1884-1903. 

Author  set  includes  328  cards;  price  $3.28.  Complete  set  includes  844 
cards;  price  $5.86. 

Landwirthschaftliche  jahrbiicher,  1872-1903,  v.  1-31. 

Author  entry  set  includes  838  cards;  price  $8.38.  Complete  set  includes 
about  2,500  cards;  price  about  $17. 

Die  landwirthschaftlichen  versuchs-stationen,  1859-1903,  v.  1-57. 

Author  entry  set  includes  1,378  cards ;  price  $13.78.  Complete  set  includes 
about  4,100  cards ;  price  about  $27. 

§  4.  Cards  for  these  sets  are  now  in  course  of  printing.  It  is  probable 
that  all  of  them  will  be  in  print  by  December  31,  1904.  Those  who 
order  sets  now  can  have  cards  sent  as  fast  as  printed  or  all  at  once 
when  the  set  is  completed,  as  they  prefer. 

§  5.  Cards  will  hereafter  be  printed  in  continuation  of  these  sets. 
Those  desiring  to  receive  cards  in  continuation  of  sets  should  state 
this  fact  in  their  order.  The  price  will  be  the  same  as  that  for  cards 
in  the  initial  complete  sets. 

§  6.  A  single  card  or  a  set  of  cards  for  any  article  in  these  periodicals 
can  be  purchased  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a  half  cents  for  the  first  card 
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and  a  half  cent  for  each  additional  copy  furnished  at  the  same  time 

with  the  first.  . 

§  7.  Subscribers  to  cards  are  required  to  pay  for  them  in  advance 

unless  prevented  from  doing  so  by  state  or  local  regulations.  Those 
desiring  complete  sets  with  continuations  should  deposit  a  sum  suffi¬ 
cient  to  leave  a  margin  to  cover  cards  sent  in  continuation  of  sets. 
Those  desiring  to  pay  for  the  exact  number  of  cards  in  print  in  a 
certain  set  or  class  on  a  certain  date,  should  ascertain  exact  cost  before 
sending  money.  Orders,  checks  and  drafts  sent  in  payment  for  cards 
should  be  made  payable  to  “The  Librarian  of  Congress.” 

§  8.  The  cards  for  each  of  these  periodicals  will  also  be  made  up 
in  classes  and  sold  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  for  the  first  card  and  a  half 
cent  for  each  additional  copy  of  the  same  card  furnished  at  the  same 
time.  The  classes  into  which  the  cards  will  be  divided  will  be  the  same 
as  those  employed  in  the  “Card  Index  to  Agricultural  Literature,  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Library  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 

and  are  as  follows : 

1.  Agricultural  economics  and  sociology. 

History  of  agriculture,  agricultural  statistics,  agricultural  education,  agri¬ 
cultural  experiment  stations,  agricultural  organizations,  agricultural 
legislation,  farm  management. 

2.  General  sciences. 

(a)  Physics,  (b)  chemistry,  (c)  botany,  (d)  bacteriology,  (e)  zoology,  ( f } 
physiology,  and  other  sciences.  Includes  only  such  material  as  can  not 
properly  be  classified  in  the  special  groups  which  follow.  For  instance, 
everything  relating  to  the  chemistry  of  soils,  including  methods  of 
analysis,  is  classed  under  Soils,  and  the  bacteriology  of  milk  under 
Dairy  farming  and  dairying. 

3.  Air,  meteorology,  and  climatology. 

Composition  of  the  air  and  its  industrial  utilization;  meteorological  data, 
such  as  observations  on  temperature  and  rainfall;  climatological  studies. 

4.  Water. 

Physics,  chemistry,  and  bacteriology  of  water,  including  methods  of  exam¬ 
ination.  Does  not  include  engineering  features. 

5.  Soils. 

Physics,  chemistry  and  bacteriology  of  soils;  methods  of  examination  and 
investigation;  origin  and  classification;  improvement  and  reclamation. 

6.  Fertilizers. 

Farm  manures  and  commercial  fertilizers— their  production,  composition, 
preservation,  uses;  inspection  and  methods  of  examination;  fertilizer 
experiments  not  dealing  primarily  with  fertilizers  for  particular  crops. 

7.  Field  crops. 

Cereals,  forage  plants,  root  crops,  potatoes,  tobacco,  textile  plants,  tea, 

coffee,  etc. _ their  characteristics,  improvement,  composition,  culture, 

manuring,  irrigation,  harvesting,  preservation,  marketing;  farm  rota¬ 
tions;  seeds  and  weeds  as  related  to  field  crops.  Does  not  include 
insects  and  diseases  affecting  these  crops. 
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8.  Horticulture. 

Fruits,  nuts,  garden  vegetables — their  characteristics,  propagation,  improve¬ 
ment,  composition,  culture,  manuring,  irrigation,  harvesting,  preserva¬ 
tion,  marketing;  nurseries;  ornamental  plants;  landscape  gardening; 
seeds  and  weeds  as  related  to  horticultural  crops.  Does  not  include 
insects  and  diseases  affecting  these  crops. 

9.  Forestry. 

Description  of  trees,  forest  management,  reforestation,  forest  products; 
forest  fires.  Does  not  include  insects  and  diseases  affecting  forests. 

10.  Plant  diseases. 

Description  and  treatment  of  all  diseases  of  plants  not  due  to  insects. 

11.  Entomology. 

Apiculture;  sericulture;  insects  affecting  animals  and  plants  and  their 
description  and  treatment. 

12.  Foods  and  nutrition  of  man. 

Foods,  food  accessories,  condiments,  beverages — their  composition  and 
methods  of  examination,  nutritive  value,  preparation,  preservation, 
adulteration,  and  inspection;  dietetics;  digestion  and  metabolism  exper¬ 
iments. 

13.  Feeding  stuffs. 

Composition,  digestibility,  and  nutritive  value ;  sources,  preparation  and 
valuation;  inspection  and  methods  of  examination. 

14.  Animal  industry. 

Cattle,  sheep,  goats,  pigs,  horses,  mules,  poultry,  fishes,  oysters,  etc. ; 
breeds  and  types;  breeding  and  feeding;  management;  digestion  and 
metabolism  experiments;  animal  hygiene;  slaughtering  and  marketing. 
Does  not  include  dairy  cows,  bees,  and  silkworms. 

15.  Dairy  farming  and  dairying. 

Breeds,  feeding,  and  management  of  dairy  cows;  milk  secretion;  milking; 
composition,  properties,  and  testing  of  milk  and  its  products;  dairy 
bacteriology;  care  and  handling  of  milk;  dairy  inspection;  butter  mak¬ 
ing;  cheese  making;  condensed  milk;  other  products. 

16.  Veterinary  medicine. 

Etiology,  symptoms,  and  treatment  of  diseases  of  animals;  animal  para¬ 
sites  ;  plants  poisonous  to  stock. 

17.  Agricultural  technology. 

Sugar  making,  brewing,  distilling,  wine  making,  cider  making,  and  other 
industries. 

18.  Agricultural  engineering. 

Laying  out  farms ;  construction  of  buildings,  water  and  irrigation  systems, 
drainage  and  sewage  systems,  roads,  bridges,  fences;  construction  and 
use  of  farm  machinery;  application  of  power  to  agricultural  purposes.

METHODS  OF  DETERMINING  AND  INDICATING  NUMBER 

OF  CARDS  WANTED 

This  statement  is  designed  to  replace  all  statements  previously  issued  as 

to  “Number  of  cards  wanted,”  including  p.  21-23  of  the  Handbook. 

EXPLANATION  ESPECIALLY  APPLICABLE  TO  DICTIONARY  CATALOGS 

§1.  As  the  dictionary  card  catalog  is  used  in  the  great  majority  of 
the  libraries  of  the  United  States,  the  requirements  of  such  catalogs  are 
kept  in  view  especially  in  the  following  explanation.  The  changes  re¬ 
quired  to  suit  other  forms  of  catalogs  are  usually  obvious.  Libraries 
using  other  forms  of  catalogs  which  experience  difficulty  in  obtaining 
a  close  approximation  to  the  number  of  cards  actually  needed  should 
report  the  fact,  with  explanation  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  diffi¬ 
culty. 

ONLY  MAIN  ENTRY  CARDS  IN  STOCK 

§2.  The  cards  printed  at  the  Library  of  Congress  for  any  book  are 
all  alike,  being  all  main  entry  cards.  Those  using  the  cards  for  second¬ 
ary  entries  adapt  them  for  such  entries  by  placing  the  desired  entry 
words  in  the  upper  margin.  When  ordering  cards  for  any  book,  it  is 
therefore  necessary  to  decide  and  indicate  how  many  cards  will  be 
needed  for  all  the  entries  required  for  the  book. 

SECONDARY  ENTRIES  NOT  ALWAYS  INDICATED 

§3.  If  the  necessary  secondary  entries  (including  title  entry  for  strik¬ 
ing  titles)  were  indicated  on  all  the  cards  in  stock,  just  as  they  are  in¬ 
dicated  by  exception  on  all  the  cards  for  books  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Cat¬ 
alog,  libraries  which  were  satisfied  to  accept  the  judgment  of  the  cata¬ 
loged  at  the  Library  of  Congress  would  have  merely  to  give  general 
directions  that  enough  cards  be  sent  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  all  the 
secondary  entries  indicated.  But,  as  explained  in  Bulletin  11,  §11,  sec¬ 
ondary  entries  are  not  indicated  on  perhaps  40 %  of  the  cards  in  stock 
for  classed  books.  Libraries  which  desire  to  make  secondary  entries, 
whether  such  entries  are  indicated  on  the  cards  or  not,  find  it  advan¬ 
tageous  to  include  in  their  order  a  provision  that  if  secondary  entries 
are  not  indicated  one  or  more  cards  shall  be  sent  to  cover  secondary 
entries  which  it  may  be  desirable  to  make.

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METHODS  OF  DETERMINING  NUMBER  OF  CARDS  WANTED 

§4.  The  following  methods  of  determining  the  number  of  cards 
wanted  are  now  in  use : 

1.  Examine  the  book  itself,  and  decide  how  many  cards  are  needed 
in  the  same  way  that  this  point  is  decided  in  manuscript  cataloging. 
This  method  cannot  be  used,  of  course,  if  it  is  desired  to  order  cards  for 
books  not  yet  received.  Another  objection  to  it  is  that  the  books  must 
be  held  by  the  catalogers  until  the  cards  are  received.  A  third  objection 
is  that  two  processes  are  required  by  it,  viz.,  the  examination  of  the  book 
to  ascertain  the  number  of  cards  desired  and  the  re-examination  of  it 
to  fit  the  cards  to  it.  Some  libraries  have  been  able  to  overcome  the  last 
two  objections  to  a  large  extent  by  making  a  brief  record  of  entries 
required  for  the  book  at  the  first  examination,  and  then  allowing  it  to 
go  into  circulation  at  once.  They  report  that  it  is  seldom  necessary  to 
re-examine  the  book  itself.  This  method  will  probably  prove  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  libraries  which  have  a  well-defined  system  of  entries  and  cata¬ 
logers  competent  to  decide  quickly  and  accurately  the  number  of  en¬ 
tries  which  the  book  should  have  in  their  catalogs. 

2.  Order,  from  inspection  of  the  title,  the  number  of  cards  which  will 
probably  be  needed.  If  additional  cards  are  needed,  a  second  order  is 
sent  in  or  manuscript  cards  are  used.  The  cataloger  who  has  mastered 
the  art  of  assigning  subject  and  added  entries  will  be  able  to  decide 
from  inspection  of  the  title,  in  a  large  percentage  of  cases,  the  number 
of  copies  needed.  The  number  needed  for  fiction  and  other  “form” 
classes  can,  of  course,  be  determined  almost  infallibly.  No  information 
has  been  obtained  as  to  the  number  of  libraries  which  use  this  method 
in  preference  to  method  1.  It  is  probable  that  the  two  methods  are 
frequently  used  by  the  same  library — the  number  needed  for  ordinary 
books  being  determined  by  inspection  of  the  title,  that  needed  for  others 
by  examination  of  the  books  themselves.  The  one  or  the  other  method 
is  used  in  making  up  the  majority  of  orders  received  for  L.  C.  cards. 

3.  Order,  without  examination  of  the  book,  a  fixed  number  of 
cards. — Libraries  which  adopt  this  method  order  from  two  to  twenty- 
five  cards.  If  additional  copies  are  needed,  a  second  order,  is  given  or 
manuscript  cards  are  used.  A  few  libraries  order  two  cards,  as  this 
number  is  needed  for  nearly  every  book ;  others  order  three,  because 
three  are  needed  for  most  books ;  others  order  from  four  to  twenty- 
five  to  meet  their  particular  needs.  This  method  is  especially  suited  to 
the  needs  of  libraries  which  are  constructing  catalogs  requiring  a  uni¬ 
form  number  of  cards. 

4.  Order,  without  examination  of  the  book,  a  fixed  number  of  cards 
plus  a  variable  number  to  cover  secondary  entries  indicated  on  the 
cards. — If  this  method  is  used,  and  two  is  taken  as  the  fixed  number, 
all  the  cards  needed  will  be  obtained  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  there 
will  be  few  surplus  cards ;  but  very  few  cards  will  be  obtained  for  sec¬ 
ondary  entries  not  indicated  on  the  cards.  It  is  used  chiefly  by  libra¬ 
ries  which  have  adopted  the  plan  of  bringing  out  secondary  entries  only 
in  so  far  as  they  are  indicated  on  the  L.  C.  cards,  and  by  those  which 
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think  it  especially  desirable  to  avoid  obtaining  many  cards  for  works  of 
fiction. 

5.  Order,  without  examination  of  the  book,  a  fixed  number  of  cards 
plus  a  variable  number  to  cover  secondary  entries  indicated  on  the 
cards,  with  provision  for  the  addition  of  a  definite  number  in  case  no 
secondary  entries  are  indicated. — This  method  insures  that  when  en¬ 
tries  are  indicated  the  number  of  cards  needed  for  them  will  be  ob¬ 
tained,  and  that  when  they  are  not  indicated  the  number  obtained  will 
approximate  quite  closely  to  the  number  of  cards  actually  needed  for 
the  book.  It  has  the  disadvantages  of  occassionally  calling  for  more 
cards  than  are  needed,  especially  in  the  case  of  works  of  fiction.  It  is 
used  by  a  large  percentage  of  the  subscribers  to  L.  C.  cards. 

6.  Order  a  single  card ;  reorder  additional  cards,  or  make  additional 
cards  in  manuscript. — In  the  case  of  books  for  which  numerous  ana¬ 
lytical  cards  are  desired,  libraries  occasionally  order  a  single  copy  to 
ascertain  whether  the  form  of  the  card  is  satisfactory  before  ordering 
them  in  quantity.  This  is  especially  advantageous  when  the  entry  and 
the  table  of  contents  seem  likely  to  fill  more  than  one  card,  and  it  is  de¬ 
sired  to  order  the  precise  number  of  copies  of  each  card  constituting 
the  entry  which  is  needed  for  bringing  out  the  items  indicated  on  t h o  t 
card.  In  addition  to  the  delay  occasioned  by  a  second  order,  this  meth¬ 
od  has  the  obvious  disadvantage  of  requiring  a  second  payment  for  a 
“first  card.”  If  a  library  prefers  to  use  manuscript  cards  for  second¬ 
ary  entries,  the  facts  needed  for  them  can  usually  be  taken  directly 
from  the  printed  card,  without  reference  to  the  book. 


Many  libraries  make  use  of  two  or  more  of  the  methods  explained 
above.  By  combining  method  1  or  2  with  method  4  or  5  it  is  prac¬ 
ticable  to  obtain  a  very  close  approximation  to  the  number  of  cards 
actually  needed.  Such  a  combination  of  methods  is  especially  advan¬ 
tageous  to  public  libraries  which  desire  a  specific  number  of  cards 
(usually  two)  for  fiction.  Libraries  which  find  that  they  frequently 
fail  to  obtain  as  many  cards  as  are  needed  for  some  books  and  more 
than  they  need  for  others  are  advised  to  try  a  combination  of  methods. 

CHOICE  OF  A  METHOD 

§5.  Those  responsible  for  the  ordering  of  cards  should  try  first  the 
method  of  determining  the  number  of  cards  to  be  ordered  which  seems 
to  agree  best  with  the  system  of  cataloging  in  use  in  their  libraiies  and 
the  class  of  books  to  be  cataloged.  If  the  first  method  tried  proves  un¬ 
satisfactory,  others,  singly  or  in  combination,  should  be  tried  until  a 
satisfactory  result  is  obtained.  If  the  circumstances  of  the  work  are 
unusual,  they  should  be  explained  and  suggestions  asked  from  the  Li¬ 
brary  of  Congress  as  to  the  best  method  of  providing  for  them.  In  case 
of  doubt  as  to  which  method  should  be  tried  first,  libraries  aie  advised 
to  begin  with  the  fifth  method  outlined  above.  If  the  number  of  sur¬ 
plus  cards  received  for  works  of  fiction,  biography,  etc.,  proves  to  be 
considerable,  the  second  method  should  be  used  for  these. 
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FORMULAS  FOR  INDICATING  NUMBER  OF  CARDS  WANTED 

§6.  The  practice  of  indicating  added  entries  on  all  the  cards  printed 
since  March,  1904,  has  rendered  necessary  a  restatement  of  these  for¬ 
mulas.  The  amounts  indicated  by  the  figures  and  letters  in  the  formu¬ 
las  are  to  be  taken  additively  or  alternatively,  as  the  case  requires.  The 
letters  in  the  formulas  are  used  with  the  following  signification : 
s  =  card  for  each  subject  entry  indicated, 

a  =  card  for  each  added  entry  indicated. 

As  a  rule  the  added  entries  indicated  do  not  include  title 
entry,  the  only  exception  thus  far  being  in  the  case  of  cards  for 
books  included  in  the  A.  fi.  A.  Catalog  which  have  “striking” 
titles. 

t  —  one  card  for  title  entry. 

If  a  library  desires  an  extra  card  for  title  entry  in  every  case, 
the  obvious  way  to  indicate  this  is  to  increase  the  fixed  number 
in  the  formula  by  one;  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  title  entry  was 
included  in  the  added  entries  indicated  on  cards  for  books  in 
the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  having  “striking”  titles,  it  is  evident  that  if 
a  card  for  title  entry  is  included  in  the  fixed  number  and  a  is 
employed  as  a  part  of  the  same  formula  a  surplus  card  would 
result  in  the  case  of  such  books.  As  the  cards  for  books  in  the 
A.  L,.  A.  Catalog  constitute  less  than  3  per  cent,  of  the  stock  and 
are  usually  ordered  separately,  such  duplication  is  ordinarily  not 
frequent.  If,  however,  a  library  desires  to  prevent  this  duplica¬ 
tion,  it  can  do  so  by  using  t  after  a,  with  the  understanding  that 
it  cancels  the  title  entry  included  in  a,  and  that  one  card  only  is 
wanted  for  title  entry.  <■ 

The  application  of  the  formulas  can  best  be  explained  by  exam¬ 
ples  : 

2s  =  send  two  cards ;  send  one  additional  card  for  each 
subject  entry  indicated.1 

2s2  =  send  two  cards ;  send  one  additional  card  for  each 

subject  entry  indicated;  if  no  subject  entries  are  in- 
cated,  send  two  additional  cards  (i.  e.  four  in  all) 

2s la  =  send  two  cards;  send  one  additional  card  for  each 
subject  entry  indicated;  if  no  subject  entries  are  in¬ 
dicated,  send  one  additional  card2 ;  send  one  addi¬ 
tional  card  for  each  added  entry  indicated, 
lslat  —send  one  card;  send  one  additional  card  for  each 
subject  entry  indicated;  if  no  subject  entries  are 
indicated,  send  one  additional  card ;  send  an  addi¬ 
tional  card  for  each  added  entry  indicated ;  send  an 
additional  card  for  title,  except  when  card  for  title 
is  included  in  the  added  entries  indicated. 

1  The  formulas  have  been  shortened  by  omission  of  the  plus  sign  after  the  first  figure.  Libraries  which 
prefer  to  retain  this  sign  may  do  so. 

2  Libraries  which  have  been  using  a  formula  containing  x  (i.  e.  one  card  for  each  additional,  “extra,” 
subject  entry  after  the  first)  may  continue  to  use  it  if  they  prefer.  This  symbol  can  be  used  to  advantage 
in  place  of  si  (the  fixed  number  in  the  formula  having  been  increased  by  one).  When  so  used  the  resulting 
formula  is  shorter  and  easier  to  follow  in  selecting  cards. 
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CHOICE  OF  A  FORMULA 

§7.  The  formula  2s  1  has  been  more  frequently  used  in  the  past  than 
any  other,  as,  with  the  exception  of  works  of  fiction,  three  cards  at  least 
are  needed  for  nearly  every  book. 

Since  added  entries  began  to  be  indicated  on  the  cards  in  1904,  the 
formula  2sla  has  gained  favor  steadily;  it  will  be  regarded  as  the 
“usual  number”  hereafter. 

Public  libraries  which  buy  a  large  percentage  of  fiction  are  likely  to 
prefer  the  formula  lsla  or  the  formula  2sa,  unless  they  adopt  the  plan 
of  assigning  a  specific  number  for  works  of  fiction.  (See  end  of  §4) 

Libraries  which  buy  a  small  percentage  of  fiction  and  wish  to  have  at 
least  two  cards  for  subject  entries  not  indicated  are  likely  to  prefer  the 
formula  2s2a  or  ls2at. 

In  case  a  library  fails  to  indicate  definitely  the  number  of  copies 
wanted,  the  number  of  cards  indicated  by  the  formula  2s la  will  be  sent. 

Of  course,  if  a  library  desires  an  extra  card  for  a  shelf-list,  the  fixed 
number  in  the  formula  should  be  increased  by  one.  If  two  catalogs 
are  being  made  and  a  double  quantity  of  cards  is  desired,  the  formula 
should  be  written,  e.  g.  2(2sla) 

VARYING  THE  FORMULA 

§8.  As  explained  in  Bulletin  11,  §11,  subject  entries  are  being  indi¬ 
cated  on  all  cards  for  books  in  reclassified  sections  of  the  Library.  As 
the  reclassification  advances  the  percentage  of  cards  which  lack  indica¬ 
tion  of  subject  entries  decreases.  Libraries  which  are  recataloging  on 
a  large  scale  may  possibly  find  it  advantageous  to  vary  their  formulas 
according  to  the  class  of  books  for  which  cards  are  being  ordered.  Li¬ 
braries  which  are  ordering  cards  for  current  books  only  might  find  the 
formula  2sa  satisfactory ;  whereas  libraries  ordering  a  large  percentage 
of  the  older  cards  would  be  quite  likely  to  find  the  formula  2s la  pref¬ 
erable.  Again,  if  an  order  happens  to  be  made  up  largely  of  works  of 
fiction,  it  would  probably  be  advantageous  to  reduce  by  one  the  fixed 
number  in  the  formula,  unless  the  plan  is  adopted  of  indicating  number 
of  cards  wanted  for  fiction  by  affixing  a  specific  number  to  each  title. 
(See  end  of  §4) 

METHOD  OF  USING  NUMBERS  AND  FORMULAS 

§9.  If  a  number  or  formula  is  affixed  to  an  individual  title  or  card 
number  in  an  order,  precedence  will  always  be  given  to  it  over  any 
more  general  method  of  indicating  number  of  cards  wanted.  If  a  num¬ 
ber  or  formula  is  affixed  to  an  order  as  a  whole,  it  will  be  given  prece¬ 
dence  over  a  standing  statement  filed  in  the  Card  Section.  Libraries 
can  therefore  employ  a  combination  of  the  methods  outlined  below,  like 
that  shown  on  the  sample  slip  at  the  bottom  of  p.  73,  without  fear  that 
confusion  will  result. 

Libraries  are  now  using  numbers  and  formulas  in  four  ways  to  indi¬ 
cate  number  of  cards  wanted : 

(1)  Affix  in  manuscript  the  number  or  formula  to  the  title  of  each 
book  for  which  cards  are  wanted,  or  to  the  serial  number  representing 
the  card  for  this  book. 
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When  the  number  or  formula  indicating  number  of  cards  wanted  is  to  be 
applied  to  a  single  title  on  a  slip,  it  should  be  written  on  the  upper  right  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  slip,  e.  g.1

ing  the  L.  C.  cards,  when  a  separate  piece  of  paper  is  used  for  each  title  or  card  number  included  in  an  order 
When  more  than  one  title  or  card  number  is  placed  on  the  same  piece  of  paper,  some  libraries  use  slips  of  the 
standard  size;  the  majority  use  sheets  5  x  8  in.  or  8  x  10  in.  To  economize  space  the  different  methods  of 
indicating  number  of  cards  wanted  are  illustrated  by  orders  on  slips  exclusively.  For  convenience  in  repro¬ 
duction  all  the  samples  of  orders  are  given  in  imitation  typewriting,  altho  the  majority  of  the  orders  actually 
received  are  in  handwriting. 
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When  it  is  desired  to  indicate  number  of  cards  wanted  in  connection  with 
individual  card  numbers,  the  number  of  cards  wanted  should  be  written  after 
the  card  number,  with  a  slanting  line  between,  e.  g.

(4)  File  with  the  Library  of  Congress  a  standing  order  as  to  num¬ 
ber  of  cards  wanted.  This  standing  order  may  be  communicated  by 
filling  out  and  forwarding  the  printed  form  for  “Number  of  cards 
wanted”  supplied  by  the  Card  Section,  or  by  a  statement  included  in  a 
letter  or  note.  Libraries  which  desire  a  variable  number  of  cards  but 
are  unable  to  decide  which  formula  is  best*suited  to  their  needs  may,  if 
they  prefer,  describe  their  needs  in  general  terms,  e.  g. :  “ Send  two 
copies  of  each  card ;  scud  an  additional  card  for  each  subject  entry  in¬ 
dicated;  if  no  subject  entries  are  indicated,  send  one  additional  card.” 
General  directions  as  to  number  of  cards  wanted  will  be  accepted  only 
with  the  understanding :  ( 1 )  that  they  can  be  followed  only  in  so  far  as 
they  can  be  expressed  by  a  fixed  number,  or  a  fixed  number  in  combina¬ 
tion  with  the  letters  a,  s,  t,  used  as  explained  in  §6,  (2)  that  in  selecting 
cards  for  the  first  order  the  formula  will  be  followed  which  will  give 
the  closest  approximation  to  the  number  which  seems  to  be  needed, 
(3)  that  the  same  formula  will  be  followed  in  future  orders  unless  a 
specific  request  is  received  that  it  be  changed. 

USUAL  NUMBER,  COMPLETE  SET,  AUTHOR  SET 

In  future  bulletins  the  following  terms  will  be  used  as  here  defined : 

“Usual  number”  —  the  number  of  cards  indicated  by  the  formula 
2sia;  this  number  will  alzvays  be  sent  unless  number  wanted  is  defi¬ 
nitely  indicated. 

“Complete  set”  —  the  number  of  cards  wanted  for  cataloging  each 
publication  in  the  series  or  class  in  question ;  unless  the  number  to  be 
sent  for  each  publication  is  specifically  indicated  in  the  order  or  spe¬ 
cifically  defined  by  L.  C.,  the  “usual  number”  will  be  sent. 

“Author  set ”  —  one  card  for  each  publication  in  the  series  or  class ; 
in  case  an  order  by  subject  contain  no  indication  of  number  of  cards 
wanted,  an  “author  set”  will  be  sent. 
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SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK  OF  PRINTED  CATALOG  CARDS 

WITH  SOME  INFORMATION  AS  TO  ITS  FULLNESS 

This  statement  is  designed  to  replace  all  statements  previously  issued  as  to  the 
scope  of  the  stock ,  including  Part  V  of  the  Handbook 

PRELIMINARY  STATEMENT  AS  TO  THE  FORM  OF  THE  CARDS 

§1.  Of  the  200,000  cards  in  stock,  about  97%  are  main-entry  cards  for 
complete  publications.  The  remainder  are  chiefly  the  sets  of  analytical 
mentioned  in  Bulletins  5  and  9  and  the  open-entry  cards  mentioned  in  §8 
below.  On  the  average,  about  40  copies  of  each  main-entry  card  are  kept 
in  stock.  When  the  stock  of  any  card  is  exhausted  it  is  at  once  reprinted. 

No  cards  are  printed  for  secondary  entries.  Libraries  using  the  L.  C.  cards, 
including  the  Library  of  Congress  itself,  make  secondary  entries  by  adding 
headings  to  additional  copies  of  the  main-entry  card,  enough  copies  being 
ordered  to  cover  all  the  entries  desired.  A  revised  statement  as  to  the 
indication  of  secondary  entries  on  the  cards  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  bulle¬ 
tin.  Additional  information  as  to  the  form  and  character  of  the  cards  may 
be  found  in  Bulletin  7,  §5. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  OBSERVING  THE  SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK 
§2.  Libraries  which  order  cards  by  author  and  title  need  to  have  at  hand 
and  carefully  observe  the  latest  statement  as  to  the  scope  and  fullness 
of  the  stock  of  cards.  Libraries  ordering  cards  in  other  ways  can  order  more 
intelligently  if  they  have  read  this  latest  statement. 

If  the  titles  included  in  any  order  are  within  the  scope  of  the  stock,  the 
chances  are  perhaps  four  to  one,  on  the  average,  that  cards  can  be  obtained 
for  them ;  if  they  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  stock,  the  chances  are  perhaps 
fifty  to  one,  on  the  average,  that  cards  cannot  be  obtained  for  them. 

The  information  given  in  small  type  in  §7 — §1 1  is  not  absolutely  essential 
to  the  satisfactory  ordering  of  cards,  especially  in  the  case  of  orders  for 
a  small  public  library ;  but  those  who  aim  to  obtain  the  maximum  percentage 
of  cards  from  their  orders  and  to  understand  fully  the  work  of  ordering 
cards  will  eventually  have  use  for  all  of  the  information  in  this  bulletin. 

FULLNESS  OF  THE  STOCK  AS  REGARDS  CARDS  FOR  COPYRIGHTED  BOOKS 
§3.  As  the  Library  of  Congress  has  been  since  1871  the  legal  depository 
for  copyrighted  books  and  has  acquired  many  of  the  books  copyrighted 
before  that  date,  it  follows  that  each  of  the  recataloged  classes  noted  below 
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contains  a  full  representation  of  cards  for  copyrighted1  books.  It  should 
always  be  kept  in  mind  that,  in  so  far  as  a  class  of  books  for  which  cards  are 
desired  is  made  up  of  copyrighted  books,  to  approximately  the  same  extent 
it  is  always  possible  to  obtain  cards  for  it.  In  other  words,  cards  can  always 
be  ordered  advantageously  for  copyrighted  books  which  are  within  the  scope  of 
the  stock .  This  should  be  kept  in  mind  in  reading  the  rest  of  the  bulletin. 

FULLNESS  OF  THE  STOCK  AS  REGARDS  CARDS  FOR  NON-COPYRIGHTED  BOOKS  IN 

ENGLISH 

§4.  The  Library  of  Congress  purchases  non -copyrighted  books  in  English 
quite  freely.  The  purchases  include,  in  addition  to  original  records  and 
classic  and  standard  works,  a  considerable  number  of  the  more  popular 
works.  Cards  can  be  supplied ,  on  the  average,  for  over  50%  of  the  titles  of 
non-copyrighted  English  books  included  in  orders ,  which  are  within  the  scope 
of  the  stock.  A  much  larger  percentage  of  cards  than  this  can  be  supplied 
for  current  non-copyrighted  English  books  in  Bibliography,  American  his¬ 
tory,  Agriculture,  Botany,  arfd  Geology,  (see  §7). 

FULLNESS  OF  THE  STOCK  AS  REGARDS  CARDS  FOR  NOTABLE  WORKS  IN  FOREIGN 

LANGUAGES 

§5.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that  the  Library  of  Congress  has  always 
aimed  to  acquire  the  distinctly  notable  works  on  all  subjects  and  in  all  lan¬ 
guages,  both  in  the  original  and  translation.  Cards  will  be  found  in  stock 
for  good  editions  of  most  of  the  books  which  time  has  demonstrated  to  be 
“the  notables.”  But  the  chances  of  obtaining  cards  for  current  books  of 
this  class  in  foreign  languages,  except  in  Bibliography,  American  History, 
Agriculture,  Botany,  and  Geology,  are  not  good,  because  the  purchases  are 
relatively  few  and  it  is  always  largely  a  matter  of  opinion  as  to  what  current 

books  are  “the  notables.” 

INCOMPLETENESS  OF  THE  STOCK  AS  REGARDS  CARDS  FOR  THE  GENERALITY  OF 

BOOKS  IN  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

§6.  The  purchases  of  the  Library  of  Congress  in  the  past,  as  well  as  at  the 
present  time,  cover  but  a  small  percentage  of  the  publications  (perhaps 
100,000  annually)  issued  in  the  countries  of  continental  Europe.  Experi¬ 
ence  in  filling  orders  for  cards  seems  to  show  that  the  chances  which  Amer¬ 
ican  libraries  have  of  obtaining  from  the  Library  of  Congress  cards  for  the 
generality  of  their  books  in  foreign  languages,  which  are  within  the  scope  of 
the  stock,  are  at  the  present  time  about  one  in  ten,  with  a  possibility  of  an 

increase  in  the  future  to  perhaps  one  in  five. 

Libraries  which  order  cards  by  means  of  duplicates  of  their  order  lists  for 
books,  or  some  other  list  already  prepared,  can  perhaps  afford  to  order  cards 
for  all  of  their  books  in  foreign  languages ;  but  libraries  which  make  out 
author  and  title  lists  purposely  as  orders  for  cards  are  likely  to  find  it  disad- 

1  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  bulletin  the  word  “copyrighted”  will  be  used  in  place 
of  the  fun  phrase  “copyrighted  in  the  United  States,”  while  “non-copyrighted”  will  be 

used  to  cover  all  books  not  copyrighted  in  the  United  States. 
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vantageous  to  order  cards  for  such  books,  except  in  so  far  as  they  are  included 
in  the  “  notable  ”  works  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section;  in  Bibliography , 
American  history ,  Agriculture ,  Botany ,  Geology  (see  §7);  or  in  a  series  for 
which  the  Library  of  Congress  is  regularly  printing  cards  (see  end  of  §8). 

CLASSES  INCLUDED  WITHIN  THE  SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK. 

§7.  The  Library  of  Congress  has  been  printing  cards  for  books  currently 
received  by  copyright  since  July,  1898,  and  for  books  currently  received  by 
gift  or  purchase  since  January,  1901.  Since  January,  1901,  it  has  been 
printing  cards  also  for  books  recataloged  in  the  general  process  of  reclassify¬ 
ing  and  recataloging  its  collection.  The  books  represented  by  the  printed 
cards  thus  accumulated  may  be  classed  as  follows: 

1.  Bibliography  {Re cataloged} 

In  addition  to  bibliography  in  the  narrower  sense,  this  class  includes  library 
science,  the  history  and  technology  of  writing  and  printing,  bookmaking, 
bookselling  and  book-publishing;  also  subject  bibliography— e.  g.,  the  bibli¬ 
ography  of  history,  philosophy,  etc. 

NOTES  AS  TO  FULLNESS  AND  SUBCLASSES  INCLUDED  OR  EXCLUDED 

a.  The  collection  on  bibliography  is  very  extensive,  the  intention  being  to  make  it  prac¬ 
tically  complete.  The  percentage  of  cards  obtained  from  orders  is  usually  100. 

b.  A  special  effort  is  being  made  to  complete  and  catalog  with  printed  cards  society,  insti¬ 
tutional,  and  official  publications  (monographs)  relating  to  bibliography. 

c.  Open-entry  cards  are  being  printed  for  the  more  important  current  periodicals  devoted 
to  bibliography  and  library  science. 

d.  Open-entry  cards  have  been  printed  for  the  reports  and  bulletins  of  the  more  important 
libraries  only. 

e.  No  attempt  has  yet  been  made  to  systematically  catalog  booksellers’  catalogs.  Only  a 
few  of  the  most  important  catalogs  of  this  kind  are  represented  in  the  stock. 

2.  History  ( Recataloged ) 

In  addition  to  history  in  the  narrower  sense,  this  class  includes  description 
and  travel  and  the  biography  of  rulers  and  men  of  affairs  (except  those  of  the 
United  States.  See  note  e  below). 

NOTES  AS  TO  FULLNESS  AND  SUBCLASSES  INCLUDED  OR  EXCLUDED 

a.  The  collection  on  the  history  of  the  United  States  is  probably  the  most  extensive  in 
existence,  both  as  regards  copyrighted  and  non-copyrighted  books. 

b.  The  collection  on  British  history  is  one  of  the  most  extensive  in  the  United  States. 

c.  The  collection  in  foreign  history  (excluding  British)  is  of  moderate  size  only. 

d.  Works  on  social  institutions  (e.  g.,  slavery),  political  institutions,  and  religious  history 
are  excluded,  being  shelved  in  other  classes. 

e.  Biographies  of  rulers  and  men  of  affairs  of  the  United  States  will  eventually  be  included 

Iin  American  history.  Cards  are  now  in  stock  for  such  of  them  only  as  are  in  classes  6  and  7. 
/.  Biographies  (other  than  those  of  rulers  and  men  of  affairs)  are  excluded,  except  in  so 
far  as  covered  by  classes  6  and  7/  all  works  on  genealogy  are  excluded. 

g.  A  special  effort  is  being  made  to  complete  and  catalog  with  printed  cards  series  of 
monographs  in  American  history  published  by  societies  and  institutions. 

(h.  Cards  have  been  printed  for  the  more  important  periodicals  devoted  to  American  history. 
i.  Cards  have  not  been  printed  for  Washingtoniana  (i.  e.,  books  on  Washington,  D.  C. ), 
except  as  included  in  classes  6  and  7. 
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3-  Certain  Subdivisions  of  Science  ( Recataloged ),  viz:  Anatomy  and  physi¬ 
ology,  Astronomy ,  Botany ,  Chemistry ,  Mathematics ,  Physics. 

The  general  scope  of  these  classes  is  the  same  as  that  usually  given  to  them. 
Meteorology  is  included  in  Astronomy,  weights  and  measures  in  Physics. 

NOTES  AS  TO  FULLNESS  AND  SUBCLASSES  INCLUDED  OR  EXCLUDED 

a.  The  aim  of  the  Library  of  Congress  at  present  is  to  supplement  the  collections  in  Science 
in  the  libraries  of  the  Departments  located  in  Washington,  rather  than  to  duplicate  them. 
Lxcluding  books  copyrighted  in  the  United  States  and  publications  of  learned  societies  and 
institutions,  the  collection  in  this  class  is  neither  large  nor  comprehensive.  Libraries  will 
probably  find  it  advisable  to  restrict  their  orders  for  cards  for  non-copyrighted  books  in  these 
groups  to  works  in  English,  and  works  in  foreign  languages  which  are  well  recognized  as 
classic  or  standard,  with  the  addition  of  works  in  the  subclasses  noted  in  b  and  c  below. 

b.  The  stock  is  relatively  full  as  regards  cards  for  current  works  in  Geology,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  cards  printed  for  the  accessions  to  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey 
are  now  being  added  currently.  Cards  have  also  been  added  for  all  of  the  monographic 
publications  of  the  Survey  itself  and  for  those  of  three-fourths  of  the  state  geological  surveys. 

c.  It  has  been  strengthened  as  regards  cards  for  Botany  by  the  addition,  since  1903,  of 
cards  printed  for  accessions  to  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

d.  Biographies  of  scientists  have  not  been  cataloged  with  printed  cards,  except  in  so  far  as 
covered  by  classes  6  and  7. 

e.  Comparative  anatomy  is  excluded,  being  classed  in  Zoology. 

4.  Cei'tain  Subdivisions  of  Technology  ( Recataloged ),  viz:  General  Technol¬ 

ogy ,  General  and  Civil  Engineering. 

General  and  Civil  Engineering  includes  general  engineering  operations, 
the  materials  of  engineering,  applied  mechanics,  surveying,  excavations, 
foundations,  etc. 

NOTE  AS  TO  FULLNESS 

The  collection  in  these  groups  is  fairly  full  for  the  more  important  non-copyrighted  books 
in  English,  less  full  for  works  in  foreign  languages.  As  a  rule,  works  in  foreign  languages 
cannot  be  included  advantageously  in  author  and  title  orders. 

5.  Geography  {Re cataloged). 

This  class  includes  general  works  on  geography,  general  voyages  and  trav¬ 
els,  polar  explorations,  physical  geography,  political  geography. 

NOTES  AS  TO  FULLNESS  AND  SUBCLASSES  INCLUDED  OR  EXCLUDED 

a.  The  collection  on  general  voyages  and  travels  is  large. 

b.  No  cards  are  printed  for  maps. 

c.  The  collection  of  atlases  has  not  been  cataloged  with  printed  cards,  but  cards  are  now 
being  printed  for  some  of  the  more  important  of  those  currently  received. 

6.  Books  Copyrighted  since  July ,  i8y8  ( not  included  in  classes  7—5). 

As  the  printing  of  catalog  cards  for  copyrighted  books  was  not  begun  until 
July,  1898,  about  one-half  of  the  books  copyrighted  in  that  year  are  not  rep¬ 
resented  in  the  stock  of  cards.  Libraries  must  decide  for  themselves  whether 
it  is  worth  while  to  include  books  copyrighted  in  1898  in  their  orders,  in 
order  to  secure  cards  for  about  one-half  of  them  on  the  average.  If  cards 
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are  not  in  stock  for  a  book  copyrighted  in  1898  (and  not  included  in  classes 
1-5),  it  is  assumed  that  the  book  was  copyrighted  in  the  earlier  part  of  the 
year  and  no  further  investigation  of  the  case  is  made. 

NOTES  AS  TO  FULLNESS  AND  SUBCLASSES  INCLUDED  OR  EXCLUDED 

a.  Cards  are  found  to  be  in  stock  or  in  process  of  making  for  about  95  per  cent  of  the 
copyrighted  books  published  since  July,  1898,  which  are  properly  (see  $8)  included  in  orders  ; 
cards  come  to  hand  later  for  over  4  of  the  remaining  5  per  cent ;  a  fraction  of  one  per  cent 
are  not  obtained  at  all,  for  reasons  stated  in  notes  b  and  c  below. 

b.  In  the  case  of  a  small  percentage  of  the  books  currently  published  in  the  United  States 
which  bear  a  copyright  claim,  the  copies  necessary  to  complete  the  claim  have  not  been 
deposited  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  Such  cases  of  failure  to  deposit  copies  are  usually  due 
to  inadvertence,  and  when  a  notice  as  to  non-deposit  of  copies  is  sent  to  the  claimant  the 
copies  are  usually  deposited ;  but  occasionally,  owing  to  change  of  address,  exhaustion  of  the 
edition,  etc.,  it  proves  impracticable  to  obtain  copies  at  all. 

c.  Publications  are  sometimes  copyrighted  in  parts  or  as  magazine  articles  and  afterwards 
issued  in  book  form  with  copyright  claim  attached.  Copies  of  such  books  are  sometimes  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Library ;  but  a  considerable  percentage  of  them  are  not  obtained. 

d.  Books  are  frequently  reprinted  by  American  publishers,  with  change  of  date  of  publi¬ 
cation,  which  are  not  recopyrighted.  The  date  given  on  the  title-page  cannot  be  relied  upon 
to  show  whether  the  book  is  within  the  scope  of  the  stock.  When  convenient,  the  copyright 
date  (usually  given  on  the  back  of  the  title  leaf)  should  also  be  noted.  If  the  copyright  date 
or  one  of  them  is  not  as  recent  as  1898,  the  title  should  not  be  included  in  an  order. 

7.  Books  received  by  Purchase  or  Gift  since  January,  ipoi  ( not  inclicded  in 

classes  1- 5) . 

So  far  as  the  author  and  title  orders  are  concerned  the  scope  of  this  class 
must  be  limited  to  books  having  publication  date  1901  or  later,  because  the 
percentage  of  cards  obtainable  for  books  received  in  1901  but  published  in 
previous  years  is  too  small  to  make  it  advantageous  to  include  them. 

NOTES  AS  TO  FULLNESS  AND  SUBCLASSES  INCLUDED  OR  EXCLUDED 

a.  The  statements  in  $4-^6  are  in  the  main  applicable  to  this  class  also. 

b.  Books  in  all  languages  on  Bibliography  or  American  history  are  purchased  freely. 

c.  The  stock  is  now  being  strengthened  as  regards  cards  for  current  non-copyrighted  pop¬ 
ular  and  juvenile  works  by  the  addition  of  cards  printed  for  the  Washington  Public  Library. 

d.  The  stock  is  being  notably  strengthened  as  regards  cards  for  current  books  on  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Botany,  and  Geology  by  the  addition  of  cards  printed  since  1903  for  the  accessions  to 
the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  cards  printed  since  1904  for  the 
accessions  to  the  Lilyary  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey. 

e.  The  number  of  works  of  fiction  in  foreign  languages  purchased  is  very  small ;  such 
books  should  not  be  included  in  author  and  title  orders. 

8.  Books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  ( not  included  in  classes  1— 7). 

About  one-third  of  the  titles  included  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  (1904) 
represent  additions  to  the  stock.  These  consist  largely  of  books  not  included 
in  classes  6  and  7  which  were  copyrighted  before  July,  1898,  or  purchased 
before  January,  1901.  Libraries  which  make  use  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  in 
ordering  cards  may  obtain  cards  for  such  of  their  books  as  are  covered  by 
these  additional  titles. 
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GENERAL  EXCEPTIONS  FROM  THE  SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK 

§8.  Certain  classes  of  publications  are  usually  not  cataloged  on  account 
of  some  peculiarity  in  form  or  content;  it  is  therefore  not  advisable  to 
include  them  in  orders  except  in  so  far  as  they  are  specifically  included  in 
the  stock  by  the  terms  of  this  section  or  previous  sections  in  this  bulletin. 

1.  Sequents  ( periodicals ,  annuals ,  annual  reports ) 

These  are  not  cataloged  with  printed  cards  as  a  rule,  but  printed  cards  are  issued  for 
certain  classes  of  them.  Large  libraries  which  wish  to  catalog  as  many  of  their  sequents  as 
possible  with  L.  C.  printed  cards  will  probably  find  it  advantageous  to  obtain  the  traveling 
catalog  of  sequents.  Libraries  which  order  cards  for  sequents  by  author  and  title  should 
confine  their  orders  strictly  to  the  classes  of  sequents  noted  in  the  next  paragraph  and  in  $7> 
i  c  and  2  h. 

Open-entry  cards  are  now  printed  for  first  volumes  of  sequents  received  by  copyright,  also 
for  first  volumes  of  the  more  important  non-copyrighted  sequents  printed  in  English. 

During  the  years  1898-1901  cards  were  printed,  chiefly  for  use  in  the  records  of  the  Copy¬ 
right  Office,  for  numerous  odd  volumes  of  sequents.  These  cards  were  included  in  some  of 
the  traveling  catalogs.  Orders  for  them  will  be  filled  until  the  original  stock  is  exhausted. 
They  are  seldom  reprinted,  except  in  the  form  of  a  completed  entry  card,  in  case  the  serial 
has  come  to  an  end,  or  of  an  open-entry  card  foi  the  first  volume. 

2.  Works  appearing  in  parts. 

An  open-entry  card  is  now  made  for  the  first  issue  of  a  work  appearing  in  parts  (or  volume 
by  volume)  received  by  copyright,  unless  the  part  completing  the  work  is  expected  to  come  to 
hand  within  a  few  months;  also  for  the  first  part  of  an  important  non-copyrighted  work  m 
English  when  the  part  completing  the  work  will  probably  not  be  issued  for  a  year  or  more. 

3.  Musical  compositions. 

Hereafter,  no  cards  will  be  printed  for  works  of  music  until  the  recataloging  of  the  col¬ 
lection  as  a  whole  is  taken  up.  Songs  without  music  are  classed  in  poetry  and  regularly 
cataloged  with  other  accessions  in  that  class.  Works  on  the  history  and  theory  of  music  and 
the  biography  of  musicians  are  also  regularly  cataloged  with  printed  cards. 

4.  Trade  catalogs  and  other  publications  issued  for  advertising  purposes. 
Printed  cards  are  issued  for  the  most  important  of  these  only— those  which  contain  infor¬ 
mation  not  easily  accessible  in  other  forms. 

5.  Less  important  pamphlets . 

Printed  cards  are  not  issued  for  pamphlets  of  minor  importance. 

6.  Picture  books  and  other  minor  juvenile  works. 

Cards  are  printed  for  such  of  these  only  as  are  recognized  to  be  of  exceptional  merit. 

7.  University  theses. 

a  The  collection  of  university  theses  at  the  Library  of  Congress  is  quite  incomplete,  and 
the  bulk  of  those  even  which  are  within  the  scope  of  the  stock  are  as  yet  uncataloged.  Libra¬ 
ries  will  hardly  find  it  advantageous  to  order  cards  for  them  by  author  and  title,  althoug  i 
cards  have  been  printed  for  a  considerable  number  in  the  classes  indicated  below.  A  trave  - 
ing  catalog  of  cards  for  theses  may  be  prepared  if  there  is  any  considerable  demand  for  it. 

\  Cards  are  being  printed  currently  for  such  theses  of  American  universities  as  are 

received  by  exchange.  ,  , 

Cm  Cards  have  been  printed  for  most  of  the  theses  m  astronomy,  mathematics,  and  phys¬ 
ics  also  for  some  of  the  more  important  theses  in  history  and  political  science. 
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8.  Earlier  copyrighted  books. 

The  percentage  of  copyrighted  books  for  which  cards  cannot  be  supplied  increases  in  gen¬ 
eral  with  the  age  of  the  books,  for  the  following  reasons  :  (a)  Many  of  the  books  deposited 
for  copyright  before  the  Library  of  Congress  was  made  the  legal  depository  in  1871  were  not 
transferred  to  the  Library  of  Congress  (b)  The  older  the  book  the  greater  the  chance  of  its 
being  lost  or  worn  out.  (c)  If  the  deposit  of  copies  was  not  made  at  the  time  of  publication, 
the  chances  of  locating  the  copyright  proprietor  and  obtaining  copies  of  the  book  decrease 
with  the  lapse  of  time. 

9.  Publications  in  series. 

Statements  as  to  exceptions  in  the  cataloging  of  publications  in  series  and  lists  of  those  for 
which  cards  can  be  supplied  will  be  published  in  later  bulletins. 


SERIES  OF  CARDS  IN  STOCK 

§9.  Libraries  which  order  cards  from  depository  sets  and  from  traveling 
catalogs  will  have  special  need  for  this  explanation  of  the  variety  of  number¬ 
ing  which  appears  on  the  L.  C.  cards. 


When  the  printing  of  cards  for  books  received  by  copyright  was  first  begun  the  cards  were 
numbered  consecutively.  This  series  is  therefore  called  the  “Consecutive  copyright  series.” 
It  was  soon  decided  to  date  and  number  the  cards  to  correspond  to  order  of  entry  in  the 
weekly  Catalog  of  copyright  entries.  All  of  the  cards  for  copyrighted  books  printed  between 
August,  1898,  and  June,  1901,  are  in  this  “Weekly  copyright  series.”  In  December,  1900, 
and  the  early  part  of  1901,  various  short  series  were  started  on  account  of  exigencies  in  cata¬ 
loging  or  by  way  of  experiment.  After  June,  1901,  all  of  these  different  series  were  aban¬ 
doned,  and  all  of  the  cards  for  which  the  Catalog  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress  is 
responsible  were  numbered  consecutively  in  a  single  series  throughout  the  year,  the  series  for 


each  year  being  distinguished  by  prefixing  the  final  figure  in  the  year.  The  series  now  being 
printed  for  which  other  offices  are  responsible  have  an  abbreviation  for  the  name  of  the  office 
added  to  the  card  number.  The  series  now  represented  in  the  stock  are  listed  below,  with  a 
sample  number  from  each.

In  making  up  orders  by  number,  the  card  number  at  the  lower  right  corner  of  the  cards 
should  be  copied  exactly  as  it  stands,  with  the  exception  of  the  three  items  following : 

1.  The  characters  Ml,  M2,  M3,  M4,  which  occasionally  appear  on  cards  in  the  1901  and 

and  the  1902  series  ( e .  g.,  1-12580  M2),  should  be  omitted.  They  were  used  merely  to 

indicate  the  number  of  copies  printed. 

2.  The  date  which  appears  after  the  serial  number  on  some  of  the  cards  in  the  1901  series

(e.  g.,  1-25750  Nov.  14)  should  be  omitted,  as  it  is  not  an  essential  portion  of  the  serial 
number.  The  date  here  must  not  be  confused  with  the  date  in  the  “Weekly  copyright 
series”  {e.g.,  Sept.  20, 1900-19),  which  is  an  essential  portion  of  the  serial  number. 

3.  The  figures  following  the  slanting  line  which  appear  on  the  cards  printed  or  reprinted 
in  1904  for  books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  are  not  a  part  of  the  serial  number,  but  have 
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been  added  to  indicate  the  number  of  cards  recommended  for  the  cataloging  of  the  book  to 
the  title  of  which  they  are  affixed.  If  libraries  desire  a  different  number  of  cards  from  that 
recommended,  they  should  substitute,  after  the  slanting  line,  the  number  desired  for  the 
number  recommended.  Libraries  which  indicate  number  of  cards  wanted  by  a  standing 
statement  should  omit  altogether  the  slanting  line  and  the  number  following  it. 

THE  STOCK  BY  SUBJECT 

§10.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  classed  catalog  of  the  Card  Section,  which 
is  the  key  to  the  resources  of  the  stock  by  subject,  is  in  process  of  revision, 
it  is  impracticable  to  print  at  this  time  a  schedule  of  classes  as  an  aid  to  the 
ordering  of  cards  by  subject.  The  schedule  of  classes  by  subject  given  in 
the  Handbook  is  now  obsolete.  Typewritten  or  printed  schedules  as  a 
means  of  defining  the  limits  of  an  order  by  subject  will  be  supplied,  how¬ 
ever,  whenever  they  are  seriously  needed. 

EXTENT  TO  WHICH  SECONDARY  ENTRIES  ARE  INDICATED  ON  THE  CARDS 

§n.  Libraries  which  adopt  the  dictionary  method  of  cataloging  and  de¬ 
sire  to  follow  the  subject  and  added  entries  suggested  on  the  L.  C.  cards  will 
have  special  use  for  the  following  notes  as  to  the  practice  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  in  indicating  such  entries : 

1 .  Subject  entries. 

Previous  to  September,  1901,  no  subject  entries  were  suggested.  From  September,  1901, 
to  August,  1902,  subject  headings  were  suggested  on  cards  for  copyrighted  books  and  for 
books  in  reclassified  sections  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  In  August,  1902,  it  was  decided 
that  secondary  entries  could  not  be  satisfactorily  indicated  on  cards  for  books  which  were 
shelved  in  sections  of  the  library  not  yet  reclassified.  This  decision  has  been  closely  adhered 
to  with  the  exception  of  cards  issued  for  books  in  the  new  edition  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog. 
Subject  headings  are  indicated  on  all  the  cards  for  books  listed  in  this  catalog. 

Of  the  200,000  cards  in  stock,  it  is  estimated  that  about  85,000  have  subject  headings  in¬ 
dicated  on  them,  and  that  about  40,000  are  for  fiction  and  other  form  classes  which  require 
no  subject  entries.  Of  the  remaining  75,000  cards,  which  have  no  secondary  entry  indicated 
on  them,  about  10,000  are  for  books  in  American  history  cataloged  before  September,  1901. 
These  constitute  about  two-thirds  of  the  cards  on  the  local  history  of  the  United  States,  in¬ 
cluding  all  the  states  and  territories.  On  the  other  hand,  less  than  one-quarter  of  the  cards 
for  the  general  history  of  the  United  States  and  the  general  and  local  history  of  Central  and 
South  America  lack  subject  entries.  About-one-third  of  the  cards  for  the  general  and  local 
history  of  Canada  have  no  subject  headings  on  them.  Excepting  American  history,  it  is 
probable  that  not  over  ten  per  cent  of  the  cards  for  books  in  the  recataloged  sections  lack 
subject  entries.  The  number  of  cards  which  lack  subject  headings  is  being  continually  re¬ 
duced  by  the  addition  of  subject  headings  to  cards  which  are  being  reprinted. 

2.  Added  entries  {excluding  title  entry') 

Since  March,  1904,  added  entries  have  been  indicated  on  all  cards.  To  distinguish  them 
from  subject  entries,  they  are  given  in  a  second  series  and  numbered  with  roman  numerals. 

3.  Title  entry. 

The  practice  of  the  Library  of  Congress  is  to  make  a  title  entry  for  each  book  having  a 
striking  or  memorable  title.  On  the  cards  for  books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  an  added 
entry  for  such  striking  titles  is  specifically  indicated  by  the  word  “Title,”  but  title  entry  is 
not  included  in  the  added  entries  now  currently  indicated  on  the  regular  L.  C.  cards. 
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TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

§1.  The  primary  purpose  of  these  catalogs  is  to  facilitate  the 
recataloging  of  libraries  with  L.  C.  cards  by  enabling  them  to 
order  copies  of  any  card  in  the  catalog  by  its  number  and  to  ascer¬ 
tain  from  inspection  of  the  card  itself  how  many  copies  will  be 
needed  and  whether  a  card  for  a  different  edition  of  the  book  can 
be  used.  The  catalogs  may  also  be  used  for  bibliographical  pur¬ 
poses. 

LIvST  OF  TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

§2.  The  following  traveling  catalogs  are  now  ready  for  use : 

1.  General  Catalog. 

About  300,000  cards,  representing  all  the  printed  cards  now  in 
stock.  For  a  full  statement  of  the  scope  of  this  catalog,  see  the 
latest  statement  of  the  scope  of  the  stock  in  the  latest  edition  of 
the  Handbook. 

2.  American  History. 

About  40,000  cards.  Covers  both  the  general  and  the  local 
history  of  the  LTnited  States  and  British,  Central,  and  South 
America,  and  the  islands  adjacent  to  these  countries.  Includes 
description  and  travel,  also  cards  for  American  biography  copy¬ 
righted  since  July,  1898,  or  received  by  purchase  since  January, 
1901.  Does  not  include  social  and  political  institutions  or  reli¬ 
gious  history. 

3.  Foreign  History  ( excluding  English  History) 

About  30,000  cards.  Includes  both  general  and  local  history, 
description  and  travel,  and  biographies  of  rulers  and  men  of 
affairs.  Dors  not  include  social  and  political  institutions  or  reli¬ 
gious  history. 

4.  English  History. 

About  10,000  cards.  Covers  the  general  and  local  history  of 
the  British  Isles  and  the  general  history  of  the  British  Empire. 
Includes  description  and  travel  and  biographies  of  rulers  and  men 
of  affairs.  Does  not  include  social  and  political  institutions  or 
religious  history. 


1First  edition  printed  Dec.  15,  1905. 
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5.  Bibliography  ( including  Library  Science) 

About  13,000  cards.  In  addition  to  bibliography  in  the  nar¬ 
rower  sense  of  the  term,  it  includes  works  on  the  history  and 
technology  of  writing  and  printing,  bookmaking,  bookselling  and 
book  publishing;  also  subject  bibliography — e.  g the  bibliog¬ 
raphy  of  history,  science,  etc. 

6.  Government  Documents. 

About  8,000  cards.  Includes  cards  for  the  more  important 
monographic  publications  issued  by  the  federal  government  and 
the  state  governments  since  January ,  1901,  and  some  for  recata¬ 
loged  documents  of  earlier  date.  It  does  not  include  documents 
issued  by  foreign  governments  or  by  the  governments  of  the  cit¬ 
ies,  counties  and  towns  in  the  United  States. 

7.  Law. 

About  8,000  cards.  Includes  international  and  constitutional 
law.  As  the  collection  on  law  has  not  been  recataloged,  this 
catalog  consists  very  largely  of  law  books  copyrighted  in  the 
United  States  since  July,  1898,  or  purchased  since  January,  1901. 
Current  series  of  law  reports  are  as  a  rule  represented  in  the 
catalogs  only  by  cards  for  odd  volumes,  issued  during  the  years 
1898—1902  for  the  use  of  the  Copyright  Office.  Such  cards  are 
not  reprinted  when  the  stock  is  exhausted  except  in  the  form  of 
open-entry  cards,  or  as  cards  for  a  complete  entry  in  case  the 
series  has  come  to  an  end. 

8.  Cards  for  Sequents  ( Periodicals ,  Annuals ,  etc.) 

About  7,000  cards.  They  consist  of  (1)  cards  for  sequents 
which  have  ceased  to  be  published;  (2)  open-entry  cards  for  se¬ 
quents  which  are  still  current;  (3)  cards  for  odd  volumes  of  se¬ 
quents,  printed  between  1898  and  1902  for  the  use  of  the  Copy¬ 
right  Office.  Until  within  the  past  four  years  cards  for  current 
sequents  were  confined  almost  exclusively  to  cards  for  volumes 
received  by  copyright.  Open-entry  cards  are  now  being  printed 
freely  for  sequents  which  happen  to  come  up  for  cataloging  or 
recataloging. 

9.  Name  Reference  Cards. 

About  9,000  cards.  Currently  printed  since  January,  1905,  for 
authors  who  are  known  by  more  than  one  name,  whenever  such 
cards  are  needed  for  the  catalogs  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  ref¬ 
erence  being  made  from  other  forms  of  the  name  to  the  form 
preferred  for  the  catalog  entry.  It  is  probable  that  such  cards 
will  be  printed  eventually  for  all  writers  represented  in  the  stock 
of  printed  cards  whose  names  require  explanation. 
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10.  Cards  for  Books  Included  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog. 

About  6,200  cards.  If  a  library  intends  to  order  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  cards  for  books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  and  desires 
to  see  the  cards  themselves  in  order  to  ascertain  more  exactly 
the  number  of  cards  wanted  and  the  variations  in  edition  which 
it  will  permit,  it  may  be  able  to  use  this  catalog  to  advantage. 

11.  Civil  War. 

About  2,800  cards.  Includes  works  dealing  specifically  with 
the  causes  of  the  war,  but  does  not  include  the  history  of  slavery, 
books  on  this  subject  being  classed  in  the  Social  Sciences,  and 
consequently  not  yet  recataloged. 

ADDITIONAL  TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

§3.  A  traveling  catalog  will  be  made  up  for  any  recataloged 
section  of  the  Library  whenever  there  is  sufficient  demand  for  it 
to  justify  the  expense.  A  select  traveling  catalog  for  use  in 
recataloging  small  public  libraries  is  contemplated. 

APPLICATION  FOR  TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

§4.  In  applications  for  traveling  catalogs  libraries  should  state 
(1)  how  soon  the  catalog  is  desired,  if  available,  and,  if  not  im¬ 
mediately  available,  how  long  the  library  can  wait  for  it;  (2)  how 
long  it  will  probably  be  needed  ;  (3)  how  many  books  there  are  in 
the  collection  which  it  is  proposed  to  catalog  by  means  of  the 
traveling  catalog;  (4)  whether  it  is  desired  to  have  the  catalog 
sent  by  freight  or  express. 

METHOD  OF  TRANSPORTATION 

§5.  Traveling  catalogs  must  be  sent  from  and  returned  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  by  freight  or  express.  They  can  not  be 
franked.  Unless  a  special  request  is  received  as  to  method  of 
transportation,  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  will  be  sent  by  freight.  Nos.  4-10 
will  be  sent  by  freight  unless  the  library  requesting  the  catalog 
desires  to  have  it  sent  by  express,  or  other  requests  for  it  are  on 
file,  rendering  it  desirable  to  save  time  by  transporting  it  by  ex¬ 
press.  Charges  for  transporting  a  catalog  to  a  library  must  be 
naid  bv  the  library.  Charges  for  transporting  it  back  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  must  be  prepaid.  If  a  catalog  is  forwarded 
from  one  library  to  another  without  being  returned  to  the  Library 
of  Congress,  transportation  charges  from  the  first  library  to  the 
second  must  be  paid  by  the  second  library,  and  so  on.

§6.  Unless  an  arrangement  is  made  for  an  extension  of  time, 
libraries  will  be  expected  to  use  the  catalogs  within  the  periods 
here  named:  No.  1,  12  weeks:  Nos.  2  and  3,  6  weeks;  Nos.  4  and 
5,  3  weeks;  Nos.  6—11,  2  weeks. 

MAKING  UP  ORDERS  BY  NUMBER  FROM  TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

§7.  A  full  statement  as  to  methods  of  ordering  cards  by  num¬ 
ber  will  be  found  in  the  latest  edition  of  the  Handbook. 

LIMITATIONS  TO  THE  USE  OF  SUCH  CATALOGS 

§8.  As  explained  in  §5,  the  charges  for  transporting  these  cata¬ 
logs  must  be  paid  by  the  libraries  which  use  them.  The  catalogs 
now  consist  exclusively  of  main  entry  cards ;  consequently  effect¬ 
ive  searching  in  them  can  only  be  done  by  those  who  are  familiar 
with  methods  of  entry  in  cataloging.  For  the  two  reasons  named, 
libraries  are  advised  before  applying  for  a  traveling  catalog  to 
consider  carefully  whether  the  ordinary  method  of  ordering  cards 
for  recataloging  purposes — viz.,  by  author  and  title  on  slips — 
will  not  be  more  satisfactory  on  the  whole.

If  a  library  intends  to  order  a  large  number  of 
cards  for  books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  and  desires  to  see  the 
cards  themselves  in  order  to  ascertain  more  exactly  the  number  of 
cards  wanted  and  the  variations  in  edition  which  it  will  permit,  it  can 
use  this  catalog  to  advantage. 

10.  Cards  for  Sequents  ( Periodicals ,  Annuals,  etc.) 

About  2,500  cards.  They  consist  of  (1)  cards  for  sequents  which 
have  ceased  to  be  published;  (2)  open-entry  cards  for  sequents  which 
are  still  current;  (3)  cards  for  odd  volumes  of  sequents,  printed  be¬ 
tween  1898  and  1902  for  the  use  of  the  Copyright  Office.  Until  within 
the  past  two  years  cards  for  current  sequents  were  confined  almost 
exclusively  to  cards  for  volumes  received  by  copyright.  Open-entry 
cards  are  now  being  printed  freely  for  sequents  which  happen  to  come 
up  for  cataloging  or  recataloging. 

11.  Name  Reference  Cards.  . 

About  3,200  cards.  Currently  printed  since  January,  lAb,  tor 
authors  who  are  known  by  more  than  one  name,  whenever  such  cards 
are  needed  for  the  catalogs  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  reference 
being  made  from  other  forms  of  the  name  to  the  form  preferred  for 
the  catalog  entry.  It  is  probable  that  such  cards  will  be  printed  even¬ 
tually  for  all  writers  represented  in  the  stock  of  printed  cards  whose 
names  require  explanation. 

ADDITIONAL  TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

63.  A  traveling  catalog  will  be  made  up  for  any  recataloged  section 
of  the  Library  whenever  there  is  sufficient  demand  for  it  to  justify  the 
expense.  A  select  traveling  catalog  for  use  in  recataloging  small 
public  libraries  is  contemplated. 
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APPLICATION  FOR  TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

§4.  In  applications  for  traveling  catalogs  libraries  should  state  (1) 
how  soon  the  catalog  is  desired,  if  available,  and,  if  not  immediately 
available,  how  long  the  library  can  wait  for  it;  (2)  how  long  it  will 
probably  be  needed;  (3)  how  many  books  there  are  in  the  collection 
which  it  is  proposed  to  catalog  by  means  of  the  traveling  catalog; 
(4)  whether  it  is  desired  to  have  the  catalog  sent  by  freight  or  express. 

METHOD  OF  TRANSPORTATION 


§5.  Traveling  catalogs  must  be  sent  from  and  returned  to  the  Li¬ 
brary  of  Congress  by  freight  or  express.  They  can  not  be  franked. 
Unless  a  special  request  is  received  as  to  method  of  transportation, 
Nos.  1,  2,  and  3  will  be  sent  by  freight,  Nos.  4-11  by  express.  Charges 
for  transporting  a  catalog  to  a  library  must  be  paid  by  the  library  after 
the  catalog  is  received.  Charges  for  transporting  it  back  to  the  Li¬ 
brary  of  Congress  must  be  prepaid.  Express  and  freight  charges  on 
traveling  catalogs  will  not  be  charged  against  a  library  s  deposit  for 
cards  except  for  some  very  unusual  reason.  If  a  catalog  is  forwarded 
from  one  library  to  another  without  being  returned  to  the  Library  of 
Congress,  transportation  charges  from  the  first  libiary  to  the  second 
must  be  paid  by  the  second  library,  and  so  on.  The  charges  for  return¬ 
ing  the  catalog  to  the  Library  of  Congress  must  be  prepaid  by  the  last 
library  using  the  catalog. 


PERIOD  DURING  WHICH  CATALOGS  MAY  BE  RETAINED 

§6.  Unless  an  arrangement  is  made  for  an  extension  of  time,  libra¬ 
ries  will  be  expected  to  use  the  catalogs  within  the  periods  here  named : 
No.  1,  10  weeks;  Nos.  2  and  3,  5  weeks;  Nos.  4  and  5,  3  weeks;  Nos. 
6-11,  2  weeks. 

MAKING  UP  ORDERS  BY  SERIAL  NUMBER  FROM  TRAVELING  CATALOGS 

§7.  Orders  for  cards  made  up  from  traveling  catalogs  may  be  placed 
on  slips  with  a  single  number  on  a  slip,  on  slips  filled  with  numbers,  oi 
on  sheets  filled  with  numbers,  as  preferred.  They  are  to  be  made  out 
in  the  same  way  as  orders  from  the  L.  C.  proof-sheets  or  the  A.  L.  A. 
booklist;  but,  inasmuch  as  the  majority  of  the  catalogs  contain  caids 
from  a  dozen  or  more  of  the  series  in  stock  in  the  Card  Section,  libra¬ 
ries  should  note  carefully  the  following  explanation  of  the  different 
series  of  card  numbers  and  the  proper  method  of  ordering  cards  by 


means  of  them. 

In  making  up  orders  by  serial  numbers,  the  serial  number  (in  some 
cases  a  combination  of  dates  and  numbers)  found  on  the  lower  right 
corner  of  the  cards  should  be  copied  exactly  as  it  stands,  with  the 
exception  of  the  three  items  following : 


1)  The  characters  Ml,  M2,  M3,  M4 ,  which  occasiGnaily  appear  on  cards  in 

the  “1901”  and  the  “1902”  series  ( e .  g.,  1-12580  M2),  should  be  omitted.  They 
were  used  merely  to  indicate  the  number  of  copies  printed,  but  otherwise  have 

n°2S)gTheadate  which  appears  after  the  serial  number  on  some  of  the  cards  in 
the  1901  series  and  the  1902  series  (e.  g.,  2-6250  Sept.  20)  should  be  omitted,  as 
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it  is  not  an  essential  portion  of  the  serial  number.  The  date  here  must  not  be 
confounded  with  the  date  in  the  “Weekly  Copyright  series”  ( e .  g.,  Sept.  20, 
1900-19),  which  is  an  essential  portion  of  the  serial  number. 

3)  The  figures  following  the  slanting  line  which  appear  on  the  cards  printed 
or  reprinted  in  1904  for  books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  are  not  a  part  of  the 
serial  number,  but  have  been  added  to  indicate  the  number  of  cards  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  cataloging  of  the  book  to  the  title  of  which  they  are  affixed. 
If  libraries  which  are  accustomed  to  indicate  the  number  of  cards  wanted  after 
the  serial  number  desire  a  different  number  of  cards  from  that  recommended, 
they  should  substitute,  after  the  slanting  line,  the  number  desired  for  the  number 
recommended.  Libraries  which  indicate  number  of  cards  wanted  by  a  standing 
statement  filed  in  the  Card  Section  or  a  standing  statement  affixed  to  their 
order  sheets  or  slips  should  omit  altogether  the  slanting  line  and  the  number 
following  it. 

To  avoid  extra  charges  for  rearrangement,  libraries  should  arrange 
serial  numbers  submitted  as  orders  for  cards,  first  by  series  and  second 
by  number,  in  increasing  order  of  the  numbers.  In  arranging  the 
serial  numbers  containing  a  date  the  later  date  should  follow  the  ear¬ 
lier,  with  further  arrangement  in  the  increasing  order  of  the  numbers 
following  the  date.  For  convenience,  the  numbers  should  be  arranged 
in  columns. 


The  following  columns  are  intended  to  illustrate  an  order  which 
includes  serial  numbers  from  all  the  different  series  arranged  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  arranged  in  the  Card  Section : 
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LIMITATIONS  TO  THE  USE  OF  SUCH  CATALOGS 

§8.  As  explained  in  §5,  the  charges  for  transporting  these  catalogs 
must  be  paid  by  the  libraries  which  use  them.  The  catalogs  now  con¬ 
sist  exclusively  of  main  entry  cards ;  consequently  effective  searching  in 
them  can  only  be  done  by  those  who  are  familiar  with  methods  of  entry 
in  cataloging.  For  the  two  reasons  named,  libraries  are  advised  before 
applying  for  a  traveling  catalog  to  consider  carefully  whether  the  ordi¬ 
nary  method  of  ordering  cards  for  recataloging  purposes — viz.,  by 
author  and  title  on  slips — will  not  be  more  satisfactory  on  the  whole. 
Experience  seems  to  show  that  a  library  should  not  ordinarily  apply 
for  a  traveling  catalog  unless  it  intends  to  order  cards  for  at  least  one- 
tenth  as  many  titles  as  are  represented  in  the  catalog.  Owing  to  the 
expense  of  bringing  the  “General  catalog”  to  date,  it  will  not  be  loaned 
ordinarily  to  any  except  large  libraries  which  intend  to  recatalog  their 
entire  collection.

For  instance,  everything 
relating  to  the  chemistry  of  soils,  including  methods  of  analysis,  is  classed 
under  Soils,  and  the  bacteriology  of  milk  under  Dairy  farming  and  dairying. 

3.  Air,  meteorology,  and  climatology. 

Composition  of  the  air  and  its  industrial  utilization;  meteorological  data,  such 
as  observations  on  temperature  and  rainfall;  climatological  studies. 

4.  Water. 

Physics,  chemistry,  and  bacteriology  of  water,  including  methods  of  examina¬ 
tion.  Does  not  include  engineering  features. 

5.  Soils. 

Physics,  chemistry  and  bacteriology  of  soils;  methods  of  examination  and  in's  es- 
tigation;  origin  and  classification;  improvement  and  reclamation. 

6.  Fertilizers. 

Farm  manures  and  commercial  fertilizers — their  production,  composition, 
preservation,  uses;  inspection  and  methods  of  examination;  fertilizei  ex¬ 
periments  not  dealing  primarily  with  fertilizers  for  particular  crops. 

7.  Field  crops. 

Cereals,  forage  plants,  root  crops,  potatoes,  tobacco,  textile  plants,  tea,  coffee, 
etc. — their  characteristics,  improvement,  composition,  culture,  manuring, 
irrigation,  harvesting,  preservation,  marketing;  farm  rotations;  seeds  and 
weeds  as  related  to  field  crops.  Does  not  include  insects  and  diseases  affecting 
these  crops. 

8.  Horticulture. 

Fruits,  nuts,  garden  vegetables— their  characteristics,  propagation,  improve¬ 
ment,  composition,  culture,  manuring,  irrigation,  harvesting,  preservation, 
marketing;  nurseries;  ornamental  plants;  landscape  gardening;  seeds  and 
weeds  as  related  to  horticultural  crops.  Does  not  include  insects  and  diseases 
affecting  these  crops. 
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9.  Forestry. 

Description  of  trees,  forest  management,  reforestation,  forest  products;  forest 
fires.  Does  not  include  insects  and  disases  affecting  forests. 

10.  Plant  diseases. 

Description  and  treatment  of  all  diseases  of  plants  not  due  to  insects. 

11.  Entomology. 

Apiculture;  sericulture;  insects  affecting  animals  and  plants  and  their  descrip¬ 
tion  and  treatment. 

12.  Foods  and  nutrition  of  man. 

Foods,  food  accessories,  condiments,  beverages — their  composition  and  methods 
of  examination,  nutritive  value,  preparation,  preservation,  adulteration,  and 
inspection;  dietetics;  digestion  and  metabolism  experiments. 

13.  Feeding  stuffs. 

Composition,  digestibility,  and  nutritive  value;  sources,  preparation,  and  val¬ 
uation;  inspection  and  methods  of  examination. 

14.  Animal  industry. 

Cattle,  sheep,  goats,  pigs,  horses,  mules,  poultry,  fishes,  oysters,  etc.;  breeds 
and  types;  breeding  and  feeding;  management;  digestion  and  metabolism 
experiments;  animal  hygiene;  slaughtering  and  marketing.  Does  not  in¬ 
clude  dairy  cows,  bees,  and  silkworms. 

15.  Dairy  farming  and  dairying. 

Breeds,  feeding,  and  management  of  dairy  cows;  milk  secretion;  milking; 
composition,  properties,  and  testing  of  milk  and  its  products;  dairy  bacteri¬ 
ology;  care  and  handling  of  milk;  dairy  inspection;  butter  making;  cheese 
making;  condensed  milk;  other  products. 

16.  Veterinary  medicine. 

Etiology,  symptoms,  and  treatment  of  diseases  of  animals;  animal  parasites; 
plants  poisonous  to  stock. 

17.  Agricultural  technology. 

Sugar  making,  brewing,  distilling,  wine  making,  cider  making,  and  other 
industries. 

18.  Agricultural  engineering. 

Laying  out  farms;  construction  of  buildings,  water  and  irrigation  systems, 
drainage  and  sewage  systems,  roads,  bridges,  fences;  construction  and  use 
of  farm  machinery;  application  of  power  to  agricultural  purposes. 

PAYMENT 

§  2.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the  sets 

and  classes  of  cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay  for  others. 

Individuals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for  cards  in  advance  and 

should  always  write  for  statement  as  to  price  and  method  of  payment 

before  sending  money.

CARDS  FOR  IMPORTANT  U.  S.  DOCUMENTS 

§1.  The  Library  of  Congress  has  been  printing  cards  since  1901  for 
a  considerable  number  of  the  more  important  monographic  documents 
currently  issued  by  Congress  and  the  departments  and  bureaus  of  the 
U.  S.  Government. 

Since  1904  it  has  printed  cards  for  the  monographic  publications  of 
the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  from  copy  supplied  by  the  Library  of  the 
Survey.  (See  Bulletin  15) 

Since  January,  1906,  it  has  printed  cards  for  the  current  issues  in 
the  principal  series  of  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  from  copy  furnished  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  (See  Bulletin  14) 

Hereafter  practically  all  U.  S.  documents  currently  issued,  which 
are  of  any  considerable  importance  and  of  such  a  character  as  to 
require  separate  cataloging,  will  be  represented  by  cards  in  stock  at 
the  Library  of  Congress. 

On  January  1,  1906,  about  3,500  cards  for  U.  S.  documents  were  in 
stock.  The  majority  of  these  are  for  important  monographic  publi¬ 
cations  issued  since  January,  1901 ;  the  remainder  are  for  older  docu¬ 
ments  which  have  been  reached  in  the  work  of  recataloging  the 

Library. 

The  Library  of  Congress  makes  no  entries  in  its  catalogs  for  docu¬ 
ments  of  minor  importance.  For  information  as  to  these  it  relies 
chiefly  on  the  series  of  indexes  currently  published  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Documents. 

SETS  OF  CARDS  FOR  U.  S.  DOCUMENTS 

§2.  Libraries  which  adopt  the  same  plan  as  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  for  dealing  with  U.  S.  documents  may  find  it  advantageous  to 
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file  with  the  Library  of  Congress  a  standing  order  for  a  ‘  complete1 
set”  of  cards  for  U.  S.  documents.  Libraries  which  are  depositories 
for  U.  S.  documents  will  probably  find  this  method  of  ordering  espe¬ 
cially  advantageous. 

Libraries  which  do  not  obtain  a  full  set  of  U.  S.  documents,  and 
libraries  which  prefer  to  indicate  number  of  cards  wanted  after  exam¬ 
ination  of  a  copy  of  the  card,  will  perhaps  find  it  advantageous  to  place 
a  standing  order  for  an  “author2  set”  of  cards  for  the  current2  issues 
of  U.  S.  documents,  to  be  used  as  a  means  of  selecting  and  ordering 

additional  copies  by  number. 

In  ordering  complete  sets  or  author  sets  of  cards  for  U.  S.  docu¬ 
ments  at  the  price  named  in  the  following  section,  libraries  may  inter¬ 
pret  the  term  “set”  as  covering  either  of  the  following,  as  preferred . 

1)  All  cards  in  stock  on  January  1,  1906. 

2)  All  cards  in  stock  at  the  date  of  ordering. 

3)  All  cards  in  stock  at  the  date  of  ordering  and  all  cards  to  be 
issued  thereafter. 

4)  All  cards  issued  after  January  1,  1906. 

5)  All  cards  issued  from  date  of  ordering. 

Cards  for  hearings  before  committees  of  Congress  which  are  not 
included  in  the  regular  numbered  series  of  Congressional  documents 
will  be  excluded  from  sets,  if  desired.

§5.  Since  January,  1906,  the  L.  C.  card  numbers  have  been  given  in 
the  monthly  Catalog  of  U.  S.  Public  Documents  issued  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Documents.  Libraries  which  wish  to  order  cards  for 
individual  documents  can  probably  order  them  most  advantageously 
by  numbers  taken  from  this  catalog.  The  number  of  cards  needed 
for  the  main  entry  and  the  subject  and  added  entries  suggested  on  the 
card  is  indicated  after  the  card  number,  with  a  slanting  line  between 
the  two.  If  subject  entries  are  not  suggested  on  the  card,  the  number 
of  cards  required  is  not  indicated.  In  such  cases  libraries  should  indi¬ 
cate  number  of  cards  by  one  of  the  methods  explained  in  Bulletin  12. 

HEADINGS  ON  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

§6.  As  stated  in  Bulletin  14,  §3,  full  sets  of  cards  for  the  current 
publications  of  the  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture  can  be  obtained  with  the

headings  for  secondary  entries  already  supplied.  Any  library  which 
places  a  standing  order  for  a  complete  set  of  cards  for  U.  S.  documents 
can  include  as  a  part  of  its  order  a  complete  set  of  cards  for  the  current 
publications  of  the  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture,  with  headings  supplied 
for  secondary  entries  and  cards  cut  to  the  index  size,  if  desired.

§7.  Cards  are  being  printed  regularly  by  the  Library  of  Congress 
for  a  selection  of  the  more  important  monographic  documents  issued 
bv  the  governments  of  states  and  cities  of  the  United  States.  1  hese 
can  be  purchased  on  the  same  terms  as  cards  for  U.  S.  documents. 
About  1800  cards  are  now  in  stock  for  documents  published  by  the 
state  governments. 

CARDS  FOR  DOCUMENTS  ISSUED  BY  THE  BRITISH  GOVERNMENT 

§8.  Cards  are  also  being  printed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  for  a 
selection  of  the  more  important  monographic  documents  issued  by  the 
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British  government.  Cards  for  these  can  be  purchased  on  the  same 
terms  as  cards  for  U.  S.  documents. 

PAYMENT  FOR  CARDS 

§9.  The  most  satisfactory  method  of  paying  for  cards  is  to  make  a 
deposit  of  $1  or  more,  according  to  the  amount  of  cards  to  be  pur¬ 
chased.  The  initial  deposit  should  be  large  enough  to  cover  cost  of 
cards  called  for  by  initial  shipment  and  leave  a  margin  to  cover  cost  of 
future  shipments.  When  the  deposit  is  exhausted,  a  notice  to  that 
effect  will  be  sent.  Remittances  should  be  made  payable  to  “The 
Librarian  of  Congress.”

CARDS  FOR  GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS2 

§  1.  During  the  years  1901-5,  the  Library  of  Congress  printed, 
cards  for  a  considerable  number  of  the  more  important  mono¬ 
graphic  documents  issued  by  the  U.  S.  government,  for  a  few 
documents  issued  by  the  state  and  municipal  governments  of  the 
United  States,  and  for  a  few  foreign  documents.  Since  1906, 
cards  have  been  printed  for  all  of  the  more  important  mono¬ 
graphic  documents  issued  by  the  U.  S.  government,  and  for  an 
increasingly  large  percentage  of  those  issued  by  the  state  and 
municipal  governments  of  the  United  States.  Open  entry  cards 
have  been  printed  also  for  many  of  the  annual  reports  and  other 
serials.  Since  1907,  cards  have  been  printed  for  the  more  im¬ 
portant  documents  issued  by  the  British  government,  particularly 
for  the  British  Parliamentary  Papers,  and  for  an  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  documents  issued  by  other  foreign  governments. 

In  addition  to  cards  for  the  current  documents  named  above, 
cards  for  numerous  non-current  documents  have  been  added  to  the

several  foreign  countries  (see  Bulletin  15)  ;  (d)  by  printing  copy 
supplied  by  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Education  (see 
Bulletin  21). 


“AUTHOR  SETS”— “  DICTIONARY-CATALOG  SETS” 

^  2.  Individuals  ordering  cards  for  bibliographical  purposes 
ordinarily  desire  an  “author  set”  only,  i.  e.  one  copy  of  each  card. 
Libraries  usually  order  a  “dictionary-catalog  set,”  i.  e.  enough 
copies  of  each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  the  secondary 
entries1  for  a  dictionary  catalog  which  are  indicated  on  the  card. 
In  ordering  sets  of  cards,  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  specify 
whether  an  “author  set,”  a  “dictionary-catalog  set,”  or  some 
other  number  of  cards  is  desired. 

CLASSES  OF  CARDS  FOR  DOCUMENTS 

§  3.  For  convenience  in  filling  orders  already  received,  the 
cards  in  stock  for  documents  have  been  classified  as  indicated 
below.  The  number  of  cards  in  each  main  class  on  April  15, 

1A  small  fraction  of  the  cards  in  stock  for  documents  were  printed  be¬ 
fore  it  was  practicable  to  indicate  on  them  subject  entries.  In  the  case  of 
these  cards,  one  extra  copy  is  included  in  a  “dictionary-catalog  set”  for  use 
in  making  subject  entries.  The  number  of  copies  of  each  card  included  in 
a  dictionary-catalog  set  will  therefore  be :  one  card  for  the  main  entry, 
plus  one  card  for  each  subject  entry  indicated,  or  one  extra  card  if  no 
subject  entries  are  indicated,  plus  one  card  for  each  added  entry  indicated.

$1.  During  the  years  1901-5,  the  Library  of  Congress  printed 
cards  for  a  considerable  number  of  the  more  important  cur¬ 
rent  monographic  documents  issued  by  the  U.  S.  government, 
for  a  few  documents  issued  by  the  state  and  municipal  gov¬ 
ernments  of  the  United  States,  and  for  a  few  foieign  docu¬ 
ments.  Since  1906  cards  have  been  printed  for  all  of  the 
more  important  monographic  documents  issued  by  the  U.  S. 
government  and  for  a  very  large  percentage  of  such  docu¬ 
ments  issued  by  the  state  and  municipal  governments  of  the 
United  States.  Open-entry  cards  have  been  printed  also,  for 
many  of  the  annual  reports  and  other  documentary  serials. 
Since  1907  cards  have  been  printed  for  the  more  important 
documents  issued  by  the  British  government,  particularly  for 
the  British  Parliamentary  Papers,  and  for  an  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  documents  issued  by  other  foreign  governments. 

In  addition  to  cards  for  the  current  documents  named  above, 
cards  for  numerous  noncurrent  documents  have  been  added  to 
the  stock,  covering  documents  shelved  with  other,  recataloged 
publications  and  analytical  entries  for  the  following: 

a  Publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  (See  Bulletin  14.) 

b.  Publications  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  the  state  geological  surveys, 

and  most  foreign  surveys.  (See  Bulletin  15.) 

c.  Publications  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Education.  (See  Bulletin  21.) 

d.  Publications  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  the  U.  S.  National  Museum. 

(See  Bulletin  23.) 

e.  Series  of  publications  issued  by  other  offices  of  the  U.  S.  government  and 

by  universities  and  government  offices  of  the  several  states.  (See  under 

United  States  in  Bulletin  16-19.)

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CLASSES  OF  CARDS  FOR  DOCUMENTS 

§2.  The  cards  in  stock  for  documents  are  classified  as  indi¬ 
cated  below.  The  number  of  cards  in  each  class  on  January 
1,  1924,  is  given  in  round  numbers.  The  approximate  number 
of  cards  in  any  class  or  subclass  at  any  date  will  be  furnished 
on  application. 

1.  U.  S.  government  documents,  about  45,500  cards. 

2.  Documents  issued  by  the  states,1  territories,  and  insular  possessions  of  the 

United  States,  about  32,000  cards.  Number  for  documents  issued  by  each 

state  furnished  on  application. 

3.  Documents  issued  by  the  federal  and  provincial  governments  of  Canada, 

about  2,500  cards. 

4.  Documents  issued  by  the  governments  of  Mexico,  Central  and  South 

America,  and  the  West  Indies,  about  4,850  cards. 

5.  Documents  issued  by  the  British  government¬ 

al  British  Parliamentary  Papers,  about  2,800  cards. 

b.  Other  British  official  documents,  about  5,100  cards. 

6.  Documents  of  British  colonies  (other  than  American),  about  5,100  cards. 

7.  Documents  issued  by  other  foreign  governments,  about  12,900  cards. 

8.  Documents  issued  by  municipal  governments — 

a.  Of  United  States  and  Canada,  about  3,500  cards. 

b.  Of  Latin  American  countries,  about  200  cards. 

c.  Of  British  Empire  (excluding  Canada),  about  625  cards. 

d.  Of  other  foreign  countries,  about  850  cards. 

CARDS  CORRESPONDING  TO  SHIPMENTS  OF  U.  S.  DOCUMENTS  TO 

DEPOSITORIES 

§3.  For  the  convenience  of  libraries  which  are  depositories 
for  full  sets  of  U.  S.  documents,  orders  are  accepted  for  cards 
corresponding  to  the  shipments  of  documents  to  the  deposi¬ 
tories  as  itemized  in  the  “ Depository  Invoice' ’  sent  out  at  the 
close  of  each  month  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  documents  sent  out  yearly  in 
these,  shipments  are  annual  reports  and  other  publications  of 
a  serial  character,  most  of  which  are  covered  only  by  an  open- 
entry  card  for  the  set.  The  open-entry  card  for  such  sets 
will  be  included  in  the  monthly  shipments  only  when  the  issue 
included  in  the  shipment  of  that  month  is  the  first  of  the  set, 
the  assumption  being  that  the  library  has  already  obtained 
open-entry  cards  previously  issued. 

As  a  rule  the  printed  card  is  not  ready  for  distribution  until 
about  a  month  after  the  document  reaches  L.  C. ;  consequently 
cards  for  part  of  the  documents  received  during  a  given  month 
will  not  come  to  hand  until  the  beginning  of  the  second  month 
following. 

Of  the  cards  in  stock  for  state  publications,  about  5,600  are  for  publications 
of  state  universities,  colleges,  normal  schools,  and  societies.  These  will  be  ex¬ 
cluded  from  sets,  if  desired. 
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If  analytics  for  publications  included  in  the  serially  num¬ 
bered  bound  volumes  of  the  Congressional  set  are  desired  this 
should  be  specified. 

If  a  library  desiring  to  order  in  this  way  already  has  a 
standing  order  for  cards  for  all  publications  issued  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  these  will  be  excepted. 

By  observing  closely  the  list  of  series  of  U.  S.  documents 
being  analyzed  by  L.  C.  given  in  Bulletin  14,  15,  16-19  (and  its 
supplements),  21,  23,  catalogers  will  know  for  what  documents 
cards  will  come  eventually. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS  FOR  DOCUMENTS 

§4.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  affects  only  the  4 ‘first  copy  of  the  card”. 
The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the 
same  time  with  the  first  is  always  $.015  each. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  in  the  first  two 
groups  listed  in  §2  is  $.025.  The  price  of  the  first  card,  in 
groups  3-8  is  $.03.  The  price  of  cards  sent  in  continuation 
of  any  group  is  $.03. 

The  price  of  the  first  card  for  documents  when  ordered 
otherwise  than  in  sets  is  the  same  as  the  price  of  cards  for 
other  publications,  viz. :  $.045  if  ordered  by  author  and  title ; 
$.025  if  ordered  by  card  number ;  $.03  if  ordered  by  series. 
(See  §6) 

METHOD  OF  ORDERING  SETS  OF  CARDS  FOR  DOCUMENTS 

§5.  Orders  may  be  given  in  the  form  of  a  letter  or  note,  e.  g.  : 

“Please  send  to  this  library  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  all  cards  in  stock  for 
U.  S.  documents  and  all  cards  printed  hereafter,  excluding  hearings  not  in  the 
numbered  document  series.  Please  include  as  part  of  the  set  cards  for  publica¬ 
tions  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  with  headings  for  secondary  entries 
already  supplied.” 

“Please  enter  my  name  for  a  subscription  to  one  copy  of  each  card  printed 
hereafter  for  current  documents  of  the  state  of  New  York.” 

ORDERS  FOR  CARDS  FOR  DOCUMENTS  OTHER  THAN  IN  SETS 

§6.  Cards  may  be  ordered  for  individual  documents  in  the 
same  way  as  for  other  publications,  by  author  and  title,  by 
card  number,  or  by  series.  Since  January,  1906,  L.  C.  card 
numbers  have  been  given  in  the  Monthly  Catalogue  of  U.  S. 
Public  Documents  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of  Docu¬ 
ments;  since  January,  1910,  they  have  been  given  in  the 
“Monthly  Check-list  of  State  Publications”  issued  by  the 
Division  of  Documents  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  A  full 
list  of  the  series  published  by  the  departments  and  bureaus  of 
the  U.  S.  government  for  which  cards  are  being  regularly 
printed  is  given  in  Bulletin  16-19  and  its  supplements.  Cards 
for  these  series  may  be  ordered  in  the  same  way  as  cards 
for  other  series.  (See  Bulletin  16-19.) 
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PAYMENT 

§7.  Institutions  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for 
the  cards  noted  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay  for  others.  Indi¬ 
viduals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for  cards  in  advance 
and  should  inquire  price  of  cards  and  amount  of  deposit  re¬ 
quired  before  sending  money.

§8.  Further  information  as  to  the  cards  printed  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  is  given  in  the  pamphlet  “L.  C.  Printed 
Cards;  how  to  order  and  use  them”.

§1.  The  cards  prepared  by  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  cataloging  the  publications  of  that  Department  are  now 
being  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Questions  as  to  the  form  or  the  facts  exhibited  by  any  entry  should 
be  addressed  to  “The  Librarian  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.” 
All  questions  relating  to  the  distribution  of  the  cards  should  be  ad¬ 
dressed  to  “The' Librarian  of  Congress.” 

The  cards  are  numbered  into  the  regular  series  which  the  Library 
of  Congress  has  been  printing  for  the  Library  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  since  1903,  e.  g.  Agr  6-300.  The  series  is  conveniently 
referred  to  as  “Agr.”  series. 

SUPPLIED  FREE  TO  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGES  AND  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS 

§2.  Sets  of  cards  for  the  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  will  continue  to  be  sent,  at  the  expense  of  that  Department,  to 
agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations.  Applications  from  such 
institutions  for  sets  of  the  cards  to  be  supplied  at  the  expense  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  should  be  addressed  to  “The  Librarian  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.” 

COMPLETE  SETS  WITH  HEADINGS  PRINTED  FOR  SECONDARY  ENTRIES;  AUTHOR  SETS 

§3.  The  cards  supplied  to  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  sta¬ 
tions  will  have  headings  already  supplied  at  the  top  for  subject  and 
added  entries.  Others  can  obtain  the  cards  in  “complete  sets”  (see 
§8)  with  headings  supplied  by  subscribing  for  them  in  advance  of 
printing.  For  a  time,  while  the  actual  demand  for  complete  sets  with 
headings  supplied  is  being  ascertained,  a  limited  number  of  such  sets 
will  be  printed  and  carried  in  stock.  It  is  probable  that  after  August 
1,  1906,  cards  with  headings  supplied  for  secondary  entries  will  be 
carried  in  stock  for  the  Farmers’  Bulletins  and  the  Yearbook  only 
(see  §6) 

Those  desiring  the  cards  for  bibliographical  purposes  only  may  find 
that  an  “author  set”  (i.  e.  one  copy  of  the  main  author  entry  card  for 
each  publication)  will  meet  their  needs. 

SUPPLIED  IN  SETS  IN  THE  INDEX  SIZE 

§4.  The  cards  are  so  printed  that  they  can  be  cut  to  the  32°  or  index 
size  (5  x  12-icm).  Cards  supplied  in  sets  for  current  publications  in 
all  of  the  series  listed  in  §5,  or  in  sets  for  the  Farmers’  Bulletins  and 
Yearbooks,  will  be  supplied  in  either  the  regular  33°  size  (7-1  x  12-icm) 
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or  in  the  32°  size,  as  preferred.  But  cards  ordered  in  less  than  full 
sets  will  be  supplied  only  in  the  regular  33°  size.  Unless  the  32°  is 
especially  requested,  the  33°  size  will  be  sent. 

SERIES  FOR  WHICH  CARDS  ARE  TO  BE  DISTRIBUTED 

§5.  The  printing  and  distributing  of  cards  under  this  arrangement 
will  begin  at  the  point  at  which  the  distribution  in  sets  by  the  Library 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  discontinued  as  indicated  in  the 
list  immediately  following.  The  numbers  in  each  series  for  which 
cards  have  been  distributed  already  by  the  Library  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  are  indicated  at  the  left  of  ||,  those  for  which  cards  are 
to  be  distributed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  are  indicated  at  the  right 
of  1 1 .  If  a  number  is  bracketed  it  indicates  that  no  card  was  printed 
for  it.

§6.  Cards  with  headings  already  printed  for  secondary  entries  will 
be  kept  in  stock  for  the  “Farmers’  Bulletins”  from  No.  227  on  and 
for  the  “Yearbook"  from  1905  on.  If  there  is  a  sufficient  demand  to 
justify  the  expenditure,  cards  for  Farmers’  Bulletins  1-226  and  for 
Yearbooks  1894-1904  will  be  reprinted  and  carried  in  stock.  Libra¬ 
ries  which  desire  to  obtain  sets  of  cards  for  these  publications  arc 
requested  to  so  inform  the  Library  of  Congress. 

CARDS  FOR  EARLIER  ISSUES  IN  OTHER  SERIES 

§7.  Cards  are  not  nozv  in  stock,  either  at  the  Library  of  Congress 
or  at  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  for  publications 
in  the  series  listed  in  §5,  the  numbers  for  which  are  given  at  the  left 
of  || .  It  is  possible  that,  in  addition  to  cards  in  sets  for  the  Farmers’ 
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Bulletins  and  the  Yearbooks,  main  entry  cards  will  be  printed  for  the 
earlier  issues  of  other  series.  Libraries  desiring-  to  obtain  sets  of 
cards  for  any  of  these  are  invited  to  file  requests  for  the  same. 

CARDS  FOR  ADDITIONAL  SERIES 

§8.  Cards  will  probably  be  printed  and  distributed  later  for  a  few 
additional  series  of  publications  (now  current  or  which  may  be  started 
later)  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Such  cards,  if  issued, 
will  be  included  in  “sets”  of  cards  supplied  for  publications  of  this 
department. 

NUMBER  OF  CARDS  INCLUDED  IN  COMPLETE  SETS;  EXTRA  CARDS 

§9.  The  cards  now  being  printed  for  publications  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  have  the  necessary  subject  and  added  entries  indicated 
on  them  in  every  case. 

When  these  cards  are  supplied  in  “complete  sets,”  unless  a  different 
number  of  cards  is  requested,  one  card  is  supplied  for  the  main  entry 
and  one  card  for  each  secondary  entry  indicated  on  the  card. 

Title  entry  is  included  in  the  added  entries  indicated,  but  has  been 
judged  necessary  in  the  case  of  a  small  percentage  only  of  the  publica¬ 
tions  for  which  cards  have  thus  far  been  printed. 

If  a  card  is  desired  for  each  title,  or  if  for  any  other  reason  extra 
copies  of  cards  included  in  a  set  are  desired,  these  can  be  obtained  with 
the  set  at  ic.  each  (see  §10). 

PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§10.  Variation  in  the  price  of  L.  C.  cards  affects  only  the  “first 
card.”  The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  the  card  for  any  publica¬ 
tion,  supplied  at  the  same  time  with  the  first,  is  always  4 c . 

If  the  order  is  for  a  “complete  set”  or  an  “author  set”  of  all  the  cards 
issued  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  included  will  be  lc.  No  extra 
charge  will  be  made  for  printing  the  headings  on  cards  for  secondary 
entries  which  are  included  in  completed  sets  (see  §3) 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  included  in  a  “complete  set” 
or  “author  set”  of  cards  for  the  Farmers’  Bulletins  or  the  Yearbook 
will  be  lc. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  for  any  of  the  other 
series  of  publications  listed  in  §5  will  be  2c.,  as  usual. 

Extra  copies  of  cards  included  in  sets  can  be  ordered  with  the  set  at 
the  usual  price  of  -J-.c. 

If  cards  are  ordered  for  individual  publications,  the  usual  price  will 
be  charged  for  the  first  card,  viz,  2-1  c.  if  ordered  by  author  and  title, 
2c.  if  ordered  by  card  number. 

PAYMENT  FOR  CARDS 

§11.  The  most  satisfactory  method  of  paying  for  cards  is  to  make  a 
deposit  of  $1  or  more  according  to  the  amount  of  cards  to  be  pur¬ 
chased.  The  initial  deposit  should  be  large  enough  to  cover  cost  of 
cards  Called  for  by  initial  shipment  and  leave  a  margin  to  cover  cost

of  future  shipments.  When  the  deposit  is  exhausted,  a  notice  to  that 
effect  will  be  sent.  Remittances  should  be  made  payable  to  “The 
Librarian  of  Congress.” 

SHIPMENT  OF  CARDS 

§12.  Shipments  of  the  cards  in  sets  to  agricultural  colleges  and 
experiment  stations  will  be  made  monthly.  Shipments  to  purchasers 
of  sets  of  the  cards  will  be  sent  at  the  same  time. 

CARD  NUMBERS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

§13.  Card  numbers  for  the  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  with  those  for  publications  of  other  Departments,  have  been 
printed  in  the  monthly  Catalog  of  U.  S.  Public  Documents,  issued  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  since  January,  1906.  Following 
the  card  number  (with  a  slanting  line  between  the  two)  is  given  a 
number  indicating  the  number  of  cards  required  for  the  main  entry  and 
the  added  entries  suggested  on  the  card  for  the  document  in  question. 
To  order  cards  it  is  necessary  merely  to  give  the  card  number  and  the 
number  following,  e.  g.,  Agr  6-300/2.  For  full  explanation  of  other 
methods  of  indicating  number  of  cards  wanted,  see  Bulletin  No.  12. 

NAMES  OF  BUREAUS  AND  DEPARTMENTS  GIVEN  IN  THEIR  NATURAL  ORDER 

§14.  When  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  any  of  its 
subdivisions  is  given  in  the  heading  or  series  note  on  the  cards,  it  will 
be  given  in  its  natural  order,  e.  g.,  “U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture.  Bu¬ 
reau  of  animal  industry.”  As  the  number  of  cards  already  sent  out  by 
the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  having  name  of  depart¬ 
ment  and  its  subdivisions  inverted  in  the  heading  is  small,  libraries  will 
probably  find  it  best  to  change  the  headings  of  cards  now  in  their  cata¬ 
logs  to  make  them  agree  with  those  which  will  hereafter  be  sent  out 
by  the  Library  of  Congress. 

CARD  INDEX  OF  EXPERIMENT  STATION  LITERATURE  NOT  INCLUDED 

§15.  The  Card  Index  of  Experiment  Station  Literature  is  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  cards  to  be  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Library  of 
Congress.  These  are  distributed  by  the  Office  of  Experiment  Sta¬ 
tions.  All  enquiries  as  to  them  should  be  addressed  to  the  “Director 
of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  Washington,  D.  C.” 

CARDS  FOR  ACCESSIONS  TO  THE  LIBRARY  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

§16.  The  Library  of  Congress  has  been  printing  cards  from  copy 
supplied  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  books 
added  to  that  library  since  1903.  The  card  numbers  for  these  are 
printed  in  the  quarterly  list  of  “Accessions  to  the  Department  Libra¬ 
ry,”  published  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

L.  C.  Cards  are  in  stock,  as  a  matter  of  course,  for  books  on  agricul¬ 
ture  copyrighted  in  the  United  States  since  July,  1898.  Libraries  may 
count  on  obtaining  a  satisfactory  percentage  of  cards  from  orders 
made  up  of  titles  on  agriculture  and  related  topics,  representing  copy¬ 
righted  books  published  since  1898  and  non-copyrighted  books  pub¬ 
lished  since  1903. 
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CARDS  FOR  THE  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  U.  S.  DEPART¬ 
MENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  FOR  OTHER 
PUBLICATIONS  ON  AGRICULTURE

§  1.  The  cards  prepared  by  the  Library  of  the  LL  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  cataloging  the  publications  of  that  department 2 
iave  been  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  since 
January  1,  1906.  The  majority  of  these  cards  are  for  publications 
issued  since  January,  1906,  but  the  cards  originally  printed  by  the 
Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  Farmers’  Bulle¬ 
tins,  the  Yearbooks,  the  publications  of  the  Forest  Service,  and  the 
publications  of  the  Bureaus  of  Animal  Industry,  Chemistry,  Plant 
industry  (including  the  offices  which  preceded  it),  and  Soils  have 
been  reprinted  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  added  to  its  stocky 
30  that  cards  can  now  be  furnished  for  these  series  complete.  Com¬ 
plete  sets  of  cards  can  also  be  supplied  for  a  number  of  series  for 
which  no  cards  had  been  printed  before  1906,  or  which  have  been 
darted  since  January,  1906. 

The  remainder  of  the  cards  printed  by  the  Library  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  before  1906  are  to  be  reprinted  by  the  Library 
pf  Congress.  By  December,  1909,  it  is  expected  that  all  of  the  pub¬ 
lications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  which  analytical  cards 
have  ever  been  printed  will  be  represented  in  the  stock  of  cards  at 
the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  cards  are  numbered  into  the  regular  series  which  the  Library 
pf  Congress  has  been  printing  for  the  Library  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  since  1902,  e.  g.,  Agr.  6-300.  The  series  is  conven¬ 
iently  referred  to  as  the  “Agr.”  series.

Hence  no  attempt  is  made  to 
indicate  that  a  number  is  not  yet  published,  or  forms  a  part  of  an  incomplete  publication  for  which  no  card  has 
yet  been  issued,  or  is  not  to  be  cataloged  with  a  printed  card  because  it  was  issued  for  official  use  only. 
Information  as  to  such  facts,  when  deemed  necessary,  is  supplied  in  separate  form  with  shipments  of  cards.

“AUTHOR  SETS,”  “  DICTIONARY=CATALOG  SETS” 

§  3.  Specialists  ordering  the  cards  for  bibliographical  purposes, 
ordinarily  desire  an  “author  set'1  only,  i.  e.;  one  copy  of  each  card. 
Libraries  having  full  sets  of  the  publications  usually  order  a  “dic¬ 
tionary-catalog  set/’  i.  e.,  enough  copies  of  each  card  to  cover  the 
main  entry  and  the  secondary  entries  1  for  a  dictionary  catalog  which 
are  indicated  on  the  card.  In  ordering  sets  of  cards  it  is  therefore 
necessary  to  specify  whether  an  author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog 
set  is  desired. 


1  In  the  case  of  cards  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  title  entry  is  included  in. 
the  added  entries  indicated,  if  the  title  in  question  is  “striking  or  memorable.”  Title  entry  is  not  included 
in  the  secondary  entries  indicated  on  other  cards  in  the  Agr.  series. 
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HEADINGS  ALREADY  SUPPLIED  FOR  SECONDARY  ENTRIES 

§  4.  As  a  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  main  entry  cards  only; 
but  an  exception  has  been  made  in  the  case  of  the  cards  for  publica¬ 
tions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Cards  for  secondary  entries 
with  headings  already  supplied  are  carried  in  stock  in  the  case  of  all 
cards  printed  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  headings  are  printed  in  black  ink.  Cards  can  not  be  supplied 
with  subject  headings  in  red.  Libraries  which  desire  to  have  subject 
headings  in  red  should  either  order  a  “  dictionary-catalog  set”  of 
main  entry  cards  and  then  add  the  headings  for  subject  entries  in 
red  and  those  for  the  remaining  secondary  entries  in  black,  or  order 
a  dictionary-catalog  set  with  headings  supplied  for  secondary  entries 
except  subject  entries,  with  enough  additional  main  entry  cards  to 
cover  subject  entries.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  cards  for  second¬ 
ary  entries  included  in  dictionary-catalog  sets  will  have  headings 
already  supplied  in  black. 

CARDS  IN  THE  INDEX  SIZE 

§  5.  The  cards  printed  for  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  are  carried  in  stock  only  in  the  regular  33°  size,  but  those 
printed  for  publications  issued  since  1906,  and  for  the  entire  file  of 
Farmers’  Bulletins  and  Yearbooks  are  so  printed  that  they  can  be 
cut  to  the  32°  or  index  size,  if  desired,  without  cutting  away  any 
of  the  text.  The  cards  which  are  being  reprinted  for  other  publi¬ 
cations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  not  printed  wnth  a 
view  to  cutting  them  to  the  32°  size,  but  they  can  be  cut  to  that 
size  v/ithout  cutting  away  essential  portions  of  the  text  in  any 
considerable  percentage  of  cases,  provided  that  when  the  card  is 
very  full  a  portion  be  first  cut  from  the  upper  margin  of  the  card. 
But  libraries  which  contemplate  acquiring  a  set  of  these  cards  are 
strongly  advised  to  adopt  the  standard  33°  size.  A  number  of 
libraries,  which  previous  to  1906  received  cards  from  the  Library 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  32°  size,  have  decided 
to  purchase  cards  in  the  33°  size  in  continuation  of  the  set  and  to 
replace  the  earlier  cards  as  fast  as  the  corresponding  33°  size  cards 
become  available. 

METHOD  OF  ORDERING  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  U.  S.  DEPARTMENT 

OF  AGRICULTURE 

§  6.  Libraries  which  obtain  practically  all  of  the  publications  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  find  it  economical  to  order  a 
set  of  cards  for  all  of  them,  because  the  price  per  card  is  consider¬ 
ably  lower  if  the  entire  set  is  taken  (see  §  9).  Cards  may,  however, 
be  ordered  bv  series  for  &i\y  of  the  series  listed  in  §  2. 
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Order  may  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  note,  or  order 
slip.  As  may  be  inferred  from  §§3-5  above,  orders  for  cards  for  pub¬ 
lications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  admit  of  a  number  of 
variations.  Correspondence  will  be  saved  if  subscribers  specify  care¬ 
fully  in  their  orders  what  cards  are  wanted. 

Two  sample  orders  are  given  below  which  cover  the  usual  varia¬ 
tions.

OTHER  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE;  OTHER  METHODS  OF  ORDERING 

§  7.  Although  neither  the  collection  of  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
Agriculture  nor  that  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  been  to 
any  considerable  extent  recataloged  with  printed  cards,  there  are 
now  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  in  addition  to  about  2,500 
cards  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  about 
10,000  printed  cards  on  agriculture  comprising:  (a)  Cards  for  copy¬ 
righted  books  received  by  the  Library  of  Congress  since  1898;  ( b ) 
cards  for  accessions  by  purchase,  gift,  or  exchange  which  have  come 
to  the  Library  of  Congress  since  1901  and  to  the  Library  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  since  1902;  (c)  cards  for  recataloged  books 
on  entomology  (bulk  of  collection  at  both  libraries  being  now  cov¬ 
ered);  (d)  cards  for  other  books  recataloged  at  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress,  consisting  chiefly  of  earlier  editions  of  books  recataloged  along 
with  later  editions  currently  received;  (e)  analytical  cards  issued  for 
three  important  foreign  agricultural  periodicals.2 

1  Cards  supplied  in  continuation  of  purchased  sets  of  Agr.  cards  will  hereafter  be  sent  weekly.  Cards 
supplied  in  continuation  of  the  sets  sent  to  land-grant  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  (see 
§  10,  footnote  2,  end)  will  hereafter  be  sent  biweekly. 

2  A  full  statement  as  to  cards  for  these  three  periodicals  is  given  in  Bulletin  9  of  the  Card  Section,  but 
for  the  convenience  of  those  who  have  not  access  to  that  bulletin  the  essent  ial  facts  are  repeated  here.  Prices 
of  sets  are  corrected  to  May  1,  1909:

Headings  for  secondary  entries  are  indicated  on  these  cards,  but  cards  with  headings  already  supplied 
for  secondary  entries  can  not  be  supplied.  Headings  for  secondary  entries  must  be  added  after  cards  are 

received. 
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In  addition  to  orders  by  series  (see  §  6),  cards  in  stock  on  agricul¬ 
ture  can  be  ordered  by  “ author  and  title,”  by  “card  number/’1  or  by 
“subject.”  The  first  two  methods  of  ordering  are  used  chiefly  by 
libraries  and  are  fully  described  in  the  Handbook  of  C  ard  Distribu¬ 
tion.  Orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for  cards  on  any  topic  in 
agriculture  which  can  be  specifically  defined.  Such  orders  may  be 
restricted  quantitatively  in  various  ways,  e.  g.,  “Cards  for  all  books 
on  dairying  published  since  1900,”  but  can  not  be  restricted  qualita¬ 
tively,  e.  g.,  “Cards  for  the  more  important  works  on  dairying.” 

PROOF  SHEETS  OF  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§  8.  Before  the  cards  are  printed  sets  of  proof  sheets  are  struck  off. 
As  the  entries  on  the  proof  sheets  are  classified,  it  is  possible  to  sub¬ 
scribe  to  the  proof  sheets  on  a  particular  subject.  Under  the  head¬ 
ing  “Titles  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture”  and  “Plant 
and  animal  industry”  about  400  strips  of  proof  (five  titles  to  the  strip, 
usually)  have  been  issued  per  }mar,  on  the  average,  since  1903. 
Under  these  headings  appear  the  bulk1  of  the  titles  in  which  special¬ 
ists  in  agriculture  would  be  interested.  Proof  sheets  are  supplied  ini 
white  paper  or  in  rope  manila  paper,  as  preferred.  The  latter  is  much 
more  durable,  but  is  about  one- third  thicker.  Entries  on  the  proof 
sheets  are  laid  out  card  size  so  that  they  can  be  advantageously 
clipped  to  card  size.  Back  sets  or  the  proof  sheets  for  agriculture  can 
not  be  supplied  except  as  included  in  full  sets  of  all  of  the  proof  sheets 
issued  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  Current  subscriptions  to  the 
proof  sheets  may  begin  at  any  time.  The  price  per  sheet  is  lc. 

Although  less  satisfactory  than  cards  for  most  uses,  the  proof  sheets 
furnish  a  much  less  expensive  record  of  the  new  books  on  agriculture 
received  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  Library  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS  I 

§  9.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the  Library 
of  Congress  affects  only  the  “first  copy  of  the  card;’  the  charge 
for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the  same  time  wit! 
the  first  is  always  \  c.  each. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  for  an  “autho 
set”  or  a  “dictionary-catalog  set”  of  all  the  cards  in  stock  fo 

i  Card  numbers  for  the  current  accessions  to  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  havj 
been  given  since  1902  in  “Accessions  to  the  Department  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
issued’  quarterly  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  its  series  of  numbered  bulletins;  sine 
1906  they  have  been  given  also  in  “Monthly  Catalogue  of  U.  S.  Public  Documents,”  issued  by  the  Su; 
perintendent  of  Documents.  Card  numbers  so  far  as  available  were  given  in  “Catalogue  of  publicatior 
relating  to  entomology  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,”  being  number  55  of  tfc 
series  of  bulletins  referred  to  above. 

In  addition  to  the  traveling  dictionary-catalog  of  cards  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agi, 
culture  mentioned  in  §  12,  a  traveling  author  catalog  will  be  ready  by  the  end  of  1909,  containing  one  copj 
of  each  card  in  stock  on  agriculture,  designed  to  be  used  in  ordering  cards  by  number.

price  of  the  first  copy  of  cards  supplied  in  continuation  of  such  a 
set  is  also  1  c.1 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  an  author  or 
dictionary-catalog  set  of  cards  for  the  Farmers’  Bulletins  or  Year¬ 
books  is  1  c.  The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in 
continuation  of  a  set  for  the  Yearbooks  is  1  c.,  in  continuation  of 
a,  set  for  the  Farmers’  Bulletins,  2  c. 

The  price  of  the  first  card  in  the  case  of  orders  for  cards  for  any 
pf  the  other  series  named  in  §  2  is  2  c.;  both  in  the  case  of  cards  in 
stock  and  cards  supplied  in  continuation  of  the  set. 

The  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  with  the 
work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the  number  called 
for  by  the  order.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  included 
in  an  author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set 2  of  all  cards  in  stock 
pn  agriculture  would  be  1  c. 

The  usual  price  is  charged  for  the  first  card  for  publications  relat¬ 
ing  to  agriculture  when  ordered  by  card  number  or  by  author  and 
title,  viz,  2  c.  if  ordered  by  number,  2\  c.  if  ordered  by  author  and 
title  (for  further  informafion,  see  Handbook).  (For  price  of  proof 
sheets,  see  §  8.) 

PAYMENT  FOR  CARDS 

§  1 0.  Institutions  which  are  already  ordering  cards  for  other  pur¬ 
poses  should  pay  for  the  cards  noted  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay  for 
others.  Other  institutions  are  requested  to  pay  for  cards  in  advance 
if  practicable;  if  not  practicable,  payment  may  be  made  at  intervals 
and  bills  will  be  rendered  as  desired. 

Payment  in  advance  is  required  in  the  case  of  individuals  ordering 
cards  for  their  own  use.  If  an  individual  desires  to  order  cards  for 
one  of  the  series  of  publications  named  in  §  2  without  continuation, 
the  price  of  the  set  to  date  should  be  ascertained  and  the  exact  amount 
remitted.  But  if  the  order  is  to  be  for  a  set  with  continuation,  an 
amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  set  to  date,  plus  a  margin 
sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  current  shipments  for  at  least  three 
months,  should  be  sent. 


1  Books  on  agriculture  from  the  historical  and  economic  side  are  classed  in  the  Social  Sciences  and 
entries  for  such  books  consequently  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  the  Social  Sciences.  Entries  for  publi¬ 
cations  which  relate  to  the  technical  side  of  irrigation  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Technology.  Entries 
for  bibliographies  of  agricultural  topics  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Bibliography.  Works  which  are 
of  direct  interest  to  specialists  in  agriculture  also  occasionally  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Botany, 
Chemistry,  Science,  and  Zoology. 

2  A  full  author  set  of  the  cards  now  in  stock  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
contains  about  2,500  cards  and  therefore  costs  about  $25.  It  is  estimated  that  when  the  remainder  of  the 
earlier  cards  are  reprinted  and  added  to  the  set,  it  will  contain  about  5,000  cards  and  will  therefore  cost 
about  $50.  A  dictionary-catalog  set  contains  on  the  average  about  21  times  as  many  cards  as  an  author 
set.  The  cost  of  the  dictionary-catalog  set  at  present  is  about  $45.  The  cost  of  the  complete  dictionary- 
catalog  set  at  the  end  of  1909  will  probably  be  between  $90  and  $100. 

Sets  of  cards  for  the  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  being  supplied  gratis  to  “land 
grant”  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations,  at  the  expense  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Correspondence  in  regard  to  these  sets  should  be  addressed  to  “The  Librarian  of  the  Department  of  Ag¬ 
riculture.” 


If  an  individual  desires  to  place  an  order  bv  subject,  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  cards  should  be  obtained  before  any  remittance  is  made. 
Full  directions  as  to  payment  will  be  supplied  with  the  estimate. 

ARRANGEMENT  OF  FILES  OF  AGR.  CARDS 

§11.  The  cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
now  being  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  like  those  formerly 
sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  are  designed 
to  be  arranged  in  a  dictionary  catalog  of  the  usual  form.  As  this 
form  of  catalog  is  almost  universal  in  American  libraries  no  sugges¬ 
tions  as  to  the  general  arrangement  of  the  cards  are  offered,  but  two 
items  connected  with  the  arrangement  of  these  cards  call  for  special 
explanation. 

1.  On  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress  since  1906,  the  names  of 

bureaus  and  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  given  in  their  natural 
order  (e.  g.,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Bureau  of  Chemistry),  while  on  the 
cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  the  name  of  the 
bureau  was  inverted  to  bring  the  significant  word  first  (e.  g.,  U.  S. - Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture - Chemistry,  Bureau  of).  Libraries  are  advised  to  change 

heading?  on  old  cards  to  agree  with  those  on  new,  so  that  all  the  entries  under  a 
bureau  or  division  will  come  together. 

2.  Cards  are  occasionally  sent  out  to  replace  cards  already  in  the  file.  Such 
cards  are  marked  “cancel”  when  the  original  card  contained  an  error,  “addi¬ 
tions”  when  the  new  card  merely  contains  additional  information.  When  a 
card  is  received  marked  either  “cancel”  or  “additions”  it  should  be  placed 
in  the  file  and  the  defective  card  having  the  same  card  number  removed.  If  the 
heading  of  the  new  card  is  practically  the  same  as  that  of  the  old,  no  special  expla¬ 
nation  is  sent  because  filer  can  readily  locate  old  card  by  a  little  searching.  But 
if  the  heading  is  essentially  changed,  an  explanation  is  now  sent  with  the  card 
to  enable  filer  to  locate  original  card.  If  original  card  is  to  be  removed  in  favor 
of  a  new  card  having  a  different  number,  explanation  to  this  effect  accompanies 
the  new  card. 

VERIFYING  FILES  OF  AGR.  CARDS 

§  12.  When  the  remainder  of  the  cards  printed  by  the  Library  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  have  been  reprinted  and  added  to 
the  stock  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  provision  will  be  made  for 
verifying  and  revising  the  files  of  cards  now  located  in  the  libraries 
and  experiment  stations  by  preparing  a  traveling  catalog  showing 
the  cards  which  should  be  in  the  set  and  the  arrangement  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
expense  of  verifying  a  file  of  the  cards  by  the  use  of  this  catalog 
will  be  the  usual  expense  involved  in  using  a  traveling  catalog  (see 
Bulletin  10  of  the  Card  Section),  viz,  the  payment  of  the  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  the  catalog  from  and  to  the  Library  of 
Congress.  If  a  number  of  libraries  apply  for  the  catalog,  so  that  a 
circuit  can  be  arranged,  the  expense  for  transportation  will  be  small.

Besides  printing  cards  for  all  of  the  publications  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  issued  since  January,  1906,  the  Library  of 
Congress  has  now  reprinted  the  cards 3  previously  printed  and  dis- 
ributed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Analytical  cards  are  now 
n  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress  for  most  of  the  publications  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  which  it  is  practicable  to  print  such 
:ards.4 

The  cards  are  numbered  into  the  regular  series  which  the  Library  of 
Congress  has  been  printing  for  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
:ulture  since  1902,  e.  g.  Agr.  6-300.  The  series  is  conveniently  re- 
:erred  to  as  the  “Agr.”  series.

When  two  numbers  are  connected  by  a 
dash  it  indicates  that  cards  are  in  stock  for  the  two  numbers  and  all 
numbers  between  and  that  the  series  closed  with  number  following 
dash.  Date  preceding  the  dash  indicates  the  date  of  publication  of  the 
first  number  covered  by  cards  in  stock;  date  following  the  dash  indi¬ 
cates  the  date  of  publication  of  the  last  number  in  a  closed  series.

“AUTHOR  SETS,”  “DICTIONARY-CATALOG  SETS” 

§  3.  Specialists  ordering  the  cards  for  bibliographical  purposes,  ordi¬ 
narily  desire  an  “author  set”  only,  i.  e.  one  copy  of  each  card.  Libraries 
having  full  sets  of  the  publications  usually  order  a  “dictionary-catalog 
set,”  i.  e.  enough  copies  of  each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  the 
secondary  entries  1  for  a  dictionary  catalog  which  are  indicated  on  the 
card.  In  ordering  sets  of  cards  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  specify 
whether  an  author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  is  desired. 

1  In  the  case  of  cards  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  title 
entry  is  included  in  the  added  entries  indicated,  if  the  title  in  question  is  stiiking  oi 
memorable.”  Title  entry  for  such  titles  was  not  included  in  the  secondary  entries  indi¬ 
cated  on  other  cards  in  the  Agr.  series  until  11)12.  Since  that  date  they  have  been 

included. 
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HEADINGS  ALREADY  SUPPLIED  FOR  SECONDARY  ENTRIES 

§  4.  Asa  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  main  entry  cards  only; 
but  an  exception  has  been  made  in  the  case  of  the  cards  for  publications 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Cards  for  secondary  entries  with 
headings  already  supplied  are  carried  in  stock  in  the  case  of  all  cards 
printed  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  head¬ 
ings  are  printed  in  black  ink  (lower  case,  imitation  pica  typewriter).1 
Cards  can  not  be  supplied  with  subject  headings  in  red.  Libraries 
which  desire  to  have  subject  headings  in  red  should  either  order  a  dic¬ 
tionary-catalog  set  of  main  entry  cards  and  then  add  the  headings  for 
subject  entries  in  red  and  those  for  the  remaining  secondary  entries  in 
black,  or  order  a  dictionary-catalog  set  with  headings  supplied  for  sec¬ 
ondary  entries  except  subject  entries,  with  enough  additional  main 
entry  cards  to  cover  subject  entries.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  cards 
for  secondary  entries  included  in  dictionary-catalog  sets  will  have  head¬ 
ings  already  supplied  in  black.1 

CARDS  IN  THE  INDEX  SIZE 

§  5.  The  cards  printed  for  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  are  carried  in  stock  only  in  the  regular  33°  size,  but  those 
printed  for  publications  issued  since  1906  and  for  the  entire  file  of 
Farmers’  Bulletins  and  Yearbooks  are  so  printed  that  they  can  usually 
be  cut  to  the  32°  or  index  size,  if  desired,  without  cutting  away  any  of 
the  text.  The  cards  which  have  been  reprinted  for  other  publications 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  were  not  printed  with  a  view  to  cut¬ 
ting  them  to  the  32°  size,  but  they  can  be  cut  to  that  size  yvithout  cut¬ 
ting  away  essential  portions  of  the  text  in  any  considerable  percentage 
of  cases,  provided  that  when  the  card  is  very  full  a  portion  be  first  cut 
from  the  upper  margin  of  the  card.  But  libraries  which  contemplate 
acquiring  a  set  of  these  cards  are  strongly  advised  to  adopt  the  standard 
33°  size. 

EXCHANGE  OF  CARDS  IN  INDEX  SIZE  FOR  CARDS  IN  STANDARD  SIZE 

§  6.  To  induce  libraries  which  have  files  of  the  32°  size  cards  to 
exchange  them  for  sets  of  the  33°  size,  complete  sets  in  the  33°  size 
will  be  exchanged  for  sets  in  the  32°  size  at  the  rate  of  7/10  c.  per  card 
or  about  $96  for  the  entire  dictionary-catalog  set  on  January  1,  1913. 
These  sets  when  sent  out  are  alphabetically  arranged  ready  for  use. 


1  When  an  entry  is  so  long  that  it  requires  two  or  more  cards,  all  cards  are  used  for 
the  first  or  main  subject  entry  and  all  cards  are  used  for  other  secondary  entries  when 
the  full  entry  is  needed  to  “  justify  ”  the  heading  for  the  secondary  entry,  but  in  other 
cases  heading  for  secondary  entry  is  printed  on  that  card  only  which  contains  in  title, 
contents,  or  notes  the  particular  name  or  item  which  the  secondary  entry  is  designed  to 
bring  out.  Those  receiving  sets  of  cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  should  note  this:  otherwise  cards  may  be  reported  “missing”  which  were  not 
intended  to  be  included. 
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METHOD  OF  ORDERING  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  U.  S.  DE¬ 
PARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

§  7.  Libraries  which  obtain  practically  all  of  the  publications  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  will  find  it  economical  to  order  a  set  of 
cards  for  all  of  them,  because  the  price  per  card  is  considerably  lower 
if  the  entire  set  is  taken  (see  §11).  Cards  may,  however,  be  ordered 
bv  series  for  any  of  the  series  listed  in  §  2. 

Order  may  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  note,  or  order  slip. 
As  may  be  inferred  from  §§  3-5  above,  orders  for  cards  for  publications 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  admit  of  a  number  of  variations. 
Correspondence  will  be  saved  if  subscribers  specify  carefully  in  their 
orders  what  cards  are  wanted. 

Two  sample  orders  are  given  below  which  cover  the  usual  variations :

OTHER  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§  8.  The  older  books  on  agriculture  at  the  Library  of  Congress  have 
now  been  recataloged  and  the  entire  collection,  with  the  exception  of 
pamphlets  and  other  publications  of  minor  importance,  is  now  covered 
by  printed  cards  in  stock.  Many  of  the  older  books  on  botany,  ento¬ 
mology  and  zoology  in  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
are  covered  by  printed  cards,  but  outside  these  classes,  the  books  ac¬ 
quired  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  before  1903 
have  not  been  systematically  recataloged  with  printed  cards.  The 
whole  number  of  cards  now  in  stock  for  Agriculture  (Plant  and  animal 
industry),  in  addition  to  about  5,300  cards  for  publications  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture,  is  about  18,000. 

OTHER  METHODS  OF  ORDERING 

§  9.  In  addition  to  orders  by  the  set  and  by  series1  (see  §  7),  cards  in 
stock  on  agriculture  can  be  ordered  by  ‘‘author  and  title,”  by  “card

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number,”  1  or  by  “subject.”  The  first  two  methods  of  ordering,  usee 
chiefly  by  libraries,  are  described  in  “L.  C.  Printed  Cards”  and  more 
fully  in  the  Handbook  of  Card  Distribution.  Orders  by  subject  will j 
be  accepted  for  cards  on  any  topic  in  agriculture  which  can  bt 
specifically  defined.  Such  orders  may  be  restricted  quantitatively  ir 
various  ways,  e.  g.  “Cards  for  all  books  on  dairying  published  since 
1900,”  but  can  not  be  restricted  qualitatively,  e.  g.  “Cards  for  the  more 
important  works  on  dairying.” 

PROOF  SHEETS  OF  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§  10.  Before  the  cards  are  printed  sets  of  proof  sheets  are  struck  off 
As  the  entries  on  the  proof  sheets  are  classified,  it  is  possible  to  sub¬ 
scribe  to  the  proof  sheets  on  a  particular  subject.  Under  the  heading 
“Titles  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture”  and  “Plant  and  ani 
mal  industry”  about  500  strips  of  proof  (five  titles  to  the  strip,  usually) 
have  been  issued  per  year,  on  the  average,  since  1903.  Under  these 
headings  appear  the  bulk  2 * * * *  of  the  titles  in  which  specialists  in  agricul 
ture  would  be  interested.  Proof  sheets  are  supplied  in  white  paper  oi 
in  rope  manila  paper  as  preferred.  The  latter  is  much  more  durable 
but  is  about  one-third  thicker.  Entries  on  the  proof  sheets  are  laid  ou 
card  size  so  that  they  can  be  advantageously  clipped  to  card  size.  Bad 
sets  of  the  proof  sheets  for  agriculture  can  not  be  supplied.  Curren 
subscriptions  to  the  proof  sheets  may  begin  at  any  time.  The  price  pe 
sheet  containing  five  entries  is  1  c. 

Although  less  satisfactory  than  cards  for  most  uses,  the  proof  sheet 
furnish  a  much  less  expensive  record  of  the  new  books  on  agricultun 
received  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  De 
♦  partment  of  Agriculture.

§  11.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the  Library  o 
Congress  affects  only  the  first  copy  of  the  card ;  the  charge  for  addi 
tional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the  same  time  with  the  first  i 
always  7/10  c.  each.

Card  numbers  so  far  as  available  were  given  in  “  Catalogue  of  publia 
tions  relating  to  entomology  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
being  numbers  55  and  76  of  the  series  of  bulletins  referred  to  above,  and  in  “  Catalogu 
of  publications  relating  to  forestry  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agr 
culture.”

The  full  author  set  (i.  e.,  one  copy  of  each  card)  of  the  cards  now  in  stock 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  contains  about 
5,300  cards,  and  therefore  costs  at  this  date  (Jan.  1,  1913)  about  $64.  The 
full  dictionary-catalog  set  of  these  cards  contains  about  14,000  cards  and 
costs  about  $121.  The  dictionary-catalog  sets  are  arranged  ready  for  use 
when  sent  out.  A  set  of  printed  guides  (127  guides)  for  the  dictionary- 
catalog  set  will  be  supplied  for  $2.54.  The  cost  of  the  new  cards  issued 
each  year  for  these  sets  is  likely  to  be  approximately,  $5.50  for  the  author 
set,  $11  for  the  dictionary-catalog  set.1

§  12.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the  sets  and 
isses  of  cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay  for  others.  In¬ 
itials  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for  the  cards  in  advance  and 
ould  always  write  for  statement  as  to  price  and  method  of  payment 
fore  sending  money. 

Sets  of  cards  for  the  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  being  supplied 
tis  to  “  land  grant  ”  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  at  the  expense  of 
>  Department  of  Agriculture.  Correspondence  in  regard  to  these  sets  should  be 
Iressed  to  “  The  Librarian  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.” 
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ARRANGEMENT  OF  FILES  OF  AGR.  CARDS 

§  13.  The  cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
now  being  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  like  those  formerly 
sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  are  designed 
to  be  arranged  in  a  dictionary  catalog  of  the  usual  form.  x\s  this  form 
of  catalog  is  almost  universal  in  American  libraries  no  suggestions  as 
to  the  general  arrangement  of  the  cards  are  offered,  but  two  items  con¬ 
nected  with  the  arrangement  of  these  cards  call  for  special  explanation. 

1.  On  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress  since  1906,  the  names 
of  bureaus  and  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  given  in  their 
natural  order  ( e .  g.  U.  S.  Department  of  agriculture.  Bureau  of  chemistry), 
while  on  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
previous  to  1906  the  name  of  the  bureau  was  inverted  to  bring  the  significant 
word  first  ( e .  g.  U.  S. — Department  of  agriculture — Chemistry,  Bureau  of). 
Libraries  are  advised  to  change  headings  on  old  cards  to  agree  with  those 
on  new,  so  that  all  the  entries  under  a  bureau  or  division  will  come  together. 

2.  Cards  are  occasionally  sent  out  to  replace  cards  already  in  the  file.  Such 
cards  are  marked  “Revised”  (previous  to  1913  they  were  marked  “Cancer’ 
or  “Additions.”  When  a  card  is  received  marked  “Revised”  it  should  be 
placed  in  the  file  and  the  defective  card  having  the  same  card  number  re¬ 
moved.  If  the  heading  of  the  new  card  is  practically  the  same  as  that  of  the 
old,  no  special  explanation  is  sent  because  the  filer  can  readily  locate  old  card 
by  a  little  searching.  But  if  the  heading  is  essentially  changed,  an  explana¬ 
tion  is  now  sent  with  the  card  to  enable  the  filer  to  locate  original  card.  If 
orginal  card  is  to  be  removed  in  favor  of  a  new  card  having  a  different  num¬ 
ber,  explanation  to  this  effect  accompanies  the  new  card. 

VERIFYING  FILES  OF  AGR.  CARDS 

§  14.  In  order  that  libraries  and  experiment  stations  may  verify  their 
files  of  Agriculture  cards,  a  traveling-catalog  has  been  prepared  show¬ 
ing  all  the  cards  which  should  be  in  the  set  and  the  arrangement  recom¬ 
mended  for  them.  The  expense  of  verifying  a  file  of  the  cards  by  the 
use  of  this  catalog  is  merely  the  usual  expense  involved  in  using  a 
traveling-catalog  (see  Bulletin  10  of  the  Card  Section),  viz,  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  charges  for  the  transportation  of  the  catalog  from  and  to' 
the  Library  of  Congress.

:he  cards3  previously  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture.  Analytical  cards  are  now  in  stock  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  for  most  of  the  publications  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  for  which  it  is  practicable  to  print  such 
3ards.4

HEADINGS  ALREADY  SUPPLIED  FOR  SECONDARY  ENTRIES 

§4.  As  a  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  main  entry 
cards  only ;  but  an  exception  has  been  made  in  the  case  of  the 
cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Cards  for  secondary  entries  with  headings  already  supplied 
are  carried  in  stock  in  the  case  of  all  cards  printed  for  publi¬ 
cations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  headings  are 
printed  in  black  ink  (lower  case,  imitation  typewriter).  Cards' 
can  not  be  supplied  with  subject  headings  in  red.  Libraries! 
which  desire  to  have  subject  headings  in  red  should  either 
order  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  main  entry  cards  and  then 
add  the  headings  for  subject  entries  in  red  and  those  for  the 
remaining  secondary  entries  in  black,  or  order  a  dictionary- 
catalog  set  with  headings  supplied  for  secondary  entries 
except  subject  entries,  with  enough  additional  main  entry 
cards  to  cover  subject  entries.  Unless  otherwise  specified, 
cards  for  secondary  entries  included  in  dictionary-catalog  sets 
will  have  headings  already  supplied  in  black. 

EXCHANGE  OF  CARDS  IN  INDEX  SIZE  FOR  CARDS  IN  STANDARD  SIZE 

§  5.  The  printing  of  cards  in  the  index  size,  or  so  that  the} 
could  be  cut  to  the  index  size,  was  discontinued  in  December 
1914.  This  size  will  no  longer  be  supplied.  Libraries  bavins 
sets  in  this  size  should  exchange  them  for  sets  in  the  standarc 
size.  To  induce  libraries  which  have  complete  files  of  the  32( 
size  cards  to  exchange  them  for  sets  of  the  33°  size,  sets  com 
plete  to  December,  1914,  in  the  33°  size  will  be  exchanged  foi 
sets  in  the  32°  size  at  the  rate  of  y2  c.  per  card,  or  $88.64 
for  the  entire  dictionary  set  to  December  31,  1914.  These  seta 
when  sent  out  are  alphabetically  arranged  ready  for  use. 

METHOD  OF  ORDERING  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE

§  6.  Libraries  which  obtain  practically  all  of  the  publication, 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  find  it  economical  t< 
order  a  set  of  cards  for  all  of  them,  because  the  price  per  can 
is  considerably  lower  if  the  entire  set  is  taken  (see  §10); 
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Cards  may,  however,  be  ordered  by  series  for  any  of  the  series 
listed  in  §  2. 

Order  may  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  note,  or 
order  slip.  As  may  be  inferred  from  3-4  above,  orders  for 
cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  admit 
of  a  number  of  variations.  Correspondence  will  be  saved  if 
subscribers  specify  carefully  in  their  orders  what  cards  are 
wanted. 

Two  sample  orders  are  given  below  which  cover  the  usual 
variations :

OTHER  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§7.  The  older  books  on  agriculture  at  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  have  now  been  recataloged,  and  the  entire  collection,  with 
the  exception  of  pamphlets  and  other  publications  of  minor 
importance,  is  now  covered  by  printed  cards  in  stock.  Many 
of  the  older  books  on  botany,  entomology  and  zoology  in  the 
Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  covered  by 
printed  cards,  but  outside  these  classes,  the  books  acquired  by 
the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  before  1903  have 
not  been  systematically  recataloged  with  printed  cards.  The 
whole  number  of  cards  now  in  stock  for  Agriculture  (Plant 
and  animal  industry),  in  addition  to  about  7,300  cards  for  pub¬ 
lications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  about  25,500. 

OTHER  METHODS  OF  ORDERING 

§  8.  In  addition  to  orders  by  the  set  and  by  series  1  (see  §  6), 
cards  in  stock  on  agriculture  can  be  ordered  by  “  author  and

Headings  for  secondary  entries  are  indicated  on  these  cards,  but  cards  with  headings  already  supplied 
for  secondary  entries  can  not  be  furnished.  Headings  for  secondary  entries  must  be  added  after  cards

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title,”  by  “card  number,”1  or  by  “subject.”  The  first  two 
methods  of  ordering,  used  chiefly  by  libraries,  are  described 
in  “L.  C.  Printed  Cards”  and  more  fully  in  the  Handbook  of 
Card  Distribution.  Orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for 
cards  on  any  topic  in  agriculture  which  can  be  specifically 
defined.  Such  orders  may  be  restricted  quantitatively  in  va¬ 
rious  ways,  e.  g.  “Cards  for  all  books  on  dairying  published 
since  1900,”  but  can  not  be  restricted  qualitatively,  e.  g. 
“Cards  for  the  more  important  works  on  dairying.” 

PROOF  SHEETS  OF  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§9.  Before  the  cards  are  printed  sets  of  proof  sheets  are 
struck  off.  As  the  entries  on  the  proof  sheets  are  classified, 
it  is  possible  to  subscribe  to  the  proof  sheets  on  a  particular 
subject.  Under  the  heading  “Titles  from  the  U.  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture”  and  “Plant  and  animal  industry”  about 
500  strips  of  proof  (five  titles  to  the  strip,  usually)  have  been 
issued  per  year,  on  the  average,  since  1903.  Under  these  head¬ 
ings  appear  the  bulk2  of  the  titles  in  which  specialists  in  agri¬ 
culture  would  be  interested.  Proof  sheets  are  supplied  in 
white  paper  or  in  rope  manila  paper  as  preferred.  The  latter 
is  much  more  durable,  but  is  about  one-third  thicker.  Entries 
on  the  proof  sheets  are  laid  out  card  size  so  that  they  can  be 
advantageously  clipped  to  card  size.  Back  sets  of  the  proof 
sheets  for  agriculture  can  not  be  supplied.  Current  subscrip¬ 
tions  to  the  proof  sheets  may  begin  at  any  time.  The  price  per 
sheet  containing  five  entries  is  1  c. 

Although  less  satisfactory  than  cards  for  most  uses,  the 
proof  sheets  furnish  a  much  less  expensive  record  of  the  new 
books  on  agriculture  received  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

1  Card  numbers  for  the  current  accessions  to  the  Library  of  the  U .  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  were 
given  from  1902  to  1909  in  “  Accessions  to  the  Department  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,”  issued  quarterly  from  1894  to  1909  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  its  series  of 
numbered  bulletins,  and  are  given  in  its  “Monthly  Bulletin”  of  accessions;  since  1906  they  have  been 
given  also  in  “Monthly  Catalogue  of  U.  S.  Public  Documents,”  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of  Docu¬ 
ments.  Card  numbers  so  far  as  available  were  given  in  “Catalogue  of  publications  relating  to  entomology 
in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,”  being  numbers  55  and  76  of  the  series  of  bulletins 
referred  to  above,  and  in  “  Catalogue  of  publications  relating  to  forestry  in  the  Library  of  the  U .  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture.” 

2  Books  on  agriculture  from  the  historical  and  economic  s’‘de  are  classed  in  the  Social  Sciences,  and  en¬ 
tries  for  such  books  consequently  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  the  Social  Sciences.  Entries  for  publica¬ 
tions  which  relate  to  the  technical  side  of  irrigation  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Technology.  Entries 
for  bibliographies  of  agricultural  topics  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Bibliography.  W orks  which  are  of 
direct  interest  to  specialists  in  agriculture  also  occasionally  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Science. 
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PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§  10.  V ariation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  affects  only  the  first  copy  of  the  card; 
the  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the 
same  time  with  the  first  is  always  8/10  c.  each. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  for  an 
author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  all  the  cards  in  stock 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
$.012 ;  the  price  of  the  first  copy  of  cards  supplied  in  continua¬ 
tion  of  such  a  set  is  also  $.012.' 

The  full  author  set  (i.  e.  one  copy  of  each  card)  of  the  cards  now  in  stock 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  contains  about  7,300 
cards  and  costs  at  this  date  (Jan.  1,  1916)  about  $87.  The  full  dictionary- 
catalog  set  of  these  cards  contains  about  19,700  cards  and  costs  about  $186. 

The  dictionary-catalog  sets  are  arranged  ready  for  use  when  sent  out.  A 
set  of  printed  guides  (250  guides)  for  the  dictionary-catalog  set  will  be  sup¬ 
plied  for  $5.  The  cost  of  the  new  cards  issued  each  year  for  these  sets  is 
likely  to  be,  approximately,  $9  for  the  author  set,  $16  for  the  dictionary- 
catalog  set. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  an  author 
set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  cards  for  the  Farmers’  Bul¬ 
letins  or  Yearbooks  is  $.012.  The  price  of  the  first  copy  of 
each  card  supplied  in  continuation  of  a  set  for  the  Farmers’ 
Bulletins  or  Yearbooks  is  2  c. 

In  the  case  of  orders  for  cards  for  any  of  the  other  series 
named  in  §  2  the  price  of  the  first  card  is  2  c.,  both  for  cards 
in  stock  and  for  cards  supplied  in  continuation  of  the  set. 

The  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  with 
the  work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the 
number  called  for  by  the  order.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of 
each  card  included  in  an  author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set 
of  cards  in  stock  on  agriculture  for  publications  not  issued  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  would  be  $.015. 

The  usual  price  is  charged  for  the  first  card  for  publications 
relating  to  agriculture  when  ordered  by  card  number  or  by 
author  and  title,  viz,  2  c.  if  ordered  by  number,  3  c.  if  ordered 
by  author  and  title.  For  further  information,  see  the  pam¬ 
phlet  “L.  C.  Printed  Cards,”  obtainable  on  application  to  the 
Librarian  of  Congress.

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PAYMENT 

§  11.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the 
sets  and  classes  of  cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay 
for  others.  Individuals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for  the 
cards  in  advance  and  should  always  write  for  statement  as  to 
price  and  method  of  payment  before  sending  money.  | 

ARRANGEMENT  OF  FILES  OF  AGR.  CARDS 

§  12.  The  cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  now  being  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  like 
those  formerly  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  are  designed  to  be  arranged  in  a  dictionary 
catalog  of  the  usual  form.  As  this  form  of  catalog  is  almost 
universal  in  American  libraries  no  suggestions  as  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  arrangement  of  the  cards  are  offered,  but  two  items  con¬ 
nected  with  the  arrangement  of  these  cards  call  for  special 
explanation. 

1.  On  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress  since  1906,  the  names 
of  bureaus  and  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  given  in  their 
natural  order  (<?.  g.  U.  S.  Department  of  agriculture.  Bureau  of  chemistry),  « 
while  on  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
previous  to  1906  the  name  of  the  bureau  was  inverted  to  bring  the  significant 
word  first  (e.  g.  U.  S.— Department  of  agriculture— Chemistry,  Bureau  of).  I 
Libraries  are  advised  to  change  headings  on  old  cards  to  agree  with  those  I 
on  new,  so  that  all  the  entries  under  a  bureau  or  division  will  come  together,  j 

2.  Cards  are  occasionally  sent  out  to  replace  cards  already  in  the  file.  Such 
cards  are  marked  “Revised”  (previous  to  1913  they  were  marked  “Cancel” 
or  “Additions”).  When  a  card  is  received  marked  “Revised”  it  should  be 
placed  in  the  file  and  the  defective  card  having  the  same  card  number 
removed.  Sometimes  the  heading  of  the  new  card  is  slightly  changed;  occa¬ 
sionally  it  is  the  same  as  an  added  entry  on  the  old  card.  When  inserting 
a  “revised”  card  filer  should  always  look  for  and  withdraw  the  previous 
issue  of  the  card.

§  1.  The  cards  prepared  by  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  for  cataloging  the  publications  of  that 
department 2  have  been  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Library 
of  Congress  since  January  1, 1906.  Besides  printing  cards  for 
all  of  the  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  issued 
since  January,  1906,  the  Library  of  Congress  has  now  reprinted 
the  cards3  previously  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture.  Analytical  cards  are  now  in  stock  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  for  most  of  the  publications  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  for  which  it  is  practicable  to  print  such 
cards.4 

The  cards  are  numbered  into  the  regular  series  which  the 
Library  of  Congress  has  been  printing  for  the  Library  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  since  1902,  e.  g.  Agr.  6-300.  The 
series  is  referred  to  as  the  “Agr.”  series.

*  “AUTHOR  SETS,”  “DICTIONARY-CATALOG  SETS” 

§  3.  Specialists  ordering  the  cards  for  bibliographical  pur¬ 
poses,  ordinarily  desire  an  “author  set”  only,  i.  e.  one  copy  of 
each  card.  Libraries  having  full  sets  of  the  publications 
usually  order  a  “ dictionary-catalog  set,”  i.  e.  enough  copies  of 
each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  the  secondary  entries  1 


1  In  the  case  of  cards  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  title  entry  is  included  in 
the  added  entries  indicated,  if  the  title  in  question  is  “striking  or  memorable.”  Title  entry  for  such 
titles  was  not  included  in  the  secondary  entries  indicated  on  other  cards  in  the  Agr.  series  until  1912. 
Since  that  date  title  entry  has  been  included  on  card. 
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which,  are  indicated  on  the  card  for  a  dictionary  catalog.  In 
ordering  sets  of  cards  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  specify 
whether  an  author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  is  desired. 

HEADINGS  ALREADY  SUPPLIED  FOR  SECONDARY  ENTRIES 

§4.  As  a  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  main  entry 
cards  only ;  but  an  exception  has  been  made  in  the  case  of  the 
cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Cards  for  secondary  entries  with  headings  already  supplied 
are  carried  in  stock  in  the  case  of  all  cards  printed  for  publi¬ 
cations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  headings  are 
printed  in  black  ink.  Cards  can  not  be  supplied  with  subject 
headings  in  red.  Libraries  which  desire  to  have  subject  head¬ 
ings  in  red  should  either  order  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  main 
entry  cards  and  then  add  the  headings  for  subject  entries  in 
red  and  those  for  the  remaining  secondary  entries  in  black,  or 
order  a  dictionary-catalog  set  with  headings  supplied  for 
secondary  entries  except  subject  entries,  with  enough  addi¬ 
tional  main  entry  cards  to  cover  subject  entries.  Unless 
otherwise  specified,  cards  for  secondary  entries  included  in 
dictionary-catalog  sets  will  have  headings  already  supplied  in 
black.

EXCHANGE  OF  CARDS  IN  INDEX  SIZE  FOR  CARDS  IN  STANDARD  SIZE 

§  5.  The  printing  of  cards  in  the  index  size,  or  so  that  they 
could  be  cut  to  the  index  size,  was  discontinued  in  December, 
1914.  This  size  will  no  longer  be  supplied.  Libraries  having 
sets  in  this  size  should  exchange  them  for  sets  in  the  standard 
size.  To  induce  libraries  which  have  complete  files  of  the  32° 
size  cards  to  exchange  them  for  sets  of  the  33°  size,  sets  com¬ 
plete  to  December,  1914,  in  the  33°  size  will  be  exchanged  for 
sets  in  the  32°  size  at  the  rate  of  $.0055  per  card,  or  $97.50 
for  the  entire  dictionary  set  to  December  31,  1914. 

METHOD  OF  ORDERING  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE 
U.  S.  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

§  6.  Libraries  which  obtain  practically  all  of  the  publications 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  find  it  economical  to 
order  a  set  of  cards  for  all  of  them,  because  the  price  per  card 
is  considerably  lower  if  the  entire  set  is  taken  (see  §10). 
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Cards  may,  however,  be  ordered  by  series  for  any  of  the  series 

listed  in  §  2. 

Order  may  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  note,  or 
order  slip.  As  may  be  inferred  from  3-4  above,  orders  for 
cards  for  publications  of  the  Oepartmenc  of  Agricultui e  admit 
of  a  number  of  variations.  Correspondence  will  be  saved  it 
subscribers  specify  carefully  in  their  orders  what  cards  are 

wanted. 

Two  sample  orders  are  given  below  which  cover  the  usual 
variations :

OTHER  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§  7.  The  older  books  on  agriculture  at  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  have  now  been  recataloged,  and  the  entire  collection,  witn 
the  exception  of  pamphlets  and  other  publications  of  minor 
importance,  is  now  covered  by  printed  cards  in  stock.  Mam 
of  the  older  books  on  botany,  entomology  and  zoology  m  the 
Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  covered  by 
•  printed  cards,  but  outside  these  classes,  the  books  acquired  by 
the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  before  1903  have 
not  been  systematically  recataloged  with  printed  cards.  The 
whole  number  of  cards  now  in  stock  for  Agriculture  (Plant 
and  animal  industry),  in  addition  to  about  9,500  cards  xOi  puo- 
lications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  about  2)9,000.

The  first  two 
methods  of  ordering,  used  chiefly  by  libraries,  are  described 
in  "L.  C.  Printed  Cards”  and  more  fully  in  the  Handbook  of 
Card  Distribution.  Orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for 
cards  on  any  topic  in  agriculture  which  can  be  specifically 
defined.  Such  order?  may  be  restricted  quantitatively  in  va¬ 
rious  ways,  e.  g.  "Cards  for  all  books  on  dairying  published 
since  1900,”  but  can  not  be  restricted  qualitatively,  e.  g. 
"Cards  for  the  more  important  works  on  dairying.” 

PROOF  SHEETS  OF  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§9.  Before  the  cards  are  printed  sets  of  proof  sheets  are 
struck  oft*.  As  the  entries  on  the  proof  sheets  are  classified, 
it  is  possible  to  subscribe  to  the  proof  sheets  on  a  particular 
subject.  Under  the  heading  "Titles  from  the  U.  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture”  and  "Plant  and  animal  industry”  about 
500  strips  of  proof  (five  titles  to  the  strip,  usually)  have  been 
issued  per  year,  on  the  average,  since  1903.  Under  these  head¬ 
ings  appear  the  bulk 2  of  the  titles  in  which  specialists  in  agri¬ 
culture  would  be  interested.  Proof  sheets  are  supplied  in 
white  paper  or  in  rope  manila  paper  as  preferred.  The  latter 
is  much  more  durable,  but  is  about  one-third  thicker.  Entries 
on  the  proof  sheets  are  laid  out  card  size  so  that  they  can  be' 
advantageously  clipped  to  card  size.  Back  sets  of  the  proof 
sheets  for  agriculture  can  not  be  supplied.  Current  subscrip¬ 
tions  to  the  proof  sheets  may  begin  at  any  time.  The  price  per 
sheet  containing  five  entries  is  1c. 

Although  less  satisfactory  than  cards  for  most  uses,  the 
proof  sheets  furnish  a  much  less  expensive  record  of  the  new 
books  on  agriculture  received  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
the  Library  of  the  IT.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

1  Card  numbers  for  the  current  accessions  to  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  were 
given  from  1902  to  1909  in  “Accessions  to  the  Department  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,”  issued  quarterly  from  1894  to  1909  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  its  series  of 
numbered  bulletins,  and  were  given  in  its  “Monthly  Bulletin”  of  accessions,  1910-June,  1913;  since 
1906  they  have  been  given  in  “Monthly  Catalogue  of  17.  S.  Public  Documents,”  issued  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Documents.  Card  numbers  so  far  as  available  were  given  in  “Catalogue  of  publications 
relating  to  entomology  in  the  Library  of  theU.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,”  being  numbers  55  and  76 
of  the  series  of  bulletins  referred  to  above,  and  in  “Catalogue  of  publications  relating  toforestry  in  the 
Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.” 

s  Books  on  agriculture  from  the  historical  and  economic  side  are  classed  in  the  Social  Sciences,  and  en¬ 
tries  for  such  books  consequently  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  the  Social  Sciences.  Entries  for  publica¬ 
tions  which  relate  to  the  technical  side  of  irrigation  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Technology.  Entries 
for  bibliographies  of  agricultural  topics  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Bibliography.  Works  which  are  of 
direct  interest  to  specialists  in  agriculture  also  occasionally  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Scienco. 
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PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§10.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  affects  only  the  first  copy  of  the  card; 
the  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the 
same  time  with  the  first  is  always  lc.  each. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  for  an 
author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set 1  of  all  the  cards  in  stock 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
ljc. ;  the  price  of  the  first  copy  of  cards  supplied  in  continua¬ 
tion  of  such  a  set  is  2c. 

The  full  author  set  (t.  e.  one  copy  of  each  card)  of  the  cards  now  in  stock 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  contains  about  9.500 
cards  and  costs  at  this  date  (Jan.  1,  1918)  about  $142.  The  full  dictionary- 
catalog  set  of  these  cards  contains  about  24,500  cards  and  costs  about  $290. 

The  dictionary-catalog  sets  are  arranged  ready  for  use  when  sent  out.  A 
set  of  printed  guides  (250  guides)  for  the  dictionary-catalog  set  will  be  sup¬ 
plied  for  $5.  The  cost  of  the  new  cards  issued  each  year  for  these  sets  is 
likely  to  be,  approximately,  $10  for  the  author  set,  $22  for  the  dictionary- 
catalog  set. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  an  author 
set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  cards  for  the  Farmers’  Bul¬ 
letins  or  Yearbooks  is  l|c.  The  price  of  the  first  copy  of 
each  card  supplied  in  continuation  of  a  set  for  the  Farmers’ 
Bulletins  or  Yearbooks  is  2c. 

In  the  case  of  orders  for  cards  for  any  of  the  other  series 
named  in  §  2  the  price  of  the  first  card  is  2c.,  both  for  cards 
in  stock  and  for  cards  supplied  in  continuation  of  the  set. 

The  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  with 
the  work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the 
number  called  for  by  the  order.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of 
each  card  included  in  an  author  set  or  a  dictionarv-catalog  set 
of  cards  in  stock  on  agriculture  for  publications  not  issued  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  would  be  lie. 

The  usual  price  is  charged  for  the  first  card  for  publications 
relating  to  agriculture  when  ordered  by  card  number  or  by 
author  and  title,  viz,  2c.  if  ordered  by  number,  $.033  if  ordered 
by  author  and  title.  For  further  information,  see  the  pam¬ 
phlet  “L.  C.  Printed  Cards,”  obtainable  on  application  to  the 
Librarian  of  Congress.

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PAYMENT 

§  11.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the 
sets  and  classes  of  cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay 
for  others.  Individuals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for  the 
cards  in  advance  and  should  always  write  for  statement  as  to 
price  and  method  of  payment  before  sending  money. 

ARRANGEMENT  OF  FILES  OF  AGR.  CARDS 

§  12.  The  cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  now  being  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  liRe 
those  formerly  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  are  designed  to  be  arranged  in  a  dictionary 
catalog  of  the  usual  form.  As  this  form  of  catalog  is  almost 
universal  in  American  libraries  no  suggestions  as  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  arrangement  of  the  cards  are  offered,  but  two  items  con¬ 
nected  with  the  arrangement  of  these  cards  call  for  special 
explanation. 

1.  On  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress  since  1906,  the  names 
of  bureaus  and  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  given  in  their 
natural  order  (e.  g.  U.  S.  Department  of  agriculture.  Bureau  of  chemistry), 
while  on  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
previous  to  1906  the  name  of  the  bureau  was  inverted  to  bring  the  signifi¬ 
cant  word  first  (e.  g.  U.  S. — Agriculture,  Dept,  of  Chemistry,  Bureau  of). 
Libraries  are  advised  to  change  headings  on  old  cards  to  agree  with  those 
on  new,  so  that  all  the  entries  under  a  bureau  or  division  will  come  together. 

2.  Cards  are  occasionally  sent  out  to  replace  cards  already  in  the  file.  Such 
cards  are  marked  “Revised5'  (previous  to  1913  they  were  maiked  Cancel 
or  “Additions”).  When  a  card  is  received  marked  “Revised”  it  should  be 
placed  in  the  file  and  the  defective  card  having  the  same  card  number 
removed.  Sometimes  the  heading  of  the  new’  card  is  slightly  changed ,  occa¬ 
sionally  it  is  the  same  as  an  added  entry  on  the  old  card.  When  inserting 
a  “revised”  card  filer  should  always  look  for  and  withdraw  the  previous 

issue  of  the  card.

§  1.  The  cards  prepared  by  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  for  cataloging  the  publications  of  that 
department 2  have  been  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Library 
of  Congress  since  January  1, 1906.  Besides  printing  cards  for 
all  of  the  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  issued 
since  J anuary,  1906,  the  Library  of  Congress  has  now  reprinted 
the  cards 3  previously  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Depart- 
ment  of  Agriculture.  Analytical  cards  are  now  in  stock  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  for  most  of  the  publications  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  for  which  it  is  practicable  to  print 
such  cards.4 

The  cards  are  numbered  into  the  regular  series  which  the 
Library  of  Congress  has  been  printing  for  the  Library  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  since  1902,  e.  g.  Agr.  6-300.  The 
series  is  referred  to  as  the  “Agr.’y  series. 

Inquiries  as  to  the  distribution  of  cards  in  the  Agr.  series 
should  be  addressed  to  the  “Librarian  of  Congress’!  Inqui¬ 
ries  as  to  the  form  or  contents  of  cards  in  this  series  should

“AUTHOR  SETS  ”,  “  DICTIONARY-CATALOG  SETS  ” 

§  Specialists  ordering  the  cards  for  bibliographical  pur-  | 
poses,  ordinarily  desire  an  “author  set”  only,  i.  e.  one  copy  of 
each  card.  Libraries  having  full  sets  of  the  publications 
usually  order  a  “dictionary-catalog  set”,  i.  e.  enough  copies  of 
each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  the  secondary  entries 1 
which  are  indicated  on  the  card  for  a  dictionary  catalog.  In 
ordering  sets  of  cards  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  specify 
whether  an  author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  is  desired. 

HEADINGS  ALREADY  SUPPLIED  FOR  SECONDARY  ENTRIES 

§  4.  As  a  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  main  entry 
cards  only;  but  an  exception  has  been  made  in  the  case  of  the 
cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Cards  for  secondary  entries  with  headings  already  supplied 
can  still  be  furnished  in  full  sets  of  either  current  cards  or  j 
cards  in  stock.  The  headings  are  printed  in  black  ink. 

EXCHANGE  OF  CARDS  IN  INDEX  SIZE  FOR  CARDS  IN  STANDARD  SIZE 

§  5.  The  ijrinting  of  the  matter  on  these  cards  in  the  upper  i 
portion  of  the  standard  sized  card  so  that  it  could  be  cut  to 
the  index  size  was  discontinued  in  December,  1914.  They  can  i 
no  longer  be  supplied  in  the  index  size.  To  induce  libraries  ; 
that  have  a  file  in  the  index  size  to  exchange  it  for  a  file  in  i 
the  standard  size,  the  set  complete  to  December  31,  1914,  in 
the  standard  size  will  be  supplied  in  exchange  at  the  rate  | 
of  1  c.  a  card  or  $177.28  for  the  set. 

METHOD  OF  ORDERING  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE 
U.  S.  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

§  6.  Libraries  which  obtain  practically  all  of  the  publications 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  mil  find  it  economical  to 
order  a  set  of  cards  for  all  of  them,  because  the  price  per  card 
is  considerably  lower  if  the  entire  set  is  taken  (see  §10). 

1  In  the  case  of  cards  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  title 
entry  is  included  in  the  added  entries  indicated,  if  the  title  in  question  is  “striking  or 
memorable”.  Title  entry  for  such  titles  was  not  included  in  the  secondary  entries  indi¬ 
cated  on  other  cards  in  the  Agr.  series  until  1912.  Since  that  date  title  entry  has  been 
regularly  indicated. 
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Cards  may,  however,  be  ordered  by  series  for  any  of  the  series 
listed  in  §  2. 

Order  may  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  note,  or 
order  slip.  As  may  be  inferred  from  §§  3-4  above,  orders  for 
cards  for  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  admit 
of  a  number  of  variations.  Correspondence  will  be  saved  if 
subscribers  specify  carefully  in  their  orders  what  cards  are 
wanted. 

Two  sample  orders  are  given  below  which  cover  the  usual 
variations :

OTHER  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§  7.  The  older  books  on  agriculture  at  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  have  now  been  recataloged,  and  the  entire  collection, 
with  the  exception  of  pamphlets  and  other  publications  of 
minor  importance,  is  now  covered  by  printed  cards  in  stock. 
Many  of  the  older  books  on  botany,  entomology  and  zoology  in 
the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  covered  by 
printed  cards,  but  outside  these  classes,  the  books  acquired  by 
the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  before  1903  have 
not  been  systematically  recataloged  with  printed  cards.  The 
whole  number  of  cards  now  in  stock  for  Agriculture  (Plant 
and  animal  industry),  in  addition  to  about  11,500  cards  for 
publications  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  about  38,000. 

OTHER  METHODS  OF  ORDERING 

§  8.  In  addition  to  orders  by  the  set  and  by  series  1  (see  §  6), 
cards  in  stock  on  agriculture  can  be  ordered  by  “author  and

Headings  for  secondary  entries  are  indicated  on  these  cards,  but  cards  with  headings 
already  supplied  for  secondary  entries  can  not  be  furnished. 
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title”,  by  "card  number”,1  or  by  "subject”.  The  first  two 
methods  of  ordering,  used  chiefly  by  libraries,  are  described 
in  "L.  C.  Printed  Cards”  and  more  fully  in  the  Handbook  of 
Card  Distribution.  Orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for 
cards  on  any  topic  in  agriculture  which  can  be  specifically 
defined.  Such  orders  may  be  restricted  quantitatively  in  vari¬ 
ous  ways,  e.  g.  "Cards  for  all  books  on  dairying  published 
since  1900”,  but  can  not  be  restricted  qualitatively,  e.  g. 
"Cards  for  the  more  important  works  on  dairying”. 

PROOF  SHEETS  OF  CARDS  ON  AGRICULTURE 

§9.  Before  the  cards  are  printed  sets  of  proof  sheets  are 
struck  off.  As  the  entries  on  the  proof  sheets  are  classified, 
it  is  possible  to  subscribe  to  the  proof  sheets  on  a  particular 
subject.  Under  the  heading  "Titles  from  the  U.  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture”  and  "Plant  and  animal  industry”  about 
400  strips  of  proof  (five  titles  to  the  strip,  usually)  have  been 
issued  per  year,  on  the  average,  since  1903.  Under  these  head¬ 
ings  appear  the  bulk 2  of  the  titles  in  which  specialists  in  agri¬ 
culture  would  be  interested.  Proof  sheets  are  supplied  in 
white  paper  or  in  rope  manila  paper  as  preferred.  The  latter 
is  much  more  durable,  but  is  about  one-third  thicker.  Entries 
on  the  proof  sheets  are  laid  out  card  size  so  that  they  can  be 
advantageously  clipped  to  card  size.  Back  sets  of  the  proof 
sheets  for  agriculture  can  not  be  supplied.  Current  subscrip¬ 
tions  to  the  proof  sheets  may  begin  at  any  time.  The  price  per 
sheet  containing  five  entries  is  $.015. 

Although  less  satisfactory  than  cards  for  most  uses,  the  ! 
proof  sheets  furnish  a  much  less  expensive  record  of  the  new 
books  on  agriculture  received  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

1  Card  numbers  for  the  current  accessions  to  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  ■ 
Agriculture  were  given  from  1902  to  1909  in  “Accessions  to  the  Department  Library  of 
the  TJ.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture”,  issued  quarterly  from  1894  to  1909  by  the  Library 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  its  series  of  numbered  bulletins,  and  were  given  in 
its  “Monthly  Bulletin”  of  accessions,  1910-June,  1913  ;  since  1906  they  have  been  given 
in  “Monthly  Catalogue  of  U.  S.  Public  Documents”,  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of  * 
Documents.  Card  numbers  so  far  as  available  were  given  in  “Catalogue  of  publications  • 
relating  to  entomology  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture”,  and  ] 
in  “Catalogue  of  publications  relating  to  forestry  in  the  Library  of  the  TJ.  S.  Depart-  3 
ment  of  Agriculture”,  being  numbers  55  and  76  of  the  series  of  bulletins  referred  to  ] 
above. 

2  Books  on  agriculture  from  the  historical  and  economic  side  are  classed  in  the  Social  ! 
Sciences,  and  entries  for  such  books  consequently  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  the 
Social  Sciences.  Entries  for  publications  which  relate  to  the  technical  side  of  irrigation  j 
appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Technology.  Entries  for  bibliographies  of  agricultural 
topics  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Bibliography.  Works  which  are  of  direct  interest  ! 
to  specialists  in  agriculture  also  occasionally  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  for  Science. 
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PRICE  OF  CARDS 


§10.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  affects  only  the  lirst  copy  of  the  card; 
the  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the 
same  time  with  the  first  is  $.015  each. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  for  an 
author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  all  the  cards  in  stock 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
$.025 ;  the  price  of  the  first  copy  of  cards  supplied  in  continua¬ 
tion  of  such  a  set  is  also  $.025. 


The  full  author  set  (1  e.  one  copy  of  each  card)  of  the  cards  in  stock  on 
January  1,  1924,  for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
contains  11,514  cards  and  costs  $230.28.  The  full  dictionary-catalog  set  of 
these  cards  contains  34,174  cards  and  costs  $524.86. 

The  cost  of  the  new  cards  issued  each  year  for  these  sets  is  likely  to  he, 
approximately,  $10  for  the  author  set,  $25  for  the  dictionary-catalog  set. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  a  full 
author  set  or  a  full  dictionary-catalog  set  of  cards  for  the 
Farmers’  Bulletins  or  Yearbooks  is  $.025.  The  price  of  the 
first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  continuation  of  these  sets 
is  also  $.025. 

In  the  case  of  orders  for  full  sets  of  cards  for  any  of  the 
other  series  named  in  §  2  the  price  of  the  first  card  is  $.03 
for  cards  in  stock  and  $.04  for  cards  supplied  in  continuation 
of  the  set. 

The  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  with 
the  work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the 
number  called  for  by  the  order.  The  usual  price  is  $.04.  The 
price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  included  in  an  author  set 
or  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  cards  in  stock  on  agriculture  for 
publications  not  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  would  be  $.03. 

The  usual  price  is  charged  for  the  first  card  for  publications 
relating  to  agriculture  when  ordered  by  card  number  or  by 
author  and  title,  viz,  $.025  if  ordered  by  number,  $.045  if 
ordered  bv  author  and  title.  For  further  information,  see  the 
pamphlet  “L.  C.  Printed  Cards’7,  obtainable  on  application  to 
the  Librarian  of  Congress. 
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GUIDES 

§  11.  Guides  for  the  complete  dictionary  catalog  set  of  cards 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  are 
carried  in  stock.  All  of  the  guides  are  center  halves,  cut  from 
first  quality  bristol  stock,  with  headings  printed  in  11  point 
antique  type,  all  capitals  for  subjects,  capitals  and  lower  case 
for  authors  and  titles.  Sample  sent  on  application.  Price 
$.025  each,  or  $12.18  for  the  full  set  of  487  guides. 

PAYMENT 

§  12.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the 
sets  and  classes  of  cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay 
for  others.  Individuals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for  the 
cards  in  advance  and  should  always  write  for  statement  as  to 
price  and  method  of  payment  before  sending  money. 

REVISED  CARDS 

§  13.  When  a  card  for  a  publication  of  the  U.  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  is  revised,  a  copy  of  the  improved  card 
is  sent  gratis  to  holders  of  complete  sets  of  these  cards.  The 
main  card  containing  a  correction  is  always  sent.  If  any  of 
the  indicated  secondary  entries  are  changed,  a  card  with  the 
corrected  heading  printed  on  is  also  supplied,  but  if  the 
change  does  not  affect  any  of  the  secondary  headings,  only 
the  main  card  is  sent. 

These  revised  cards  should  be  substituted  in  the  file  for  the 
cards  previously  furnished.  If  the  heading  is  so  changed  that 
the  card  cannot  be  found  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  search, 
an  “Entry  changed  notice’ ’  is  sent  with  it,  otherwise  it  should 
be  searched  for  under  the  same  heading  or  a  slightly  varying 
heading.  It  is  very  necessary  that  the  incorrect  card  be  re¬ 
moved  when  the  correct  card  is  put  in.

§1.  Attention  is  called  in  this  bulletin  to  the  cards  which  are  being- 
printed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  from  copy  furnished  by  the  Library 
of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey. 

Cards  from  this  source  are  now  in  stock  for  the  four  series  of  mono¬ 
graphs  published  by  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  for  publications  cov¬ 
ering  the  majority  of  the  state  surveys,  and  for  those  on  the  general 
survey  of  Canada. 

It  is  probable  that  the  remainder  of  the  publications  relating  to  the 
survey  of  North  America  will  be  finished  within  a  year.  Publications 
relating  to  the  surveys  of  other  continents  will  then  be  taken  up. 

The  cards  printed  from  copy  furnished  by  the  Library  of  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey  are  numbered  separately ;  e.  g.,  G  S  6-300.  The 
series  is  conveniently  referred  to  as  the  “G  S”  series. 

Inquiries  as  to  the  form  or  contents  of  cards  in  this  series  should 
be  directed  to  the  “Librarian  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey.”  All 
inquiries  as  to  the  distribution  of  the  cards  should  be  addressed  to  the 
“Librarian  of  Congress.” 

CARDS  NOT  IN  STOCK  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  THE  U.  S.  GEOLOGICAL 

SURVEY 

§2.  Many  of  the  scientific  papers  of  the  U.  S.  Survey  published  be¬ 
tween  1880-1901  were  incorporated  in  its  annual  reports  for  these 
years.  These  reports  are  at  present  represented  in  the  L.  C.  stock  by 
a  single  open-entry  card  only.  It  is  possible  that  analytical  cards  for 
them  will  be  printed  later  and  carried  in  stock  by  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress.  Libraries  which  desire  to  obtain  sets  of  cards  for  these  reports 
are  invited  to  file  requests  with  the  Library  of  Congress. 
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SETS  OF  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OF  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEYS 

§3.  Libraries  having  full  sets  of  publications  relating  to  the  U.  S. 
Survey  or  any  of  the  state  and  territorial  surveys  will  probably  find 
it  advantageous  to  order  cards  in  “complete  sets'’  (see  below). 

Specialists  desiring  the  cards  for  bibliographical  purposes  only  will 
ordinarily  desire  an  “author  set”  only  (i.  e.  one  copy  of  each  card). 

All  of  the  cards  in  stock  for  publications  relating  to  geological  sur¬ 
veys  have  subject  and  added  entries  indicated  on  them. 

When  cards  are  supplied  in  “complete  sets,”  unless  a  different  num¬ 
ber  of  cards  is  requested,  one  card  is  supplied  for  the  main  entry  and 
one  card  for  each  of  the  added  entries  indicated. 

Title  entry  is  not  included  in  the  added  entries  indicated.  Libraries 
which  are  accustomed  to  use  title  cards  freely  for  government  docu¬ 
ments  may  find  it  advantageous  to  order  an  extra  card  for  title  entry 
in  every  case. 

If  cards  are  desired  in  continuation  of  sets,  a  statement  to  this  effect 
should  be  included  in  the  order. 

ITEMIZATION  OF  SETS  AND  PRICES 

§4.  In  connection  with  the  itemization  of  sets  and  prices  given 
below,  the  following  facts  should  be  noted : 

The  prices  of  author  sets  are  given  in  the  first  column,  the  prices  of 
complete  sets  in  the  second  column. 

Prices  of  sets  are  corrected  to  May  15,  1906,  but  inasmuch  as  publi¬ 
cations  are  issued  at  frequent  intervals  by  the  U.  S.  Survey  and  are 
likely  to  be  issued  at  any  time  by  state  surveys,  the  cost  of  sets  ordered 
later  is  likely  to  exceed  the  prices  as  stated  below. 

Only  such  series  or  surveys  are  included  as  are  entirely  covered  by 
cards  now  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress. 

In  the  sets  for  state  and  territorial  surveys  cards  are  included  for 
publications  of  the  U.  S.  Survey  which  are  concerned  with  the  survey 
of  the  state  or  territory  in  question.  In  the  case  of  the  territories  and 
states  which  have  instituted  no  survey,  the  cards  in  stock  are  of  course 
for  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Survey  exclusively.  Libraries  can  have 
cards  for  the  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Survey  excluded  from  sets  for 
state  surveys,  providing  that  their  order  contains  a  specific  request 
that  they  be  excluded.

CARDS  FOR  SURVEYS  TO  BE  CATALOGED  LATER 

§5.  Orders  may  be  given  at  once  for  cards  to  be  printed  hereafter 
for  other  surveys.  If  the  cards  for  all  of  the  publications  relating 
to  a  survey  are  shipped  at  one  time  when  the  cataloging  is  completed, 
the  price  will  be  lc.  for  the  first  card;  but  if  it  is  desired  that  they  be 
shipped  as  fast  as  printed,  the  price  for  the  first  card  will  be  2c.  In 
other  respects,  orders  for  sets  of  cards  to  be  supplied  later  are  subject 
to  the  same  conditions  as  orders  for  sets  already  in  stock. 

TRAVELING  SETS  OF  THE  CARDS 

§6.  Libraries  which  have  partial  sets  only  of  geological  survey  pub¬ 
lications  and  libraries  which  desire  to  indicate  number  of  cards  wanted 
after  an  examination  of  the  card  itself,  can  perhaps  use  t©  advantage  a 
traveling  set  of  cards  covering  the  surveys  in  which  they  are  inter¬ 
ested.  Those  desiring  such  sets  must  specify  the  items  in  §4  which 
they  desire  to  have  covered  by  the  set.  Libraries  using  these  sets 
must  conform  to  the  following:  (I)  Use  and  return  sets  promptly, 
(2)  Return  sets  arranged  in  the  same  order  as  when  received,  (3)  Or¬ 
der  by  card  number,  in  the  usual  way  (see  Bulletin  10)  the  number  of 
copies  of  each  card  desired,  (4)  Guard  against  unintentional  duplica¬ 
tion  resulting  from  the  inclusion  of  cards  for  publications  of  the  U.  S. 
Survey  in  the  sets  for  state  surveys. 

Several  hundred  cards  relating  to  geological  surveys  are  now  in 
stock  which  are  not  covered  by  the  itemization  in  §4,  viz :  ( 1 )  Cards 
for  minor  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  and  for  extracts 
from  its  regular  publications.  (2)  Cards  for  publications  of  state 
surveys  not  yet  fully  cataloged.  (3)  Cards  for  extracts  from  the 
reports  of  the  earlier  surveys  instituted  by  the  U.  S.  Government. 
Libraries  desiring  to  inspect  this  collection  of  cards  should  apply  for 
the  traveling  set  of  “Miscellaneous  cards  on  geological  surveys.”  If 
desired,  the  miscellaneous  cards  of  either  class  named  will  be  sent 
separately.

§7.  Since  1904  cards  have  been  printed  regularly  for  the  accessions 
to  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey.  As  the  Library  of  the 
Survey  purchases  freely  publications  having  to  do  with  geology  and 
related  topics  (e.  g.  mineralogy,  petrology,  paleontology),  libraries 
will  obtain  a  high  percentage  of  cards  from  orders  for  works  in  this 
field. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§8.  Variation  in  the  price  of  L.  C.  cards  affects  only  the  “first 
card.'’  The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card,  supplied  at  the 
same  time  with  the  first,  is  always  -|c. 

The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  the  sets  item¬ 
ized  in  §4  is  lc.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  cards  supplied  in  con¬ 
tinuation  of  these  sets  will  be  lc.  in  the  case  of  the  U.  S.  Survey,  2c.  in 
the  case  of  state  surveys.

PAYMENT  FOR  CARDS 

§10.  The  most  satisfactory  method  of  paying  for  cards  is  to  make 
a  deposit  of  $1  or  more  according  to  the  amount  of  cards  to  be  pur¬ 
chased.  The  initial  deposit  should  be  large  enough  to  cover  cost  of 
cards  called  for  by  initial  shipment  and  leave  a  margin  to  cover  cost  of 
future  shipments.  When  the  deposit  is  exhausted,  a  notice  to  that 
effect  will  be  sent.  Remittances  should  be  made  payable  to  “The 
Librarian  of  Congress.”

§4.  Although  the  collections  on  geology  at  the  Library  of  Congress  | 
and  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  are  as  yet  only 
partly  recataloged,  there  are  now  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress, 
in  addition  to  about  3,600  cards  for  official  publications  of  surveys, 
about  4,200  cards  for  other  publications  on  geology,  paleontology,  ’ 
mineralogy,  and  mineral  industries,  comprising:  (1)  Books  received 
by  copyright  at  the  Library  of  Congress  since  July,  1898;  (2)  books 
received  by  purchase  or  exchange  at  the  Library  of  Congress  since 
January,  1901;  (3)  books  received  by  the  Library  of  theU.  S.  Geolog-  j 
ical  Survey  since  1904;  (4)  books  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological 
Survey  in  the  classes  Mineralogy,  Petrology,  and  General  Geology.  | 
These  cards  may  be  ordered  by  author  and  title,  by  card  number, 
by  series,  or  by  subject.  The  first  three  methods  of  ordering  are  used 
chiefly  by  libraries  and  are  fully  described  in  other  publications  of  the 
Card  Section.3  Orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for  cards  on  any 
well-defined  topic  in  Geology.  Specialists  may  order,  in  addition  to 
the  cards  for  the  official  publications  of  a  state  survey,  cards  for  the 
publications  of  the  U.  S.  Survey  relating  to  the  geology  of  that  state 
and  cards  for  all  miscellaneous  publications  relating  to  the  geology  of 
that  state.

§  6.  Institutions  which  are  already  ordering  cards  for  other  pur¬ 
poses  should  pay  for  the  cards  noted  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay  for 
others.  Other  institutions  are  requested  to  pay  for  cards  in  advance 
if  practicable;  if  not  practicable,  payment  may  be  made  at  intervals, 
and  bills  will  be  rendered  as  desired. 

Payment  in  advance  is  required  in  the  case  of  individuals  ordering 
cards  for  their  own  use.  If  an  individual  desires  to  order  a  set  of 
cards  with  continuation,  the  price  of  the  set  as  given  in  §  3  plus  a 
margin  to  cover  the  cost  of  current  shipments  for  at  least  three  months 
should  accompany  the  order.

§  4.  Although  the  collections  on  geology  at  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  are  as  yet  only 
partly  recataloged,  there  are  now  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress, 
in  addition  to  about  4,400  cards  for  official  publications  of  surveys, 
about  5,000  cards  for  other  publications  on  geology,  paleontology, 
mineralogy,  and  mineral  industries,  comprising:  (1)  Books  received 
by  copyright  at  the  Library  of  Congress  since  July,  1898;  (2)  books 
received  by  purchase  or  exchange  at  the  Library  of  Congress  since 
January,  1901 ;  (3)  books  received  by  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geolog¬ 
ical  Survey  since  1904 ;  (4)  books  in  the  Library  of  the  LT.  S.  Geological 
Survey  in  the  classes  Mineralog}r,  Petrology,  and  General  Geology. 
These  cards  may  be  ordered  by  author  and  title,  by  card  number, 
by  series,  or  by  subject.  The  first  three  methods  of  ordering  are  used 
chiefly  by  libraries  and  are  fully  described  in  other  publications  of  the 
Card  Section.2  Orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for  cards  on  any 
well-defined  topic  in  geology.  Specialists  may  order,  in  addition  to 
the  cards  for  the  official  publications  of  a  State  survey,  cards  for  the 
publications  of  the  U.  S.  Survey  relating  to  the  geology  of  that  State 
and  cards  for  all  miscellaneous  publications  relating  to  the  geology  of 
that  State.

In  addition,  practically 
all  of  the  official  publications  of  American  surveys  and  those 
for  most  of  the  foreign  surveys  are  now  covered  by  printed 
cards  in  stock.  These  include,  as  a  rule,  analytical  cards  for 
the  larger  contributions  and  main  entry  cards  for  reports  and 
sets  of  reports  containing  shorter  papers.  About  6,600  cards 
are  now  in  stock  for  such  surveys,  comprising  cards  for :

from  1882  to  1902;  (2)  the  publications  of  the  earlier  IJ.  S.

§4-  Although  the  collection  on  geology  in  the  Library  of 
he  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  is  not  wholly  recataloged,  there 
ire  now  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  in  addition  to 
ib out  6,600  cards  for  official  publications  of  surveys,  about 
3,500  cards  for  other  publications  on  geology,  paleontology, 
nineralogy,  and  mineral  industries,  comprising:  (1)  all  books 
m  geology  at  the  Library  of  Congress;  (2)  all  books  received 
oy  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  since  1904; 
(3)  all  books  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  in 
die  classes  Mineralogy,  Petrology,  General  geology,  His¬ 
torical  geology,  and  most  of  those  in  Economic  geology. 
These  cards  mav  be  ordered  bv  author  and  title,  by  card  num- 
ber,  by  series,  or  by  subject.  The  first  three  methods  of  order¬ 
ing  are  used  chiefly  by  libraries  and  are  fully  described  in 
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other  publications  of  the  Card  Division.1  In  addition  to  the 
sets  relating  to  the  geology  of  States  and  countries  listed 
above,  orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for  cards  on  any  well- : 
defined  topic  in  geology  (e.  g.,  petroleum) 

PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§5.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  affects  only  the  “ first  copy  of  the  card.” I 
The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the 
same  time  with  the  first  is  s/10  c.  each. 

The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  the  sets 
itemized  in  §3  is  $.012.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  cards  < 
in  continuation  of  these  sets  is  2  c. 

The  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  with 
the  work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the 
number  called  for  by  the  order.  The  price  of  the  first  copy  of 
each  card  in  an  “ author  set”  or  a  “dictionary-catalog  set” 
of  all  the  cards  in  stock  on  geology  would  be  $,012  per  card. 
The  price  of  cards  for  all  TJ.  S.  Geological  Survey  publications  • 
relating  to  the  geology  of  a  State,  if  ordered  with  cards  for 
the  publications  of  the  State  survey,  would  be  $.012  for  the 
first  copy  of  each  card  in  stock,  2  c.  for  the  first  copy  of  current 
cards  supplied  as  printed.  The  same  price  would  be  charged 
for  cards  for  miscellaneous  publications  relating  to  a  State 
survey. 

The  usual  price  will  be  charged  for  the  first  card  for  publi¬ 
cations  of  geological  surveys  if  ordered  otherwise  than  in  sets 
or  by  subject,  viz,  3  c.  if  ordered  by  the  author  and  title;  2  c. 
if  ordered  by  series ;  2  c.  if  ordered  by  card  number.

sending  money.

§1.  Attention  is  called  in  this  bulletin  to  the  cards  which 
have  been  printed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  from  copy  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey.  Since 
1904  cards  have  been  regularly  printed  for  the  current  acces¬ 
sions  to  the  Library  of  the  Survey.  In  addition,  practically 
all  of  the  official  publications  of  American  surveys  and  those 
for  most  of  the  foreign  surveys  are  now  covered  by  printed 
cards  in  stock.  These  include,  as  a  rule,  analytical  cards  for 
the  larger  contributions  and  main  entry  cards  for  reports  and 
sets  of  reports  containing  shorter  papers.  About  7,300  cards 
are  now  in  stock  for  such  surveys,  comprising  cards  for : 
(1)  the  five  series  of  monographs  published  by  the  present 
U.  S.  Survey  and  the  papers  included  in  its  annual  reports 
from  1882  to  1902;  (2)  the  publications  of  the  earlier  TJ.  S. 
geological  surveys;  (3)  the  publications  of  the  surveys  insti¬ 
tuted  by  the  States  of  U.  S.  A.;  (4)  publications  of  bureaus  of 
mines  of  the  States  of  U.  S.  A. ;  (5)  most  of  the  publications 
of  the  surveys  and  bureaus  of  mines  of  foreign  countries.

Libraries  having  full  sets  of  the  publications  of  geo¬ 
logical  surveys  usually  order  a  ‘ 4 dictionary-catalog  set,”  i.  e.T 
enough  copies  of  each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  the 
secondary  entries  for  a  dictionary  catalog  which  are  indicated 
on  the  card.

SUBJECT  ORDERS  FOR  CARDS  ON  GEOLOGY 
§4.  Although  the  collection  on  geology  in  the  Library  of 
the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  is  not  wholly  recataloged,  there 
are  now  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  in  addition  to 
about  7,300  cards  for  official  publications  of  surveys,  about 
9,000  cards  for  other  publications  on  geology,  paleontology, 
mineralogy,  and  mineral  industries,  comprising:  (1)  all  books 
on  geology  at  the  Library  of  Congress;  (2)  all  books  received 
by  the  Library  of  the  IJ.  S.  Geological  Sur  vey  since  1904; 
(3)  all  books  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  in 
the  classes  Mineralogy,  Petrology,  General  geology,  His¬ 
torical  geology,  and  most  of  those  in  Economic  geology. 
These  cards  may  be  ordered  by  author  and  title,  by  card  num¬ 
ber,  by  series,  or  by  subject.  The  first  three  methods  of  order¬ 
ing  are  used  chiefly  by  libraries  and  are  fully  described  in 
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other  publications  of  the  Card  Division.1  In  addition  to  the 
sets  relating  to  the  geology  of  States  and  countries  listed 
above,  orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for  cards  on  any  well- 
defined  topic  in  geology  (e.  g.,  petroleum). 

PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§5.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  affects  only  the  “ first  copy  of  the  card.” 
The  charge  for  additional  coynes  of  any  card  supplied  at  the 
same  time  with  the  first  is  lc.  each. 

The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  in  the  sets 

itemized  in  §  3  is  2c.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  cards  in 
continuation  of  these  sets  is  2c. 

The  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  with 
the  work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the 
number  called  for  by  the  order.  The  price  of  the  first  copy  of 
each  card  in  an  “author  set”  or  a  “dictionary-catalog  set” 
of  all  the  cards  in  stock  on  geology  would  be  lie.  per  card. 
The  price  of  cards  for  all  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  publications 
relating  to  the  geology  of  a  State,  if  ordered  with  cards  for 
the  publications  of  the  State  survey,  would  be  2c.  for  the  first 
copy  of  each  card  in  stock,  2c.  for  the  first  copy  of  current 
cards  supplied  as  printed.  The  same  price  would  be  charged 
for  cards  for  miscellaneous  publications  relating  to  a  State 
survey. 

The  usual  price  jwill  be  charged  for  the  first  card  for  publi¬ 
cations  of  geological  surveys  if  ordered  otherwise  than  in  sets 
or  by  subject,  viz,  $.033  if  ordered  by  the  author  and  title ;  2c. 
if  ordered  by  series ;  2c.  if  ordered  by  card  number. 

For  further  information  as  to  price  and  methods  of  order¬ 
ing  see  the  pamphlet  L.  C.  Printed  Cards,  to  be  obtained  gratis 
on  application  to  the  Librarian  of  Congress. 

PAYMENT 

§  6.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the 
sets  and  classes  of  cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay 
for  others.  Individuals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for 
cards  in  advance  and  should  always  ascertain  price  before 
sending  money.

cards  in  stock.  These  include,  as  a  rule,  analytical  cards  for 
the  laiger  contributions  and  main  entry  cards  for  reports  and 
sets  of  reports  containing  shorter  papers.  About  8,200  cards 
are  now  in  stock  for  such  surveys,  comprising  cards  for: 

(1)  the  five  series  of  monographs  published  by  the  present 
U.  S.  Survey  and  the  papers  included  in  its  annual  reports 
from  1882  to  1902;  (2)  the  publications  of  the  earlier  U.  S. 
geological  surveys;  (3)  the  publications  of  the  surveys  insti¬ 
tuted  by  the  States  of  U.  S.  A. ;  (4)  publications  of  bureaus  of 
mines  of  the  States  of  U.  S.  A.;  (5)  most  of  the  publications 
of  the  surveys  and  bureaus  of  mines  of  foreign  countries. 

The  cards  printed  from  copy  furnished  by  the  Library  of 
the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  are  numbered  separately;  e.  g., 
GS  6-300.  The  series  is  referred  to  as  the  “GS”  series.

\2.  Specialists  ordering  cards  for  bibliographical  purposes, 
ordinarily  desire  an  “author  set”  only  (i.  e.,  one  copy  of  each 
card).  Libraries  having  full  sets  of  the  publications  of  geo¬ 
logical  surveys  usually  order  a  “dictionary-catalog  set”,  i.  e., 
enough  copies  of  each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  the 

secondary  entries  for  a  dictionary  catalog  which  are  indicated

SUBJECT  ORDERS  FOR  CARDS  ON  GEOLOGY 


§4.  Although  the  collection  on  geology  in  the  Library  of 
the  U.  S..  Geological  Survey  is  not  wholly  recatalogecl,  there 
are  now  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  in  addition  to 
ibout  8,200  cards  for  official  publications  of  surveys,  about 
-4,300  cards  for  other  publications  on  geology,  paleontology, 
ninera.logy,  and  mineral  industries,  comprising:  (1)  all  books 
an  geology  at  the  Library  of  Congress;  (2)  all  books  received 
ay  the  Library  of  the  IT.  S.  Geological  Survey  since  1904; 
(3)  all  books  in  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  in 
he.  classes  Mineralogy,  Petrology,  General  geology,  His- 
orical  geology,  and  most  of  those  in  Economic  geology. 
These  cards  may  be  ordered  by  author  and  title,  by  card  num- 
aer,  by  series,  or  by  subject.  The  first  three  methods  of  order- 
ng  are  used  chiefly  by  libraries  and  are  fully  described  in 
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other  publications  of  the  Card  Division.1  In  addition  to  the 
sets  relating  to  the  geology  of  States  and  countries  listed 
above,  orders  by  subject  will  be  accepted  for  cards  on  any  well- 
defined  topic  in  geology  (e.  g.,  petroleum). 

PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§5.  Variation  in  the  price  of  the  cards  supplied  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  affects  only  the  “first  copy  of  the  card”.  ; 
The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the  ! 
same  time  with  the  first  is  $.015  each. 

The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  for  the  <: 
series  and  sets  itemized  on  pages  2-5  is  $.03.  The  price  for 
the  first  copy  of  cards  in  continuation  of  these  series  and 
sets  is  $.04. 

The  price  of  carets  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  with 
the  work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the 
number  called  for  by  the  order.  The  price  of  the  first  copy  of 
each  card  in  an  “author  set”  or  a“‘ dictionary-catalog  set” 
of  all  the  cards  in  stock  on  geology  would  be  $.03  per  card. 
For  ordinary  orders  by  subject,  ex.  “All  cards  relating  to 
coal”  the  price  would  be  $.04  a  card. 

The  usual  price  will  be  charged  for  the  first  card  for  publi¬ 
cations  of  geological  surveys  if  ordered  otherwise  than  by  i 
series  or  by  subject,  viz,  $.045  if  ordered  by  the  author  and 
title ;  $.025  if  ordered  by  card  number.  !

PAYMENT 

§6.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the 
sets  and  classes  of  cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay 
for  others.  Individuals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for 
cards  in  advance  and  should  always  ascertain  price  before 
sending  money.

GENERAL  STATEMENT  AS  TO  ORDERS  BY  SERIES 

§1.  The  Card  Section  is  now  prepared  to  handle  advantageously 
rders  by  series  for  cards  for  books  and  monographs  in  series. 

Libraries  which  do  not  have  access  to  a  complete  file  of  the  L.  C. 
ards  usually  find  it  advantageous  to  employ  this  method  of  ordering  in 
Dmbination  with  others.  Libraries  which  have  access  to  the  complete 
le  of  cards  find  it  more  satisfactory  in  some  cases  to  give  a  general 
rder  for  cards  for  all  of  the  publications  in  a  series,  than  to  look  up  and 
st  the  card  number  for  each. 

EXCEPTIONS  IN  THE  CATALOGING  OF  PUBLICATIONS  IN  SERIES 


§2.  As  a  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  cards  for  such  publica- 
ons  in  series  only  as  are  strictly  monographic,  i.  e.  consist  of  a  single 
iper,  or  contribution;  but  cards  have  been  printed,  by  exception,  for 
considerable  number  of  series  which  consist  partly  of  composite  pub- 

lations  and  for  a  few  series  that  are  wholly  made  up  of  such 

iblications.a 


A  considerable  percentage  of  the  monographic  publications  in  series 
>w  on  the  shelves  of  the  Library  of  Congress  and  within  the  scope  of 
e  stock,  and  a  considerable  percentage  of  those  currently  received, 
e  not  cataloged  with  printed  cards.  They  are  being  passed  by  for  the 
esent  in  order  that  the  cataloging  of  books  not  in  series  may  be  fin¬ 
ned  more  quickly.  A  large  percentage  of  the  series  of  monographs 
foreign  languages  are  not  being  analyzed.  Occasionally  a  non- 
pyrighted  series  of  monographs  in  English,  the  cataloging  of  which 


ujhcahcms  containing  two  or  more  papers  which  have  been  incorporated  in  a  series  partly 
•A)  raphic  are  sometimes  cataloged  to  complete  the  series.  Exceptions  in  favor  of  the  cata- 
,  erican  history SenCS  ^  C°mp°Slte  Plications  occur  most  frequently  in  Bibliography  and 
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would  require  much  time,  is  also  passed  by.  On  the  other  hand,  series 
received  by  copyright  are  uniformly  cataloged. 

In  general  the  scope  of  the  stock  is  the  same  for  publications  in  series 
as  for  other  publications,  but,  owing  chiefly  to  exigencies  in  cataloging, 
numerous  series  of  monographs  lying  wholly  or  partly  outside  of  the 
scope  of  the  stock  have  been  entirely  cataloged. 

LISTS  OF  SERIES  FOR  WHICH  CARDS  CAN  BE  SUPPLIED 

§3.  Owing  to  the  many  exceptions  in  the  cataloging  of  publications 
in  series  it  has  been  decided  to  issue  lists  of  the  more  important  non¬ 
copyrighted  series,  for  which  cards  can  be  supplied.  It  being  under¬ 
stood  that  cards  are  in  stock  for  all  copyrighted  publications  which  are 
within  the  scope  of  the  stock  (see  Bulletin  11,  §3),  series  of  copyrighted 
publications  have  been  excluded  from  the  lists  as  a  rule.  A  few  copy¬ 
righted  series  have  been  included  in  order  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  “  series  cards  ”  have  been  printed  for  them.  The  lists  of  series  for 
which  cards  are  in  stock  are  as  follows : 

Series  in  English,  excluding  those  in  American  history  (Bul¬ 
letin  17). 

Series  in  American  history  (Bulletin  18). 

Series  in  foreign  languages  (Bulletin  19).

ORDERS  FOR  CARDS  FOR  SERIES  NOT  INCLUDED  IN  THE  LISTS 

§4.  As  stated  in  Bulletin  17,  §3,  and  Bulletin  19,  §3,  certain  classes  of 
series  have  been  excluded  from  the  lists  published  in  those  bulletins; 
series  started  since  these  lists  were  compiled  are  of  course  not  included. 
The  lists  in  Bulletins  17-19  will  be  revised  and  reprinted  from  time  to 
time.  Libraries  may  order  cards  advantageously  for  the  following  classes 
of  series  not  included  in  the  lists: 

(1)  Series  the  successive  issues  of  which  are  uniformly  copyrighted 
and  within  the  scope  of  the  stock. 

(2)  New  noncopyrighted  series  in  English  of  considerable  importance. 

SERIES  CARDS 

§5.  Series  cards  have  been  issued  for  but  a  small  percentage  of  the 
series  for  which  cards  are  in  stock.  In  the  lists  in  Bulletins  17-19,  series 
for  which  series  cards  have  been  printed  have  the  abbreviation  j  (=  series 
card  without  contents)  or  sc  (  =  series  card  with  contents)  affixed.  Althc 
series  cards  are  likely  to  be  printed  for  other  series  at  any  time,  the  chance 
of  obtaining  series  cards  for  a  series  which  does  not  have  s  or  sc  affixec 
is  slight.  Libraries  which  desire  to  obtain  series  cards  whenever  possible 
should  make  a  practice  of  including  a  request  for  such  cards  (see  §8,  d  j 
in  every  order  by  series. 

Most  of  the  series  cards  now  in  stock  have  been  printed  or  reprintec 
quite  recently  and  accordingly  list  publications  in  their  respective  series 
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iearly  to  date.  As  a  rule,  additions  will  be  made  to  series  cards  only 
vlien  they  are  reprinted  for  stock,  or  when  the  list  of  new  publications 
n  the  series  is  long  enough  to  fill  another  card. 

MAIN  ENTRY  CARDS  WITH  CONTENTS 

§6.  Occasionally  main  entry  cards  with  full  table  of  contents  are  issued 
or  series  of  publications  which  are  of  a  composite  nature.  Some  libra- 
ies  use  these  successfully  as  analyticals.  A  few  series  for  which  they 
lave  been  issued  are  included  in  the  lists  in  Bulletins  17-19,  with  the 
ibbreviation  me  (=  main  entry  card  with  contents)  affixed.  If  the 
;ntry  occupies  more  that  one  card,  the  number  of  cards  required  for  it 
s  indicated  after  me.  When  enough  publications  have  been  issued  so 
hat  the  list  of  their  contents  will  fill  another  card,  an  additional  card 
vill  be  issued. 

NUMBER  OF  CARDS  WANTED 

§7.  Libraries  ordering  cards  by  series  for  cataloging  purposes  should 
ndicate  number  of  cards  wanted  for  each  publication  in  the  series  by 
>ne  of  the  methods  outlined  in  Bulletin  12.  If  a  series  card  has  been 
Tinted,  a  separate  note  should  be  added  as  to  number  of  copies  of  it 
wanted  (see  §8.  d.)  In  case  a  library  fails  to  indicate  definitely  the 
lumber  of  cards  wanted,  a  “complete  set”  will  be  sent. 

A  ‘  ‘  complete  set  ’  ’  of  cards  for  a  series  will  be  held  to  include  2sia 
ardsa  for  each  paper  cataloged  in  the  series  and  isa  copies  of  the  series 
ard.& 

An  ‘  ‘  author  set  ’  ’  of  cards  for  a  series  of  publications  will  be  held  to 
nclude  one  card  for  each  paper  cataloged  in  the  series  and  one  copy  of 
he  series  card. 

In  case  a  library  desires  to  order  copies  of  a  main  entry  card  (with 
ontents)  for  use  in  making  analyticals  (see  §6),  the  number  of  copies 
equired  can  be  ascertained  most  easily  by  inspecting  a  copy  of  the  card. 
Vhen  the  entry  occupies  more  than  one  card  (as  shown  by  the  figure 
ollowing  me)  such  preliminary  inspection  of  the  card  is  essential  in 
>rder  to  ascertain  the  number  of  copies  of  each  card  required.  A  sample 
opy  of  the  me  card  for  any  series  listed  in  Bulletins  17-19  will  be  sent 
n  request  providing:  (1)  that  the  request  contains  a  statement  that  the 
ard  is  wanted  as  a  “sample  for  analyticals”,  (2)  that  the  sample  is 
eturned  as  an  order  for  cards,  a  number  having  been  placed  on  it  to 
adicate  number  of  copies  wanted.  If  the  number  of  copies  wanted  of 
main  entry  card  with  contents  is  not  indicated,  isa  cards  will  be  sent. 

«See  Bulletin  12,  \  6,  for  explanation  of  the  formulas  mentioned  in  this  paragraph.  In  general 
ie  practice  as  to  indication  of  subject  and  added  entries  on  cards  for  publications  in  series  has 
een  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  other  publications  (see  Bulletin  11,  \  11). 

b Series  cards  have  subject  entries  indicated  on  them  when  they  are  sufficiently  homogeneous  to 
lake  this  practicable.  The  added  entry  most  commonly  indicated  is  that  for  the  editor  of  the 

iries. 
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HOW  TO  ORDER  CARDS  BY  SERIES 

§8.  Libraries  ordering  cards  by  series  may  give  the  order  in  any  form 
desired,  providing  that  they  indicate  for  what  portions  of  the  series 
cards  are  desired  and  how  many  cards  are  wanted.  But  standing  orders 
for  cards  to  be  sent  in  continuation  of  an  initial  order  can  be  filed  in  the 
Card  Section  only  on  330  slips,  and  it  is  believed  that,  as  a  rule,  libraries  i 
will  find  it  most  satisfactory  to  place  their  orders  on  such  slips  in  a 
concise  and  definite  form. 

The  method  of  making  out  series  orders  outlined  below  is  recommended: 

(a)  If  the  publications  in  a  series  are  numbered  consecutively,  use  the  consecutive 
numbering  in  preference  to  any  other  and  use  arabic  figures  without  prefixing 
“no.,”  “vol.,”  or  an  equivalent  term.  If  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  parts  of  vol¬ 
umes,  use  arabic  numerals  for  volumes,  small  roman  numerals  for  parts  of  volumes. 

If  the  series  is  divided  into  “  first  series,”  “second  series,”  etc.,  use  arabic  numerals 
with  the  vernacular  term  for  series,  e.  g.  1st  series,  2.  serie,  3.  folge. 

(b)  Indicate  that  cards  are  desired  for  certain  numbers  in  a  series  by  giving  the 
first  and  last  number  connected  by  a  dash  (e.  g.  1-10).  Indicate  that  cards  are 
desired  for  the  series  complete  to  date  with  continuation,  by  a  dash  placed  after  the 
figure  1. 

(c)  Indicate  the  number  of  cards  wanted  for  each  publication®  in  the  series  by  a 
number  or  formula  placed  at  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  slip. 

(d)  Indicate  that  series  card  is  wanted  by  Ser.  near  right  margin  followed  by  a 
number  or  formula  to  indicate  number  of  copies  wanted. 

(e)  Indicate  near  the  right  margin  the  number  of  the  week  in  the  year  (ascertained 
from  the  “  calendar  card”)  up  to  which  your  library  is  willing  to  wait  to  obtain 
cards  missing  within  the  limits  of  the  order.  Unless  the  period  for  which  missing 
cards  can  be  awaited  is  indicated  by  a  week  number,  it  will  be  assumed  that  they  • 
can  be  waited  for  indefinitely  and  they  will  be  sent  ivhcnever  they  come  to  hand. 

(f)  Give  name  of  library  and  date  of  the  order  at  the  lower  edge  of  slip. 

a  If  cards  are  being  ordered  for  series  having  affixed,  and  cards  are  desired  for  use  in  mak¬ 
ing  analytical,  libraries  are  advised  to  write  “  sample  for  analyticals  ”  in  place  of  number  or 
formula  indicating  number  of  cards  wanted,  especially  if  there  is  a  number  following  me  in  the 
list  indicating  that  the  entry  occupies  more  than  one  card. 
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Below  is  given  a  sample  of  an  order  slip  made  out  in  accordance  with  the  above 
suggestions. 


TRAVELING  SETS  OF  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  IN  SERIES 

§9.  Libraries  not  having  access  to  a  complete  file  of  L.  C.  cards,  which 
desire  to  order  a  specific  number  of  cards  for  each  publication  in  a  series, 
may  obtain  a  traveling  set  of  cards  for  the  series,  .so  that  cards  can  be 
ordered  by  card  number.  A  traveling  set  for  any  series  listed  in  Bulle¬ 
tins  17-19  will  be  sent  as  a  means  of  making  up  orders,  on  condition  (1) 
that  the  set  be  returned  promptly,  arranged  in  the  same. order  as  when 
sent  out;  (2)  that  the  order  made  up  from  the  .set  shall  be  kept  distinct 
and  shall  be  sent  in  with  the  set  which  is  being  returned;  (3)  that  an 
extra  charge  is  to  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  set,  equivalent  to  the  post¬ 
age  both  ways  (at  per  ounce)  plus  5  cents.  For  an  explanation  of 
methods  of  making  up  orders  from  traveling  sets  see  Bulletin  10,  §7. 
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TIME  REQUIRED  TO  PRODUCE  CARDS 


§10.  Asa  rule  only  such  series  are  included  in  the  lists  mentioned  in 
§3  as  are  received  regularly  and  promptly,  but  a  few  have  been  included 
which  are  received  through  the  ‘  ‘  International  exchange  a  ’  ’ .  These 
series  have  the  abbreviation  bit.  affixed  to  them  in  the  lists  and  sub¬ 
scribers  are  advised  that  there  is  likely  to  be  unusual  delay  in  supplying 
cards  for  them. 

Cards  usually  reach  the  stock  in  from  two  to  four  weeks  after  the 
publication  has  reached  the  Library  of  Congress.  When  there  is  an 
accumulation  of  cards  to  be  printed,  cards  for  publications  in  English 
are  printed  first,  consequently  delay  is  especially  likely  to  occur  in  the 
case  of  publications  in  foreign  languages.  In  the  case  of  standing  orders 
for  cards  by  series,  unless  notice  is  received  that  the  library  cannot  wait 
longer,  cards  will  be  sent  when  ready. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS  ORDERED  BY  SERIES 

§n.  Variation  in  the  price  of  L.  C.  cards  affects  only  the  “first  card.” 
The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the  same  time 
with  the  first  is  always  }4c. 

If  cards  are  ordered  by  series  according  to  the  terms  of  this  Bulletin, 
the  price  of  the  first  card  supplied  for  each  publication  is  2C.,  except  in 
the  case  of  “sets  of  cards”  for  a  few  of  the  longer  series  and  for  .series 
supplied  in  groups — the  price  of  the  first  card  for  publications  in  these 
being  ic.  (see  Bulletins  5,  9,  13,  14,  15). 

PAYMENT  FOR  CARDS 

§12.  The  most  satifactory  method  of  paying  for  cards  is  to  make  a 
deposit  of  $  1  or  more,  according  to  the  amount  of  cards  to  be  purchased. 
The  initial  deposit  should  be  large  enough  to  cover  cost  of  cards  called 
for  by  the  initial  shipment  and  leave  a  margin  to  cover  cost  of  future 
shipments.  When  the  deposit  is  exhausted,  a  notice  to  that  effect  will 
be  sent.  Remittances  should  be  made  payable  to  “The  Librarian  of 
Congress.” 

a  The  term  applied  to  the  exchange  service  conducted  by  the  Smithsonian  Insti¬ 
tution  whereby  the  publications  of  learned  societies  in  the  Uuited  States  are  ex¬ 
changed  for  those  of  similar  societies  in  foreign  countries.

§1.  This  bulletin  contains  the  first  of  three  lists  of  series  of  publica¬ 
tions  for  which  cards  are  in  stock  at  the  Library  of  Congress.

Series  in  foreign  languages  (Bulletin  19) 

For  an  explanation  of  methods  of  ordering  cards  by  series ,  see  Bulle¬ 
tin  16. 

EXCEPTIONS  IN  THE  PRINTING  OF  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  IN  SERIES 

§2.  As  a  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  cards  for  publications  in 
series  only  when  the  series  is  composed  wholly  or  very  largely  of  mono¬ 
graphs,  but  there  are  numerous  exceptions  to  the  rule. 

If  a  series  which  is  made  up  of  composite  publications  is  included  in 
the  list  it  indicates  that  analytical  cards  have  been  made  for  each  of  the 
papers  included  in  the  series,  unless  there  is  specific  indication  to  the 
contrary. 

If  the  successive  issues  of  an  incomplete  publication  are  numbered 
into  a  series,  an  open-entry  card  is  usually  printed  if  the  publication  is 
copyrighted  or  represents  an  important  contribution  in  English.  In 
Dther  cases  no  card  is  printed  as  a  rule  until  the  publication  is  completed . 
Libraries  should  note  carefully  this  general  explanation  to  account  for 
missing  cards  for  incomplete  publications,  as  an  explanatio?i  of  individual 
cases  will  not  be  given  hi  the  list. 

SERIES  EXCLUDED 

§3.  The  following  classes  of  series  have  been  excluded  from  this  list: 
a)  Series  the  successive  issues  of  which  are  uniformly  copyrighted 
and  for  which  no  series  cards  have  been  printed.  (See 
Bulletin  16,  §3). 
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b)  Series  no  longer  current,  or  no  longer  cataloged,  which  are 

represented  by  but  few  cards  in  stock. 

c)  Less  important  current  publishers’  .series  for  which  the  num¬ 

ber  of  cards  already  issued  is  small. 

METHOD  OF  DESIGNATING  PUBLICATION  NUMBERS 

§4.  Arabic  figures  are  used  exclusively,  except  when  it  is  necessary  to 
refer  to  subdivisions  of  a  volume.  Subdivisions  of  a  volume  are  indi¬ 
cated  by  small  roman  numerals,  e.  g.  2.  ii-vi  (  =  parts  [or  numbers]  2-6 
of  v.  2). 

A  dash  when  used  between  two  numbers  indicates  that  cards  are  in 
stock  for  all  publications  between,  excepting  such  as  are  incomplete  (see 
end  of  §2)  or  unpublished.  A  single  dash  used  after  a  number,  with  no 
number  following,  indicates  that  cards  are  in  stock  for  publications  from 
that  number  to  date,  that  the  series  is  current  so  far  as  known ,  and 
that  cards  can  probably  be  supplied  for  all  the  current  numbers;  a  double 
dash  has  the  same  significance  except  that  it  indicates  that  cards  can 
probably  be  supplied  for  the  most  of  the  current  numbers. 

When  the  publications  in  a  .series  are  unnumbered,  if  cards  are  in  stock 
for  all  of  them,  the  word  Complete  is  used  in  place  of  series  numbering. 
If  cards  are  not  in  stock  for  the  entire  series,  the  total  number  of  cards 
is  given  in  place  of  series  numbering.  A  dash  or  double  dash  appended 
to  these  words  has  the  same  significance  as  when  appended  to  numbers. 

ABBREVIATIONS 

vSeries  received  through  the  International  exchange  (see  Bulletin 
16,  §10);  unusual  delay  in  supplying  cards  probable;  standing 
order  for  current  cards  should  not  be  placed  unless  cards  can  be 
awaited  a  year  at  least. 

Main  entry  card  with  contents  has  been  printed  but  no  cards  for 
individual  papers;  if  entry  requires  more  than  one  card,  number 
is  indicated  after  111c;  if  cards  are  to  be  ordered  for  use  in  mak¬ 
ing  analytical,  send  for  a  sample  (see  Bulletin  16,  §7,  end).

§2.  This  list  has  been  compiled  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Flagg,  assistant  in  charge  of  the 
cataloging  of  American  history,  who  is  endeavoring  to  complete  series  in  this 
field.  In  addition  to  its  use  as  a  list  of  series  of  publications  for  which  cards 
can  be  supplied,  it  may  be  considered  a  “want  list”  of  publications  in  American 
history  which  the  Library  of  Congress  desires  to  obtain.  Libraries  or  individ¬ 
uals  having  for  exchange  or  sale  publications  unaccounted  for  in  the  list  will 
confer  a  favor  by  notifying  the  Library  of  Congress  of  the  fact. 

EXCEPTIOSN  IN  THE  PRINTING  OF  CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  IN  SERIES 

§3.  As  a  rule,  the  Library  of  Congress  prints  cards  for  publications  in  series 
only  when  the  series  is  composed  wholly  or  very  largely  of  monographs ;  but 
there  are  numerous  exceptions  to  the  rule,  especially  in  American  history. 

If  a  series  is  included  in  the  list  which  is  made  up  of  composite  publication, 
it  indicates  that  analytical  cards  have  been  made  for  each  of  the  papers  included 
in  the  series  unless  there  is  a  specific  statement  to  the  contrary  or  incomplete 
publications  are  included,  which  are  excepted  by  the  terms  of  the  next  paragraph. 

If  the  successive  issues  of  an  incomplete  publication  are  numbered  into  a 
series,  an  open-entry  card  is  usually  printed  if  the  publication  is  copyrighted  or 
represents  an  important  contribution  in  English.  In  other  cases  no  card  is 
;  printed  until  the  publication  is  completed.  Libraries  should  note  carefully  this 
general  explanation  to  account  for  missing  cards  for  incomplete  publications,  as 
an  explanation  of  individual  cases  will  not  be  given. 

METHOD  OF  DESIGNATING  PUBLICATION  NUMBERS 

§4.  Arabic  figures  are  used  exclusively,  except  when  it  is  necessary  to  refer 
to  subdivisions  of  a  'Volume.  Subdivisions  of  a  volume  are  indicated  by  small 
roman  numerals,  e.  g.  2.  ii-vi  =  (parts  tor  numbers]  2-6  of  v.  2). 

A  dash  when  used  between  two  numbers  indicates  that  cards  are  in  stock  for 
all  publications  between,  excepting  such  as  are  incomplete  (see  end  of  §3).  A 
single  dash  used  after  a  number,  with  no  number  following,  indicates  that  cards 
are  in  stock  for  publications  from  that  number  to  date,  that  the  series  is 
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current  so  far  as  known,  and  that  cards  can  probably  be  supplied  for  all  the 
current  numbers;  a  double  dash  has  the  same  significance  except  that  it  indi¬ 
cates  that  cards  can  probably  be  supplied  for  the  most  of  the  current  numbers. 

When  the  publications  in  a  series  are  unnumbered,  if  cards  are  in  stock  for  all 
of  them,  the  word  Complete  is  used  in  place  of  series  numbering.  If  cards  are 
not  in  stock  for  the  entire  series,  the  total  number  of  cards  is  given  in  place  of 
series  numbering.  A  dash  or  double  dash  appended  to  these  words  has  the  same 
significance  as  when  appended  to  numbers.

§1.  Libraries  which  do  not  have  access  to  a  complete  file  of  the 
v.  C.  cards  find  it  very  advantageous  to  make  nse  of  orders  by 
eries  in  connection  with  other  forms  of  orders.2  Libraries  which 
lave  access  to  the  complete  file  of  cards  seem  to  find  it  more  sat- 
sfactory  in  some  cases  to  give  a  general  order  for  cards  for  all 
»f  the  publications  in  a  series  than  to  look  up  and  list  the  card 
:umber  for  each.  Instead  of  making  out  author  and  title  orders 
or  all  of  their  current  accessions  in  foreign  languages  (for  which 
he  percentage  of  cards  obtainable  is  small)  libraries  will  usually 
ind  it  better  to  file  a  standing  order  for  cards  for  such  of  their 
urrent  accessions  as  are  in  the  series  listed  below  and  make  their 
»wn  cards  for  others. 

1XCEPTI0NS  IN  THE  SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK  AS  REGARDS  PUBLI¬ 
CATIONS  IN  SERIES 

§2.  In  general  the  scope  of  the  stock  is  the  same  for  publica- 
ions  in  series  as  for  other  publications,  but  the  exceptions  are 
nore  numerous.  Owing  to  exigencies  in  recataloging  and  in  the 
ard  distribution  work,  numerous  series  which  are  wholly  or 
>artly  outside  the  scope  of  the  stock  have  been  entirely  covered. 
)n  the  other  hand  numerous  series  which  are  wholly  or  largely 
vithin  scope  are  being  passed  by  for  the  present.  Most  of  the 
eries  out  of  scope  which  have  been  by  exception  fully  cataloged 
ire  in  English,  while  most  of  the  series  within  scope  which  have 
>een  passed  by  are  in  foreign  languages.

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CARDS  FOR  MONOGRAPHS  IN  SERIES;  CARDS  FOR  COMPOSITE 

PUBLICATIONS  IN  SERIES 

§3.  The  general  practice  of  the  Library  of  Congress  is  to  print 
analytical  cards  for  publications  in  series  only  when  the  series  is 
wholly  or  mainly  composed  of  monographic  publications.  If  com¬ 
posite  publications  occur  in  a  series  which  is  mainly  monographic, 
the  rule  is  to  print  analytical  cards  for  each  of  the  papers  in  the 
publication  provided  that  there  are  not  more  than  three.  If  four 
or  more  papers  are  included,  this  number  in  the  series  is  usually 
passed  by.  Libraries  should  note  carefully  this  general  explana¬ 
tion  for  missing  cards  for  composite  publications,  as  it  is  imprac¬ 
ticable  to  indicate  them  in  the  list. 

Analytical  cards  are  sometimes  printed,  however,  for  composite 
publications  (in  series)  which  contain  more  than  four  papers,  and 
analytical  cards  are  sometimes  issued  for  entire  series  and  sets 
of  composite  publications.  Lxceptions  in  favor  of  analytical 
work  occur  most  frequently  in  series  in  American  history1  and 
bibliography,  but  analytical  cards  have  also  been  printed  for  some 
large  and  important  sets  analyzed  by  the  libraries  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture,  the  Geological  Survey  and  the  Bureau  of 
Education2. 

CARDS  FOR  INCOMPLETE  PUBLICATIONS  INCORPORATED  IN 

SERIES 

§4.  If  the  successive  issues  of  an  incomplete  publication  are 
numbered  into  a  series,  an  open-entry  card  is  usually  printed  if 
the  publication  is  copyrighted  or  represents  an  important  contri¬ 
bution  in  English.  In  other  cases  no  card  is  printed  as  a  rule 
until  the  publication  is  completed.  Libraries  should  note  carefully 
this  general  explanation  to  account  for  missing  cards  for  incom¬ 
plete  publications,  as  it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  them  in  the 
list. 

MAIN  CARDS  FOR  SERIES  AS  A  WHOLE 

§5.  In  the  list  below  series  for  which  a  main  series  card  has 
been  issued,  in  addition  to  analytical,  have  the  abbreviation  sc  or  s 
prefixed  according  as  the  series  card  has  or  has  not  centents  of 
series  listed  on  it.  At  present  the  practice  is  to  give  contents  on 
series  card  only  when  the  series  is  closed.

SERIES  INCLUDED  IN  THE  LIST 

§6.  About  one-tenth  of  the  cards  in  stock  at  the  Library  of 
Congress  are  for  publications  in  series.  It  was  impracticable  to 
include  in  the  list  below  all  of  the  series  represented  in  the  stock. 
Series  in  bibliography  and  American  history  which  are  of  any 
importance  have  been  uniformly  included.  Series  no  longer  cur¬ 
rent  which  are  represented  by  comparatively  few  cards  in  stock 
are  excluded.  Current  series  published  by  societies  and  institu¬ 
tions  are  included  even  though  the  number  of  cards  in  stock  is 
small.  Current  “publisher’s”  series  are  excluded  unless  a  consid- 
•  erable  number  of  publications  have  already  appeared  in  the  series 
or  the  circumstances  of  publications  are  such  that  the  series 
promises  to  be  important.  A  few  sets  (not  series)  of  publications 

for  which  analytical  cards  have  been  issued  are  included  in  the 

list. 

METHOD  OF  DESIGNATING  PUBLICATION  NUMBERS  IN  THE  LIST 

Arabic  figuies  are  used  exclusively,  except  when  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  refer  to  subdivisions  of  a  volume.  Subdivisions  of  a  vol¬ 
ume  are  indicated  by  small  roman  numerals,  e.  g.  2.ii— vi  =  (parts 
[or  numbers]  2-6  of  v.  2). 

A  dash  when  used  between  two  numbers  indicates  that  cards 
are,  in  stock  for  all  publications  between,  excepting  such  as  are 
composite  (see  §3),  incomplete  (see  §4)  or  unpublished.  A 
single  dash  used  after  a  number,  with  no  number  following,  indi¬ 
cates  that  the  cards  are  in  stock  for  publications  from  that  num¬ 
ber  to  date,  that  the  series  is  current  .ro  far  as  known,  and  that 
cards  can  probably  be  supplied  for  all  the  current  numbers;  a 
double  dash  has  the  same  significance  except  that  it  indicates  that 

cards  can  probably  be  supplied  for  the  most  of  the  current  num¬ 
bers. 

When  the  publications  in  a  series  are  unnumbered,  if  cards  are 
in  stock  for  all  of  them,  the  word  Complete  is  used  in  place  of 
series  numbering.  If  cards  are  not  in  stock  for  the  entire  series, 
the  total  number  of  cards  is  given  in  place  of  series  numbering. 

A  dash  or  double  dash  appended  to  these  words  has  the  same  sig¬ 
nificance  as  when  appended  to  numbers.

ORDERS  FOR  CARDS  BY  SERIES 

§1.  Libraries  which  do  not  have  access  to  a  complete  file  of  the 
L.  C.  cards  find  it  advantageous  to  make  use  of  orders  by  series 
in  connection  with  other  forms  of  orders.2  Libraries  which  have 
access  to  the  complete  file  of  cards  seem  to  find  it  more  satisfac¬ 
tory  in  some  cases  to  give  a  general  order  for  cards  for  all  of  the 
publications  in  a  series  than  to  look  up  and  list  the  card  number 
for  each.  Instead  of  making  out  author  and  title  orders  for  all 
of  their  current  accessions  in  foreign  languages  (for  which  the 
percentage  of  cards  obtainable  is  usually  small)  libraries  may 
find  it  better  to  file  standing  orders  for  cards  for  such  of  their 
current  accessions  as  are  in  the  series  listed  below  and  make  their 
own  cards  for  others. 

THE  SCOPE  OF  THE  STOCK  AS  REGARDS  PUBLICATIONS  IN 

SERIES 

§2.  In  general  the  scope  of  the  stock  is  the  same  for  publica¬ 
tions  in  series  as  for  other  publications,  but  the  exceptions  are 
more  numerous.  Owing  to  exigencies  in  recataloging  and  in 
the  card  distribution  work,  some  series  which  are  partly  outside 
the  scope  of  the  stock  have  been  entirely  covered.  On  the  other 
hand  a  considerable  number  of  series  which  are  wholly  or  largely 
within  scope  are  being  passed  by  for  the  present.  Most  of  the 
series  out  of  scope  which  have  been  by  exception  fully  cataloged 
are  in  English,  while  most  of  the  series  within  scope  which  have 
been  passed  by  are  in  foreign  languages.

SERIES  INCLUDED  IN  THE  LIST 

§3.  About  one-tenth  of  the  cards  in  stock  at  the  Library  of 
Congress  are  for  publications  in  series.  It  was  impracticable  to 
include  in  the  list  below  all  of  the  series  represented  in  the  stock. 
Series  in  bibliography  and  American  history  which  are  of  any 
considerable  importance  have  been  uniformly  included.  Series 
no  longer  current  which  are  represented  by  comparatively  few 
cards  in  stock  are  excluded.  Current  series  of  importance  pub¬ 
lished  by  societies  and  institutions  are  included  even  though  the 
number  of  cards  in  stock  is  small.  Current  “publisher’s”  series 
are  excluded  unless  a  considerable  number  of  publications  have 
already  appeared  in  the  series  or  the  circumstances  of  publication 
are  such  that  the  series  promises  to  be  important.  Publications 
of  state  geological  surveys  which  have  been  issued  in  compara¬ 
tively  uniform  and  definite  series  are  included,  but  irregular  se¬ 
ries  of  reports  and  bulletins  are  excluded  although  all  of  these 
have  been  covered  by  printed  cards  (see  Bulletin  15)  A  consid¬ 
erable  number  of  sets  (not  series)  of  publications,  chiefly  in 
American  history,  for  which  analytical  cards  have  been  isssued 
are  included  in  the  list. 

CARDS  NOT  PRINTED  FOR  COMPOSITE  AND  UNIMPORTANT  PUB¬ 
LICATIONS  IN  SERIES 

§4.  The  general  practice  of  the  Library  of  Congress  is  to  print 
analytical  cards  for  publications  in  series  only  when  the  series  is 
wholly  or  mainly  composed  of  monographic  publications.  If 
composite  publications  occur  in  a  series  which  is  mainly  mono¬ 
graphic,  the  rule  is  to  print  analytical  cards  for  each  of  the  papers 
in  the  publication  provided  that  there  are  not  more  than  four.  If 
five  or  more  papers  are  included,  this  number  in  the  series  is  usu¬ 
ally  passed  by.  Analytical  cards  are  sometimes  printed,  however, 
for  composite  publications  (in  series)  which  contain  more  than 
four  papers,  and  analytical  cards  are  sometimes  issued  for  entire 
series  and  sets  of  composite  publications.  Exceptions  in  favor 
of  analytical  work  occur  most  frequently  in  series  in  American 
history1  and  bibliography,  but  analytical  cards  have  also  been 
printed  for  most  of  the  publications  of  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  the  Geological  Survey,  the  Bureau  of  Education,  and 
the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  National  Museum.2

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Occasionally  an  analyzed  series  contains  a  few  numbers  of 
such  minor  value  that  it  is  impracticable  to  print  cards  for  them. 
Series  of  this  type  have,  notwithstanding,  been  entered  as  1-  or 
Complete-  Libraries  should  note  carefully  this  general  explana¬ 
tion  for  missing  cards  for  composite  publications  arid  unimpor¬ 
tant  publications ,  as  it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  them  in  the  list. 

INCOMPLETE  PUBLICATIONS  INCORPORATED  IN  SERIES 

§5.  If  the  successive  issues  of  an  incomplete  publication  are 
numbered  into  a  series,  an  open-entry  card  is  usually  printed  if 
the  publication  is  copyrighted  or  represents  an  important  contri¬ 
bution  in  English.  In  other  cases  no  card  is  printed  as  a  rule 
until  the  publication  is  completed.  Libraries  should  note  carefully 
this  general  explanation  to  account  for  missing  cards  for  incom¬ 
plete  publications,  as  it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  them  in  the 
list. 

MAIN  CARDS  FOR  SERIES  AS  A  WHOLE 

§6.  Series  cards  have  been  printed  for  a  portion  only  of  the 
series  for  which  cards  are  in  stock.  In  the  list  following,  series 
for  which  series  cards  have  been  printed  have  the  abbreviation  y 
(=  series  card  without  contents)  or  (=  series  card  with  con¬ 
tents)  affixed.1  Although  series  cards  are  likely  to  be  printed 
for  other  series  at  any  time,  the  chance  of  obtaining  series  cards 
for  a  series  which  does  not  have  ^  or  sc  affixed  is  slieht.2 

Hereafter  in  printing  open-entry  or  main-entry  cards  for  sets 
and  series,  if  analytical  cards  have  been  made  or  if  the  series  is 
to  be  regularly  analyzed  as  its  numbers  appear,  the  word  “Ana¬ 
lyzed”  will  appear  on  the  card.  Standing  orders  for  such  main 
cards  hereafter  printed  will  be  accepted.  Libraries  may  thereby 
obtain  information  as  to  new  series  which  are  to  be  analvzed,  the 
cards  thus  serving  as  a  supplement  to  this  list  of  series.  The 
price  for  cards  ordered  in  this  way  will  be  2  cents  each. 

TIME  REQUIRED  TO  PRODUCE  CARDS 

§7.  Cards  usually  reach  the  stock  within  from  two  to  six  weeks 
after  the  publication  has  reached  the  Library  of  Congress.  When 
there  is  an  accumulation  of  cards  to  be  printed,  cards  for  publi¬ 
cations  in  English  are  printed  first,  consequently  delay  is  espe¬ 
cially  likely  to  occur  in  the  case  of  publications  in  foreign  lan¬ 
guages.  In  the  case  of  standing  orders  for  cards  by  series,  un- 

fAs  a  rule  contents  are  not  given  on  series  cards  for  series  which  are 
still  current.  In  case  contents  are  given  for  such  series,  additions  to  con¬ 
tents  are  made  only  when  the  new  issues  added  are  sufficient  to  fill  an¬ 
other  card  or  the  card  is  reprinted  for  stock. 

*  Series  cards  have  subject  entries  indicated  on  them  when  the  series  is 
sufficiently  homogeneous  to  make  this  practicable.  The  added  entry  most 
commonly  indicated  is  that  for  the  editor  of  the  series. 
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less  notice  is  received  that  the  library  can  not  wait  longer,  cards 
will  be  sent  when  ready  and  credit  will  not  be  given  for  cards 
returned  because  they  were  not  received  promptly. 

A  considerable  number  of  series  have  been  included  which  are 
received  through  the  “International  exchange1.”  These  series 
have  the  abbreviation  int.  affixed  to  them  in  the  lists,  and  sub¬ 
scribers  are  advised  that  there  is  likely  to  be  unusal  delay  in  sup¬ 
plying  cards  for  them. 

HOW  TO  ORDER  CARDS  BY  SERIES 

§8.  Libraries  ordering  cards  by  series  may  give  the  order  in 
any  form  found  convenient,  provided  that  they  indicate  whether 
they  desire  cards  for  each  publication  in  the  series  or  merely  the 
main  card  for  the  series  as  a  whole,  and  how  many  copies  of  each 
card  are  wanted.  But  standing  orders  for  cards  to  be  sent  in 
continuation  of  an  initial  order  can  be  advantageously  filed  in 
the  Card  Section  only  on  slips  of  the  standard  size,  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that,  as  a  rule,  libraries  will  find  it  most  satisfactory  to 
place  their  orders  on  such  slips  in  the  form  shown  below.

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3  The  term  applied  to  the  exchange  service  conducted  by  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  Institution  whereby  the  publications  of  learned  societies  in  the 
United  States  are  exchanged  for  those  of  similar  societies  abroad. 
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In  this  form  “Analytics"  indicates  that  analytical  cards  are 
desired  to  cover  each  publication  in  the  series;  “Series  card,” 
that  main  cards  for  the  series  as  a  whole  are  desired.

If  the  library  can  wait  indefinitely  for  cards  for  back  numbers 
in  the  series  not  yet  covered  by  printed  cards,  the  sign  oo  should 
be  written  in  left  margin  below  title.  If  this  sign  is  not  given, 
it  will  be  assumed  that  library  can  not  wait  for  such  cards  and 
they  will  not  be  sent.  1-  indicates  that  cards  are  desired  for  the 
series  complete  to  date;  if  they  are  desired  for  a  portion  of  the 
series  only,  this  is  to  be  indicated,  as  usual,  by  first  and  last  num¬ 
bers,  c.  g.  4-7,  9-13. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS  ORDERED  BY  SERIES 

§9.  Variation  in  the  price  of  L.  C.  cards  affects  only  the  “first 
card.”  The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at 
the  same  time  with  the  first  is  always  T8¥c. 

If  cards  are  ordered  by  series  according  to  the  terms  of  this 
Bulletin,  the  price  of  the  first  card  supplied  for  each  publication 
is  2c,  except  in  the  case  of  full  sets  of  analytics  for  certain  series 
cataloged  by  libraries  of  the  U.  S.  departments — the  price  of  the 
first  card  for  publications  in  these  being  .012.  (See  Bulletins  13, 
14,  15,  21,  23) 

ACKNOWLEDGMENT  OF  ORDERS  AND  SAMPLE  SETS 

§10.  A  card  acknowledgment  of  the  standing  order  for  each 
series  is  sent  by  L.  C.  to  the  subscriber.  It  is  suggested  that 
these  cards  be  filed  as  a  record  of  series  for  which  standing  or¬ 
ders  have  been  placed. 

A  sample  set  of  cards  for  any  unnumbered  series  will  be 
loaned  on  request.  Library  will  thus  be  able  to  order  cards  by 
card  number  for  portions  of  such  series. 

COOPERATION  DESIRED  IN  COMPLETING  SERIES 

§11.  When  a  single  issue,  or  a  few  scattering  issues  in  a  series, 
are  noted  as  not  covered  by  cards  in  stock,  it  usually  indicates 
that  these  volumes  are  missing  in  L.  C.’s  set,  unless  these  issues 
are  composite  or  unimportant  (see  §4)  or  incomplete  (see  §5). 
Libraries  desiring  sets  of  cards  for  such  series  are  invited  to 
assist,  in  completing  the  series  by  sending  the  missing  volumes  to

the  Library  of  Congress  to  be  cataloged  or  by  supplying  copy  for 
printed  cards,  if  they  are  accustomed  to  supply  copy  for  L.  C.  to 
print.  The  cooperation  of  university  libraries  in  completing  and 
in  analyzing  series  published  by  their  own  university  is  especially 
desired,  so  that  the  next  edition  of  this  bulletin  may  contain  a  full 
list  of  complete  series  of  publications  issued  by  American  univer¬ 
sities.  Reports  as  to  errors  of  facts  or  typography  in  this  list  are 
desired. 

METHOD  OF  DESIGNATING  PUBLICATION  NUMBERS  IN  THE  LIST 

§12.  Arabic  figures  are  used  exclusively,  except  when  it  is 
necessary  to  refer  to  subdivisions  of  a  volume.  Subdivisions  of 
a  volume  are  indicated  by  small  roman  numerals,  e.  g.  2.n-vi  = 
(parts  j-or  numbers]  2-6  of  vol.  2). 

A  dash  when  used  between  two  numbers  indicates  that  cards 
are  in  stock  for  all  publications  between,  excepting  such  as  are 
composite  or  unimportant  (see  §4),  incomplete  (see  §5)  or  un¬ 
published.  A  single  dash  used  after  a  number,  with  no  number 
following,  indicates  that  the  cards  are  in  stock  for  publications 
from  that  number  to  date,  that  the  series  is  current  so  far  as 
known ,  and  that  cards  can  probably  be  supplied  for  all  the  cur¬ 
rent  numbers;  a  double  dash  has  the  same  significance  except 
that  it  indicates  that  cards  can  probably  be  supplied  for  most  of 
the  current  numbers. 

When  the  publications  in  a  series  are  unnumbered,  if  cards  are 
in  stock  for  all  of  them,  the  word  Complete  is  used  in  place  of 
series  numbering.  If  “Complete”  is  followed  by  a  dash  it  indi¬ 
cates,  as  usual,  that  cards  can  be  supplied  for  all  numbers  in¬ 
cluding  the  current  ones.  Without  the  dash,  “Complete”  indi¬ 
cates  that  the  series  is  no  longer  current.  If  cards  are  not  in 
stock  for  the  entire  series,  the  total  number  of  cards  is  given  in 
place  of  series  numbering.  A  dash  or  double  dash  appended  to 
these  words  has  the  same  significance  as  when  appended  to  num¬ 
bers.

BEFORE  1801 

§1.  Since  1902  the  library  of  Wesleyan  University  (Middle- 
town,  Conn.)  has  been  subscribing  to  one  copy  of  each  card 
printed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  for  books,  pamphlets,  and 
newspapers  printed  in  America  before  1801. 

A  paper  by  Mr.  Felix  Neumann  of  the  staff  of  the  Library  of 
Congress,  in  the  Library  Journal  for  September,  1906,  called  at¬ 
tention  forcibly  to  the  desirability  of  providing  a  printed  record  of 
publications  in  the  Library  of  Congress  printed  in  the  United 
States  prior  to  1800,  and  recommended  that,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  L.  C.  author  card,  two  other  sets  of  cards  be  printed — one 
set  constituting  entries  for  such  books  under  the  name  of  the 
printer,  the  other  entries  for  them  under  place  of  publication.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  probably  not  over  one-third  of  the  books, 
pamphlets,  and  newspapers  in  the  Library  of  Congress  printed  in 
America  before  1801  have  thus  far  been  catalogued  with  printed 
cards,  it  has  been  decided  to  be  impracticable,  even  if  desirable,  to 
issue  at  present  the  two  special  series  of  cards  advocated  by  Mr. 
Neumann. 

Recognizing,  however,  the  force  of  Mr.  Neumann’s  argument 
that  the  books  in  the  collection  of  the  Library  of  Congress  which 
were  printed  in  the  United  States  prior  to  1800  should  be  listed 
for  the  benefit  of  all  interested  in  the  “incunabula  of  America,” 
there  have  been  included  in  the  exhibit  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
at  the  Jamestown  Exposition  four  sets  of  cards  for  publications 
printed  in  America  before  1801,  viz: 

One  set  arranged  by  author.  One  set  arranged  by  place. 

One  set  arranged  by  printer.  One  set  arranged  by  date. 

The  same  author  entry  card  is  used  for  each  file,  and  the  cards  in 
the  last  three  sets  do  not  have  place  and  date  supplied  at  the  top, 
but  are  merely  arranged  bv  printer,  place,  and  date,  respectively, 
with  guides  at  frequent  intervals. 

It  is  believed  that  libraries  and  bibliophiles  who  are  specializing 
on  early  Americana  will  find  one  or  more  sets  of  these  cards  a 
useful  addition  to  their  records  of  such  publications. 

TERMS  OF  SUBSCRIPTION  TO  FULL  SETS 

§2.  vSeveral  libraries  and  individuals  having  already  subscribed 
to  sets  of  L.  C.  cards  for  books  printed  in  America  before  1801,  it 
is  now  practicable  to  offer  them  for  subscription  in  full  sets  at  a 
reduced  price.  If  cards  for  such  books  are  ordered  in  full  sets, 
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the  price  will  be  lc.  per  card  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card.  The 
usual  price  of  1  /2c.  per  card  will  be  charged  for  additional  copies 
of  any  card  supplied  with  the  “first”  copy.  Those  desiring  a  sec¬ 
ond  set  of  the  cards  to  be  arranged  by  printer,  place,  or  date  should 
accordingly  order  it  with  the  “first”  set,  i.  e.  should  order  two  or 
more  copies  of  each  card  included  in  a  full  set. 

CARDS  CONSTITUTING  A  “FULL  SET” 

§3.  About  1500  cards  have  now  been  printed  for  books,  pam¬ 
phlets,  and  newspapers  printed  in  America  before  1801.  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  these  cover  not  over  one-third  of  such  publications  now 
in  the  collection  of  the  Library  of  Congress  and  that  it  will  be  five 
years  or  more  before  printed  cards  will  have  been  issued  for  all 
of  the  remainder. 

A  “full  set”  of  cards  obtainable  at  the  price  named  in  §2  will 
be  held  to  include  at  least  all  the  cards  in  stock  at  the  time  of  or¬ 
dering  for  publications  printed  before  1801  within  the  territory 
nozu  comprised  within  the  United  States  of  America.  But  if 
desired  the  set  will  be  held  to  include  in  addition  either  of  the 
following : 

a)  All  books  printed  in  Canada  before  1801. 

b)  All  books  printed  in  Mexico,  South  America  and  the  West 

Indies  before  1801. 

c)  All  cards  to  be  printed  after  the  placing  of  the  order  within 

the  limits  of  the  order. 

In  submitting  orders  for  full  sets,  subscribers  should  specify 
whether  they  desire  also  the  cards  itemized  under  a,  b ,  or  c. 
Cards  sent  in  continuation  of  sets  (i.  e.  those  noted  under  c)  will 
be  sent  monthly. 

SUBSCRIPTION  TO  PARTIAL  SETS 

§4.  Subscriptions  will  also  be  received  for  partial  sets  of  the 
cards  at  the  rate  of  from  14c.  to  2c.  for  the  first  copy  of  each 
card,  the  rate  varying  according  to  the  size  and  definiteness  of  the 
group  of  cards  desired. 

PAYMENTS  FOR  CARDS 

§5.  Those  desiring  to  order  full  or  partial  sets  of  the  cards 
above  described  should  write  for  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  set 
desired.  Estimates  will  include,  as  a  matter  of  coiuse,  the  cost 
annually  of  cards  which  may  be  desired  in  continuation  of  the  set. 
If  a  set  is  ordered  zvith  continuation ,  it  is  best  to  send  at  once  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  set  with  continuation  for  one  year ,  but  if 
continuation  is  not  desired,  no  remittance  should  be  made  until 
the  cards  and  the  bill  for  them  have  been  received,  in  order  that 
the  transaction  may  be  completed  by  one  payment.  Subscribers 
who  deposit  money  to  cover  continuing  subscriptions  will  be  noti¬ 
fied  when  their  deposit  is  exhausted.

TABLE  OF  OLD  AND  NEW  CARD  NUMBERS. 

§1.  Previous  to  1902  various  experiments  were  tried  in  numbering 
the  cards  printed  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  Some  of  the  numbers 
used,  particularly  those  in  which  the  day  of  the  month  is  incorporated 
are  long  and  difficult  to  carry  in  mind.  It  has  seemed  best,  therefore’ 
to  renumber  these  cards  as  fast  as  they  are  reprinted  for  stock  and 
have  the  new  cards  substituted  for  the  old  in  the  depository  sets, 
although  while  the  renumbering  is  going  on  it  will  doubtless  occasion 
some  inconvenience  in  filling  and  checking  orders. 

The  present  system  of  numbering  the  cards,  used  exclusively  since 
1902,  is,  in  brief,  to  start  a  consecutive  series  of  numbers  each  year 
prefixing  enough  of  the  last  figures  of  the  year  number  to  identify  the 
series.  In  the  case  of  series  of  cards  for  which  the  copv  is  prepared 
outside  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Catalog  Division,  an  abbreviation

The  series  printed  before  1902  will  be  changed  as  follows:

(c)  By  numbering  the  “weekly  ”  and  “monthly  ”  dated  series  straight 
through  the  year  (with  the  “12-00”  series  placed  after  the  series  for 
December,  1900,  and  the  series  for  Jan.-May,  1901,  numbered  onto  the 
end  ot  the  regular  series  for  1901)  and  prefixing  the  abbreviated  vear 
number,  e.  g.,  Aug.  24,  98-67  changed  to  98-113,  12-00-234  changed 
to  0-7218.  In  the  new  numbers  0  is  used  instead  of  00  for  1900. 

As  in  class  c  there  is,  after  the  first  month  of  the  year,  no  corre¬ 
spondence  between  the  new  number  and  the  old,  a  table  of  the  cor¬ 
responding  numbers  is  given  in  the  following  pages.

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USE  OF  THE  TABLE 

§2.  In  the  table  the  year  which  forms  a  part  of  both  the  old  style 
and  the  new  style  number  is  given  only  once  at  the  top  of  the  page 
The  consecutive  number  which  forms  the  rest  of  the  new  style  numbei 
is  given  in  left  column,  the  corresponding  old  style  number  beinj 
given  in  right  column  opposite.  The  day  of  the  month  (in  some  case; 
the  month  only)  which  forms  a  part  of  the  old  style  number  is  giver 
only  above  No.  1  of  that  date,  and  at  the  head  of  succeeding  columns 
containing  card  numbers  of  that  date. 

To  find  in  the  table  an  old.  style  number  corresponding  to  a  new  styl 
number  (e.  g.,  99-1257)  locate  first  the  year  number,  at  top  of  page 
second  the  nearest  even  hundred  at  top  of  left-hand  column,  third  th< 
number  itself.  The  number  in  right-hand  column  opposite  will  be  th< 
old  number  sought. 

To  find  in  the  table  a  new  style  number  corresponding  to  an  old  styl 
number ,  locate  first  the  year  at  top  of  page,  second  the  day  and  th< 
month  (which  form  parts  of  the  old  style  number)  at  top  of  column 
then  the  individual  number  itself  below.

CHECKING  ORDERS  INVOLVING  CHANGED  NUMBERS 

§3.  When  checking  an  order  for  cards  containing  old  style  number 
which  has  been  filled  with  cards  having  new  style  numbers,  or  vie 
versa,  the  following  should  be  kept  in  mind. 

1.  The  changes  made  in  the  case  of  all  series  except  the  “weekly”  an

§1.  Through  cooperation  with  the  Library  of  the  Smithsonian  insti¬ 
tution,  such  analytical  cards  as  seemed  necessary  to  make  the  contents 
of  the  publications  of  the  Smithsonian  institution  and  the  U.  S.  National 
museum  accessible  to  users  of  card  catalogs  have  now  been  printed.

PRICE  OF  CARDS 

§2.  Variation  in  the  price  of  L.  C.  cards  affects  only  the  “first  card.” 
The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the  same  time 
with  the  first  is  always  $.008. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  for  any  of  the  series 
listed  on  page  3  or  for  the  issues  in  the  series  for  five  years  or  more 
is  $.012.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  current  cards  supplied  in 
continuation  of  orders  for  these  series  is  $.02. 

The  number  of  cards  in  sets  varies  slightly  owing  to  changes  in 
entries  when  cards  are  reprinted  for  stock.  To  obviate  the  necessity  of 
keeping  track  of  such  changes,  the  prices  of  sets  in  the  table  on  page  3 
are  given  in  slightly  lower  round  numbers. 

The  approximate  cost  of  a  subscription  to  the  cards  currently  issued 
for  a  series  can  be  found  by  multiplying  the  approximate  number  of 
cards  per  year  by  2c.  for  author  set,  by  4c.  for  dictionary  catalog  set.

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DEFINITIONS 

§4.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  terms  used 
in  defining  the  sets  listed  on  p.  3,  the  following  definitions  are  given: 

Main  entry  card—- Card  for  principal  or  primary  entry  for  the  item  cata¬ 
loged,  entry  being  usually  tinder  name  of  author,  society  or  office  responsible 
for  the  publication. 

Analytical  card—  Main  entry  for  a  paper,  article  or  monograph  in  a  series 
or  in  some  other  composite  work. 

Series  card— Main  entry  card  for  the  series  as  a  whole. 

Secondary  entries— The  subject  entries  (indicated  on  lower  part  of  L.  C. 
cards,  numbered  in  Arabic)  and  the  entries  for  joint  author,  editor,  trans¬ 
lator,  title,  etc.  (numbered  in  Roman).  These  are  covered  by  using  addi¬ 
tional  copies  of  the  main  entry  card  with  indicated  heading  added  at  the  top 
in  typewriting. 

Dictionary  caffi/o£7=Catalog  in  which  all  the  necessary  entries  are  given 
arranged  in  one  alphabet  like  the  words  in  a  dictionary. 

Author  set—  One  copy  of  each  analytical  card,  plus  one  series  card. 

Dictionary  catalog  .s<?£=Enough  copies  of  the  series  card  and  of  the  analyt¬ 
ical  card  for  each  publication  in  the  series  to  cover  main  entries  and  the 
secondary  entries  indicated  on  the  cards,  i.  e.,  all  of  the  entries  required  for 
a  dictionary  catalog. 

NOTES  ON  THE  SERIES 

§5.  The  following  peculiarities  of  the  series  should  be  noted: 

Smithsonian  institution.  Annual  report. — These  reports  have  been  analyzed 
very  fully  because  they  are  widely  distributed,  and  it  is  believed  that  in  the 
case  of  numerous  topics  the  smaller  public  libraries  will  have  no  other 
entries  in  their  catalogs.  The  forenames  and  dates  of  numerous  authors 
who  contributed  accounts  of  local  antiquities  are  wanting.  Information  as 
to  these  will  be  especially  appreciated. 

Smithsonian  institution.  Miscellaneous  coll. — Cards  for  v.  1-48,  50,  52  are 
not  yet  printed,  but  will  probably  be  ready  by  April  1,  1916.  Cards  will  not 
be  included  for  volumes  and  parts  of  volumes  noted  below,  because  the  pub¬ 
lications  are  identical  with  publications  included  in  series  issued  by  the 
National  museum  or  are  devoted  to  proceedings  of  local  scientific  societies 
which  were  mainly  issued  in  other  forms  and  are  covered  by  independent 
entries :

— Previous  to  1884  and  since  1904  these 
reports  are  devoted  to  administrative  matters  exclusively ;  no  analytical 
required. 

National  museum.  Proceedings. — Are  analyzed  only  from  v.  37  (1910) 
because  the  earlier  volumes  contain  so  many  small  papers  that  analysis  seems 
not  justified. 
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HOW  TO  ORDER 

§6.  Those  ordering  cards  for  the  series  named  in  this  Bulletin  may 
give  the  order  in  any  form  found  convenient,  provided  that  they  indi¬ 
cate  whether  they  desire  cards  for  the  entire  series  or  a  portion  of  it, 
whether  they  wish  analytics  as  well  as  main  cards,  whether  they  wish 
cards  for  publications  in  the  series  hereafter  issued,  and  how  many 
copies  of  each  card  are  wanted,  e .  g.: 

Please  send  me  a  dictionary  catalog  set  of  cards  for  the  Annual  reports 
of  the  Smithsonian  from  1885  to  date  and  as  issued  hereafter,  including 
main  card  for  series  and  all  analytics. 

Standing  orders  for  cards  to  be  sent  in  continuation  of  an  initial 
order  can  be  advantageously  filed  in  the  Card  Division  only  on  slips 
of  the  standard  size;  and  it  is  believed  that,  as  a  rule,  libraries  will  find 
it  most  satisfactory  to  place  their  orders  on  such  slips  in  the  form 
shown  below :

NOTES  ON  THE  SERIES 

§  5.  The  following  peculiarities  of  the  series  should  be  noted: 

Smithsonian  Institution — Annual  report. — These  reports  have  been  analyzed 
very  fully  because  they  are  widely  distributed,  and  it  is  believed  that  in  the  case 
of  numerous  topics  the  smaller  public  libraries  will  have  no  other  entries  in  their 
catalogues.  The  forenames  and  dates  of  numerous  authors  who  contributed 
accounts  of  local  antiquities  are  wanting.  Information  as  to  these  will  be 
especially  appreciated. 

Smithsonian  Institution — Miscellaneous  collection. — Cards  will  not  be  included

Cards  Printed  and  Distributed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  for 
the  Library  of  the  Surgeon-GeneraVs  Office 

§  1.  Cards  printed  from  copy  supplied  by  the  Library  of  the 
Surgeon-General ’s  Office  are  now  being  added  to  the  stock. 
The  first  instalment  of  these  cards  was  printed  in  August, 
1916.  They  cover  books  currently  added  to  the  Library  of  the 
Surgeon-GeneraLs  Office  which  are  not  in  the  collection  at  the 
Library  of  Congress.  They  form  a  separate  series  distin¬ 
guished  by  prefixing  SG  to  the  year  number  which  precedes 
the  serial  card  number,  ex.,  SG  16-48.  About  1,800  cards  a 
year  are  likely  to  be  printed  in'  this  series.  Fully  80  per  cent 
of  these  will  probably  be  for  current  publications. 

Libraries  subscribing  to  cards  currently  printed  for  medical 
works  may  have  entries  for  non-current  books  excluded,  if 
they  so  desire.1 

All  publications  on  medicine  currently  received  by  the 
Library  of  Congress,  including  of  course  those  deposited  for 
copyright,  will  continue  to  be  cataloged  by  the  Catalogue 
Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  output  of  cards  from 
such  source  being  about  600  a  year. 

Entries  prepared  by  the  Catalogue  Division  of  the  Library 
of  Congress  continue  to  appear  on  the  proofsheets  under  the 
heading  “  Medicine.  ”  Entries  prepared  at  the  Surgeon-Gen- 
eraFs  Library  appear  on  the  proofsheets  under  the  heading 
“Titles  from  U.  S.  Surgeon-GeneraFs  Office.” 

CARDS  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  RELATING  TO  MEDICINE  BUT  CLASSED  IN 

OTHER  SUBJECTS 

§  2.  The  entries  which  appear  on  the  proofsheets  under 
“Titles  from  U.  S.  Surgeon-GeneraFs  Office”  comprise  books 
of  any  class  currently  received  at  L.  S.  G.,  but  the  entries

which  appear  on  the  proof  sheets  under  the  class  “Medicine” 
are  limited  to  hooks  classed  in  Medicine  (Class  R)  at  L.  C. 
A  considerable  number  of  books  which  pertain  more  or  less 
directly  to  medicine  are  placed  in  other  classes  at  the  Library 
of  Congress.  The  following  are  the  most  important  of  such 
related  classes : 


Anatomy,  classed  in  Science,  on  proofsheets  under  Science. 

Physiology,  classed  in  Science,  on  proofsheets  under  Science. 

Medical  Chemistry,  classed  in  Science,  on  proofsheets  under  Science.

Heredity  (biological  side),  classed  in  Science,  on  proofsheets  under 
Science. 

Heredity  (sociological  side),  classed  in  Social  Sciences,  on  proofsheets 
under  Social  Sciences. 

Eugenics,  classed  in  Social  Sciences,  on  proofsheets  under  Social  Sciences. 

Medical  Charities,  classed  in  Social  Sciences,  on  proofsheets  under  Social 
Sciences. 

.physiological  psychology,  classed  in  Psychology,  on  proofsheets  under 
Philosophy  and  religion. 

Medical  jurisprudence,  classed  in  Law,  on  proofsheets  under  Law. 

The  output  of  such  cards  is  several  hundred  a  year.  In  fill¬ 
ing  orders  these  cards  will  be  included  or  excluded,  as  desired.1 

THE  SUBJECT  HEADINGS  INDICATED  ON  THE  CARDS 

§3.  The  subject  headings  used  at  the  Library  of  the  Sur¬ 
geon-General ’s  Office  differ  in  a  considerable  percentage  of 
cases  from  those  used  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  Those  used 
at  L.  C.  are  designed  for  the  catalog  of  a  general  library,  in 
which  the  headings  for  medicine  are  laid  out  on  the  same  scale 
as  those  for  other  subjects  ;  those  used  at  L.  S.  G.  are  designed 
for  a  special  library  and  close  analytical  work. 

It  is  impracticable,  at  present,  to  indicate  the  variations  in 
the  headings  used  by  the  two  libraries  on  the  cards  for  books 
cataloged  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  so  these  cards  contain 
only  the  L.  C.  headings. 

Variations  in  the  headings  used  by  the  two  libraries  are 
indicated  on  the  cards  in  the  SG  series  as  follows : 

1.  Headings  accepted  by  both  libraries  are  given  as  usual,  numbered  in 

Arabic  simply. 

2.  When  heading  used  by  one  library  contains  word  or  words  more  than 

that  used  by  other,  the  longer  heading  is  given  with  varying  word  or 
words  inclosed  in  (  >  when  part  of  the  L.  C.  heading;  in  [  ]  when 

part  of  the  L.  S.  G.  heading. 

3.  When  L.  C.  heading  differs  from  L.  S.  G.  heading  so  much  that  the  dif¬ 

ference  cannot  be  indicated  by  method  explained  in  2,  both  headings 
are  given  in  full,  L.  C.  heading  in  (  >,  L.  S.  G.  heading  in  [  ]  with 

same  number  prefixed.  L.  C.  heading  is  ordinarily  given  first  as 
being  better  suited  to  the  average  user  of  L.  C.  cards. 


1  A  few  cards  of  interest  to  medical  libraries  are  likely  to  continue  to  be  printed  for 
other  cooperating  libraries,  such  as  the  Library  of  the  U.  S.  Hygienic  Laboratory  and 
libraries  of  American  universities.  These  few  cards  will  be  included  in  filling  orders 
for  cards  on  medicine  unless  especially  excluded  by  the  terms  of  the  order. 
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4.  When  the  heading  of  the  one  library  is  equivalent  in  scope  to  two  or 

more  headings  of  the  other,  the  more  specific  headings  are  given 
first,  each  having  a  number  and  each  inclosed  in  (  >  or  [  ]  as  the 

case  requires ;  the  equivalent  more  general  heading  follows  in  [  ] 
or  (  )  as  the  case  requires,  with  the  numbers  of  the  corresponding 

more  specific  headings  repeated. 

5.  When  one  library  uses  a  heading  for  which  other  has  no  satisfactory 

equivalent,  the  heading  is  given  inclosed  in  (  >  or  [  ]  as  the  case 

requires. 

Much  pains  is  being  taken  with  the  subject  headings  on  the 
cards  in  the  SG  series  by  the  Cataloger,  Mr.  Felix  Neumann, 
the  aim  being  to  make  them  accurate  as  well  as  concise.  Sug¬ 
gestions  as  to  improvements  will  be  welcomed. 

Medical  libraries  which  have  their  own  subject  headings 
already  established  will,  of  course,  accept  the  subject  headings 
found  on  cards  received  from  L.  C.  as  suggestions  only.  Med¬ 
ical  libraries  just  starting  subject  catalogs  will  probably  find 
it  best  usually  to  adopt  the  L.  S.  G.  heading  when  it  varies 
from  the  L.  C.  heading. 

INDICATION  OF  NUMBER  OF  CARDS  WANTED 

§4.  The  number  of  copies  of  each  card  called  for  by  an 
order  must  be  indicated  before  the  order  can  be  filled.  Spe¬ 
cialists  ordering  cards  for  bibliographical  purposes  ordinarily 
desire  an  “ author  set'’  only,  i.  e.  one  copy  of  each  card. 
Libraries  usually  order  a  ‘  ‘  dictionary-catalog  set,  ’  ’i.  e.  enough 
copies  of  each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry  and  the  secondary 
entries  for  a  dictionary  catalog  which  are  indicated  on  the 
card.  Libraries  which  maintain  a  card  shelf  list  usually  order 
an  additional  card  for  this  shelf  list. 

HOW  TO  ORDER  THE  CARDS 

§  5.  Orders  for  cards  to  be  used  in  cataloging  specific  books 
on  medical  subjects  are  to  be  made  up  like  orders  covering 
other  classes  of  books  in  the  way  explained  in  the  pamphlet 
“L.  C.  Printed  cards,”  obtainable  gratis  from  The  Librarian 
of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Libraries  which  purchase  nearly  all  the  books  currently 
printed  on  medicine  may  find  it  desirable  to  place  a  standing 
order  for  a  dictionary-catalog  set  of  all  cards  printed  for 
such  books.  Specialists  may  find  it  worth  while  to  order  all 
the  cards  now  in  stock  and  all  the  cards  printed  hereafter  for 
publications  relating  to  their  specialty.  Such  orders  should 
be  submitted  in  the  form  of  an  ordinary  letter. 

The  proof  sheets  appearing  under  the  headings  “Medicine” 
and  “Titles  from  U.  S.  Surgeon-General’s  Office”  provide  an 
inexpensive  list  of  the  books  on  medicine  currently  received 
at  L.  C.  and  L.  S.  G.  The  entries  on  the  proofsheets  are 
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spaced  to  card  size,  and  slips  cut  from  proofsheets  can  be  filed 
like  cards,  but  are  of  course  not  durable  or  adapted  to  quick 
consultation.  Back  issues  of  proofsheets  cannot  be  supplied. 
About  500  proofsheets  a  year  are  likely  to  be  issued  under  the 
two  headings  named  above. 

Some  samples  of  orders  are  given  below : 

“Please  send  this  library  a  dictionary-catalog  set,  with  one  extra  for 
shelf  list,  of  cards  for  each  current  publication  relating  to  medicine  for 
which  cards  are  printed  at  L.  C. ;  cards  in  the  related  classes  mentioned 
in  §  2  of  Bulletin  24  are  to  be  included.” 

“Please  send  me  one  copy  of  each  card  currently  printed  by  the  Library 
of  Congress  for  works  such  as  are  classed  by  L.  C.  in  Medicine,  excluding 
the  cards  in  the  related  classes  mentioned  in  §2  of  Bulletin  24.” 

“Please  send  me  one  copy  of  each  card  printed  hereafter  for  publica¬ 
tions  relating  in  any  specific  way  to  Bacteriology.” 

“Please  send  this  firm  the  proofsheets  appearing  hereafter  under  the 
headings  ‘Medicine’  and  ‘Titles  from  the  Surgeon-General’s  Office.’  ” 

All  requests  for  information  as  to  the  cards,  prices,  pay¬ 
ment,  etc.,  should  be  addressed  to  The  Librarian  of  Congress, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS  AND  PROOFSHEETS 

§  6.  Variation  in  the  price  of  L.  C.  cards  affects  only  the 
“ first  card.”  The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card 
supplied  at  the  same  time  with  the  first  is  always  $.008. 

In  general,  the  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies 
directly  with  the  work  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  in¬ 
versely  with  the  number  called  for  by  the  order.  The  price 
for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  included  in  an  author  set  or  a 
dictionary-catalog  set  of  all  cards  in  stock  on  medicine  is  $.015. 
The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  currently  printed  on 
medicine  is  also  $.015. 

The  price  of  the  first  cop3r  of  each  card  printed  for  current 
publications  (see  p.  1,  foot-note)  on  medicine  is  $.018. 

The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  on  a  sub¬ 
ject  order  covering  a  large  and  well  defined  class  in  medicine 
is  2  c.  The  price  for  smaller  selections  and  those  more  diffi¬ 
cult  to  make  varies  from  2  c.  to  5  c.,  according  to  the  number 
of  cards  and  the  work  required  in  selecting  them. 

The  price  of  the  proofsheets  for  Medicine  or  any  other  sub¬ 
ject  is  1  c.  a  strip. 

PAYMENT 

§  7.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the 
cards  described  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay  for  others.  Indi¬ 
viduals  and  firms  are  required  to  pay  for  cards  in  advance 
and  should  always  ascertain  price  before  sending  money.

THE  SUBJECT  HEADINGS  INDICATED  ON  THE  CARDS 

3.  The  sjflect  headings  used  at  the  library  of  the  Surgeon  Gen¬ 
eral's  OffV‘  differ  in  a  considerable  percentage  of  cases  from  those 
used  at  the  Library  of  Congress.  Those  used  at  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  are  designed  for  the  catalogue  of  a  general  library,  in  which  the 
headings  for  medicine  are  laid  out  on  the  same  scale  as  those  for 
other  subjects;  those  used  at  the  Surgeon  General's  library  are  de¬ 
signed  for  a  special  library  and  close  analytical  work. 

It  is  impracticable  at  present  to  indicate  the  variations  in  the  head¬ 
ings  used  by  the  two  libraries  on  the  cards  for  books  catalogued 
at  the  Library  of  Congress,  so  these  cards  contain  only  the  L.  C. 
headings. 

Variations  in  the  headings  used  by  the  two  libraries  are  indicated 
on  the  cards  in  the  SG  series,  as  follows : 

1.  Headings  accepted  by  botli  libraries  are  given  as  usual,  numbered  in 

Arabic  simply. 

2.  When  heading  used  by  one  library  contains  word  or  words  more  than 

that  used  by  other,  the  longer  heading  is  given  with  varying  word 
or  words  inclosed  in  (  )  when  part  of  the  L.  C.  heading;  in  [  ] 

when  part  of  the  S.  G.  heading. 

3.  When  L.  C.  heading  differs  from  S.  G.  heading  so  much  that  the  differ¬ 

ence  can  not  be  indicated  by  method  explained  in  2,  both  headings 
are  given  in  full,  L.  C.  heading  in  (  ),  S.  G.  heading  in  [  ] 

with  same  number  prefixed.  L.  C.  heading  is  ordinarily  given  first 
as  being  better  suited  to  the  average  user  of  L.  C.  cards. 

4.  When  the  heading  of  the  one  library  is  equivalent  in  scope  to  two  or 

more  headings  of  the  other,  the  more  specific  headings  are  given 
first,  each  having  a  number  and  each  inclosed  in  (  )  or  [  ]  as  the 

case  requires;  the  equivalent  more  general  heading  follows  in  [  ] 

or  (  )  as  the  case  requires,  with  the  numbers  of  the  corresponding 

more  specific  headings  repeated. 

5.  When  one  library  uses  a  heading  for  which  the  other  has  no  satisfac¬ 

tory  equivalent,  the'  heading  is  inclosed  in  (  )  or  [  ]  as  the  case 

requires. 

Much  care  is  being  taken  with  the  subject  headings  on  the  cards 
in  the  SG  series  by  the  cataloguer,  Mr.  Felix  Neumann,  the  aim 
being  to  make  them  accurate  as  well  as  concise.  Suggestions  as  to 
improvements  will  be  welcomed. 

Medical  libraries  which  have  their  own  subject  headings  already 
established  wifi  of  course  accept  the  subject  headings  found  on  cards 


3  A  few  cards  of  iterest  to  medical  libraries  are  likely  to  continue  to  be  printed  for 
other  cooperating  li  varies,  such  as  the  library  of  the  tT.  S.  Hygienic  Laboratory  and 
libraries  of  American  universities.  These  few  cards  will  be  included  in  filling  orders  for 
cards  on  medicine  unless  especially  excluded  by  the  terms  of  the  order. 
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received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  as  suggestions  only.  Medical 
libraries  just  starting  subject  catalogues  may  find  it  best  to  adopt  the 
S.  G.  heading  when  it  varies  from  the  L.  C.  heading. 

INDICATION  OF  NUMBER  OF  CARDS  WANTED 

4.  The  number  of  copies  of  each  card  called  for  by  an  order  must 
be  indicated  before  the  order  can  be  filled.  Specialists  ordering  cards 
for  bibliographical  purposes  ordinarily  desire  an  “  author  set  ”  only, 
i.  e.,  one  copy  of  each  card.  Libraries  usually  order  a  “dictionary- 
catalogue  set,”  i.  e.,  enough  copies  of  each  card  to  cover  the  main  entry 
and  the  secondary  entries  for  a  dictionary  catalogue  which  are  in¬ 
dicated  on  the  card.  Libraries  which  maintain  a 'card  shelf  list 
usually  order  an  additional  card  for  this  shelf  list.  f

HOW  TO  ORDER  THE  CARDS 

5.  Orders  for  cards  to  be  used  in  cataloguing  specific  books  on 
medical  subjects  are  to  be  made  up  like  orders  covering  other  classes  of 
books  in  the  way  explained  in  the  pamphlet  “  L.  C.  Printed  Cards,” 
obtainable  gratis  from  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Libraries  which  purchase  nearly  all  the  books  currently  printed 
on  medicine  may  find  it  desirable  to  place  a  standing  order  for  a 
dictionary-catalogue  set  of  all  cards  printed  for  such  books.  Others 
may  find  it  best  to  order  a  single  copy  of  each  card.  Specialists  may 
.find  it  worth  while  to  order  all  the  cards  now  in  stock  and  all  the  cards 
printed  hereafter  for  publications  relating  to  their  specialty.  Such 
orders  should  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  an  ordinary  letter. 

The  proof  sheets  appearing  under  the  headings  “  Medicine  ”  and 
“  Titles  from  U.  S.  Surgeon  GeneraFs  Office  ”  provide  an  inexpensive 
list  of  the  books  on  medicine  currently  received  at  the  two  libraries. 
The  entries  on  the  proof  sheets  are  spaced  to  card  size,  and  slips  cut 
from  proof  sheets  can  be  filed  like  cards,  but  are,  of  course,  not  dur¬ 
able  or  adapted  to  quick  consultation.  Back  issues  of  proof  sheets 
can  not  be  supplied.  About  200  proof  sheets  a  year  are  being  issued 
under  the  two  headings  named  above. 

Some  samples  of  orders  are  given  below : 

“  Please  send  this  library  a  dictionary-catalogue  set,  with  one  extra  for 
shelf  list,  of  cards  for  each  current  publication  relating  to  medicine  for 
which  cards  are  printed  at  the  Library  of  Congress ;  cards  in  the  related 
classes  mentioned  in  section  2  of  Bulletin  24  are  to  be  included.” 

“  Please  send  me  one  copy  of  each  card  currently  printed  by  the  Library 
of  Congress  for  works  such  as  are  classed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  in 
Medicine,  excluding  the  cards  in  the  related  classes  mentioned  in  section  2 
of  Bulletin  24.” 

“  Please  send  me  one  copy  of  each  card  printed  hereafter  for  publica¬ 
tions  relating  in  any  specific  way  to  bacteriology.” 

“  Please  send  this  firm  the  proof  sheets  appearing  hereafter  under  the 
headings  ‘  Medicines  ’  and  ‘  Titles  from  the  Surgeon  General’s  Office.’  ” 

All  requests  for  information  as  to  the  cards,  prices,  payment,  etc., 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C. 

PRICE  OF  CARDS  AND  PROOF  SHEETS

6.  Variation  in  the  price  of  L.  C.  cards  affects  only  the  “  first  card.” 
The  charge  for  additional  copies  of  any  card  supplied  at  the  same 
time  with  ':he  first  is  always  iy2  cents. 


In  general,  the  price  of  cards  ordered  by  subject  varies  directly  witn 
the  works  required  in  selecting  the  cards,  inversely  with  the  number 
called  for  by  the  order.  The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card 
included  in  an  author  set  or  a  dictionary-catalogue  set"  of  all  cards  in 
stock  on  medicine  is  2y2  cents. 

The  price  of  the  first  copy  of  each  card  currently  printed  on 
medicine  is  3  cents. 

The  price  for  the  first  copy  of  each  card  supplied  on  a  subject  order 
covering  a  large  and  well-defined  class  in  medicine  is  4  cents.  The 
price  for  smaller  selections  and  those  more  difficult  to  make  varies 
from  4  to  10  cents,  according  to  the  number  of  cards  and  the  work 
required  in  selecting  them. 

The  price  of  the  proof  sheets  for  Medicine  or  any  other  subject  is 
iy2  cents  a  strip. 

PAYMENT 

7.  Those  already  subscribing  to  cards  should  pay  for  the  cards  de¬ 
scribed  in  this  bulletin  as  they  pay  for  others.  Individuals  and  firms 
are  required  to  pay  for  cards  in  advance  and  should  always  ascertain 
price  before  sending  money. 
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
